Licensing Board Delays 
St. Luke's Permit Decision

SPRINGFIELD, 111. — Members of the 


state hospital licensing board voted yes- 
terday to delay making any recommen- 
dation until April II, on a request for on 
operating permit for the proposed 
Schaumburg branch of Rush-Prcsby- 
tcrlnn-St. Luko's Medical Center. 


Board members cited the desire to re- 


view a feasibility study being prepared 
far the northwest Cook County Health • 
Needs Study Committee as the major 
reason for delaying action on the permit 
request. 


The hospital Is proposed for the north 


side of Schaumburg Road, west of 
Roselto Road. The study Is expected to 
bo presented today In Its final form. 


Before taking action, the seven-man 


board listened to nearly two hours of prc-

Atchcr 
and Mrs. Jean Kcssell, a leader In the 
effort to establish a local hospital-also 
spoke In favor of granting the permit. 


The recommendation, either for or 


against the permit request, will be made 
by the state board at their next quarterly 
meeting. 


NUMEROUS ARGUMENTS requesting 


any action bo delayed until tho com- • 
plction of the planning study came from 
Michael Redmond, representing Hoffman 
Estates,' Hanover Park Mayor Richard 
Baker, Leo Hlckman of Comprehensive 
Health Planning Inc.; and Mrs. Carol 
Johnson, representing tho TlmbercresF 
Homeowners' Association. 


One board member, Dr. William Lees 


of LJncolmvood, sold, "I am in full sym- 
pathy with Presbyterian St. Luke's, but I 
would like'to take a look at all the plan- 
ning Information available." 


Lees, one of the most outspoken board 


members, challenged Atcher during tho 
discussion when the mayor said many 
persons hod died because a hospital is 
not available in Schaumburg. Lees asked 
Atchcr to document these incidents. 
.Just before, the board took _nctlonv Lees 
said "I am tired of the health care deliv- 
ery system being blamed for errors that • 
have been made by politicians." . 


GAUGES OF community support rep- 


resenting both sides of the discussion 
were presented by the two women at the 
meeting. Mrs. Johnson gave the board a 
petition with about 240 signatures recom- 
mending action be delayed until a fuller 
study can be made.

She also contended a hospital'built on 


the site facility would contribute to flood-' 
ing and traffic congestion. She suggested 
that costs for acquiring land for future 
expansion might negate the savings real- 
ized by the donation of the 20 acre site on 
Schaumburg Road. 


The petitions wcro countered by Mrs. 


Kcssell who presented a large bundle of 
letters to tho board supporting the hos- 


pital. She said the majority of the village 
was behind the hospital's efforts to locate- 
in Schaumburg. 


Atcher devoted much of his presenta- 


tion to describing the planning efforts 
made by the village to develop a high 
quality community. The mayor, along 
with architects from Presbyterian-St. 
Luko's, said claims made by Mrs. John- 
son of Increased flooding problems were 
not true. 


THEY EXPLAINED that while about 


29 to 30 per cent of the site contained 
unbuildable soil; mostly peat; more than 
enough land existed to adequately devel- 
op the hospital. 


Atcher also said that if some other vil- 


lage or organization could offer Presby- 
terian St. Luke's a fully developed site at 
a better location, "we would move over." 


"We are considering the needs of the 


people, not just a piece of ground," At- 
chcr said. 


Similar concerns were noted by Red- 


mond, administrator at Weiss Memorial 
Hospital, Chicago, and a member of 
Hoffman Estates' plans commission. But, 
ho argued, "we can not make a decision 
until the study has been considered." 
•'"The unique efforts made'by the vil- 
lages and hospitals involved here cannot 
be overlooked," he added. Participating 
in the study were the villages of Roselle, 
'Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates and 
hospitals including .Northwest .Commu- 
nity, Arlington' Heights and Alexian 
Brothers Medical Center, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. - - . ' • • •

HICK M A N, WHO represented the 


health-,planning agency which aided In 
obtaining the $12,000 state grant used for 
the study, echoed Redmond's remarks 
and said,' there is a need to define ex- 
actly'what a community requires in the 
way of health facilities. 


"We don't want to build a 200-bed hos- 


pital now and find we need to add 200 
beds next year and 200 more the follow- 
ing year," he said. 


While the board delayed action on'the 


Schaumburg facility they gave the go 
ahead to an identical hospital planned 
by Presbyterlan-St Luke's in Park For- 
est South. There was little debate on that 
permit request.

Major Crisis Averted 
Suburban Blood Donors Answer Call 


A massive blood drive in the .Chicago 


area to alleviate a critical blood shortage 
has resulted in an increase of donors in 
the Northwest suburban area. 


Although tho blood supply in the North- 


west area was never critical, the media 
campaign to get more donors in the Chi- 
cago area resulted in a rash of phone 
calls to area hospitals from persons in- 
terested in donating blood. 


The Northwest Community Hospital in 


Arlington Heights, which takes blood on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays, has all of the 
donor times scheduled through Jan. 18, 
according to Jack Ryon, director of pub- 
lic relations. 


"We have all the blood we need now 


but we will continue to take, blood and 
ship it to the North Suburban Blood Bank 
which will then redistribute it to meet 
the needs," said Ryon. 


"Things are going fine..We have more 


donors than we need," said a spokesman 
from the North Suburban Blood Bank in 
Glenview. The spokesman said the bank 
had been able to fill all of its orders for 
blood from member hospitals but had not 
had any extra to send to Chicago hospi- 
tals. "If the donors continue to come in, 
we will start sending blood to Chicago," 
he said. 


"I SAW A DREAM come true yester- 


•doy — the waiting room was full!" 


That was the reaction of Roger Sulli- 


van, director of the Beverly Blood Bank, 
as residents responded Tuesday to-a call 
for blood donors. He said his center col- 
lected 168 pints between 7 a.m. Tuesday 
and 5 a.m. Wednesday. 


Sullivan sold the situation' had to get 


better. "It had only one way to go — 
up." He was comparing the new total to 
lie one pint of blood the bank had on 
• Sunday.

"The public has really responded," he 


said. He pointed out that persons of all 


ages were standing in line to donate 
blood and all were patient and put up 
with the wait. 


Lutheran General Hospital In Park 


Ridge, Alexian Brothers Medical Center 
in Elk Grove Village and Sherman Hospi- 
tal in Elgin all reported an upswing in 
the number of donors and enough blood 
to meet their needs. 


Sherman Hospital reported it was not 


scheduling any more appointments for 
donating blood at this time, because 
so many people have, called to donate. 


None of the area hospitals reported 


having to cancel.either elective or major 
surgery because of a blood shortage.

U.S. District Court Judge Thomas R. 


McMillan yesterday dismissed a com- 
plaint filed by three minority stock- 
holders of The Paddock Corporation 
chanting three members of the Paddock 
family with "fraudulently 
Inducing" 


them to invest $920,000 in the company In 
1971. 


The suit was filed in October by 


Robert K. Burns of Chicago, John R. Ma- 
lone of Park Forest, and George M. Hil- 
gcndorf of \Vinnctka. 


It named Stuart R. Paddock Jr., Rob- 


ert Y. Paddock, their sister Margie S. 
Flanders and Corporate Trcas. Andrew 
Lamb, alleging that the Paddocks "made 


M-Gas Seeks To Shut Off 
Volume Supply To ComEd 


Northern Illinois Gas Co. has asked the 


Illinois Commerce Commission (ICC) for 
permission to terminate large volume 
gas to Commonwealth Edison Co., Its 
largest Industrial user, In order to con- 
serve gas for smaller customers and 
homes. 


The request could not be granted for at 


least 11 months under ICC procedures 
and was made as part of a plan to guard 
against severe shortages in the 1973-74 
winter, a Northern spokesman said. He 
said If the cutoff to Edison were made, It 
would Include termination to generators 
which use gas as fuel to generate elec- 
tricity. 


The company has enough reserves to 


get through the current winter, however, 
a spokesman said.

Tuesday It will try to participate in a 
project to Import liquified natural gas 
from Iran in order to meet demands of 
its customers. 


C. J. Gauthicr, chairman and president 


of Northern Illinois Gas, said both ac- 
tions were made necessary after the 
Federal Power Commission granted one 
of the company's major pipeline sup- 
pliers permission to curtail large quan- 
tities of gas contracted to Northern Illi- 
nois. 


IN OTHER PETITIONS filed with the 


ICC, Northern Illinois Gas said it sought 
permission to limit new or additional 
requests for gas service to 100 therms a 
day, the equivalent of heating five homes 
on a midwinter day. That request would 
exempt residential buildings for single 
families or multiple units. 


The gas company also proposed cur- 


tailment of large volume gas users up to 
25 per cent of base annual consumption. 


A spokesman for Northern Illinois Gas 


said it was understood that many large 
volume industrial customers, including 
Commonwealth Edison, had capacities to 
switch to another fuel If necessary, 
whereas most homes lack that capacity. 


The firm said its subsidiary, NI-Gas 


Supply Inc., has signed a letter of Intent 
that could lead to participation in an in- 
ternational liquified natural gas project 
in Iran that is expected to be in oper- 
ation by the second half of 1076. 


Northern Illinois Gas Co. serves a 


large part of northern Illinois, excluding 
the Chicago area.

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representations and agreements which 
were false, untrue and fraudulent" in or- 
der to secure the Investments. 


The plaintiffs had charged that the al- 


leged agreement Included promises of re- 
vision In corporate and management 
structure as well as assurances that all 
three plaintiffs "would occupy certain 
important offices and positions in the 
company." Malone and Hilgendorf are 
former officers of the corporation. 


JUDGE MCMILLAN'S ruling was on 


the defendants' motion to dismiss the 
complaint because it failed to state a 
cause of action under the securities laws. 


The Paddock family was represented 


by Don H. Reuben of the law firm of 
Kirkland and Ellis, Chicago. 


"Plaintiffs as minority stockholders 


arc seeking to direct the affairs of a cor- 
poration on the basis of an alleged oral 
agreement entered Into before they be- 
c a m e - stockholders," wrote 
Judge 


McMillan. "We do not believe the Secu- 
rities Acts or rules were intended to in- 
volve this court in the management of 
corporate affairs. 


"Plaintiffs allege that they have suf- 


fered damages," continued the judge. 
"Since the corporation has enjoyed a 
substantially improved financial condi- 
tion after plaintiffs purchased their 
stock, it is difficult to view this con- 
clusion except as speculative." 


Burns, Mnlone and Hilgendorf pre- 


sently control 23.6 per cent of the cor- 
poration voting stock with approximately 
53 per cent held by the Paddock family. 
An additional 23.4 per cent is held by 
other minority stockholders who were 
not parties to the complaint. 


The Paddock Corporation is a holding 


company for Paddock Publications, Inc., 
Arlington Heights, publishers of the dally 
Herald, and Paddock Circle Newspapers 
Inc., Llbertyvllle, publishers of weekly 
newspapers in Lake County.

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Eugenia First Woman Nominated For House Speaker

SPRINGFIELD, HI. - State Rep. Eu- 


genia S. Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, 
became, the first woman in Illinois his- 
lory yesterday to be nominated for the 
post of Speaker of the House.

deadlocked ballot, Mrs. Chapman and 
Rep. Eugene S. Schlickman, R-Arllngton 
Heights, were at the focal point of bitter 
battles on both sides of the aisle.

Choate, D-Anna, who still was struggling 
early yesterday evening to wrest the

spcakershlp from the Republican major- 
ity. 


On the fifth ballot, taken after nearly 


three hours of closed-door conferences, 
Choate had risen to a total of 72 votes, 16 
short of those needed for election. On 
that same ballot, Mrs. Chapman re- 
ceived 15 votes. As the sixth ballot pro- 
gressed Choate, Mrs. Chapman and Rep. 
Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoe, the instigator 
of the movement against Choate In the 
Democratic Party, all were absent from 
the floor and believed to be in confer- 
ence. 


Katz and his supporters had vowed 


they never would vote for Choate unless 
he agreed to their program of House re- 
forms. 


ON THE OTHER side of the aisle, 


Schlickman nominated the man many 
Republicans hoped would be able to force 


the ouster of past Speaker W. Robert 
Blair of Evanston and force a com- 
promise Republican candidate. After the 
nomination of Rep. Henry J. Hyde, 
R-Chicago, by Schlickman, Hyde re- 
ceived only three first-ballot votes. 


Blair fell two votes short of the needed 


majonty, however, and on the second 
ballot he slipped from 84 to 59 votes. On 
that ballot Hyde's total rose to 29 and 
neither man could gain on the sub- 
sequent ballots.

Peggy Smith Martin of Chicago newly 


elected to the House, made the historic 
nomination of Mrs. Chapman. 


On the first ballot, Mrs. Chapman 


voted for Katz and received only Mrs. 
Martin's vote. Katz withdrew on the sec- 


ond ballot, however, and Mrs. Chapman 
attracted a bloc of IS votes. 


The first ballot ended with the follow- 


ing totals: Blair, 84; Choate 69; Katz 13; 
Rep. Tobias Barry, D-Ladd, 1, and Mrs. 
Chapman, 1. 


CHOATE AND Blair's totals remained 


stable until the fifth ballot, when Rep. 
Dan Pierce, D-Highland Park, switched 
from Mrs. Chapman to Choate, and Rep. 
John G. Fary, D-Chicago, was brought 
from his hospital bed in a wheelchair to 
cast his vote for Choate. 


Schlickman and the other anti-Blair 


representatives operated during the first 
ballot from printed sheets that told them 
just how many votes they needed to stop 
Blair. 


The strategy was based on the House 


rule that says the speaker must receive 
a majority of those "present and vot- 
ing." By voting present, members can 
reduce the number of votes the winner 
needs. 


With two Democrats absent, and three 


others voting present,' two Republicans 
equipped with the statistical sheets, rose 
and changed their votes from Blair to 
"present," reducing the total he needed 
to one, but depriving bun of two votes.

"We members,'- he said, "have too of-

One-time Illinois racing queen Mar- 


je Lindhcimer Everett testified yester- 
day she sold 25 shares of stock to former 
Gov. Otto Kerner in 1966 at the urging of 
Illinois Racing Board Chairman William 
S. Miller. 


Mrs. Everett, who owned Arlington 


Park and Washington Park racetracks 
during Kerncr's seven years as gover- 
nor, said Miller arranged the entire 
transaction. 


She testified for the second day at the 


race track stock bribery trial of Kemcr 
and former state Revenue Director Theo- 
dore J. Isaacs. 


MILS. EVERETT Raid Miller, who was 


appointed to the racing board by Kerner, 
called her in January, 1966 and asked 
her to transfer 25 shares of Chicago 
Thoroughbred Enterprises stock to Kcr- 
ner and 25 shares to Isaacs. 


She said several months after the sale 


she received an unexplained check in the 
mail from Kerner. 


"I called Mr. Miller and told him I had 


received the unexplained check," she 
said. "And I asked him what I should do. 


"He said I should send the check to 


him and he would take care of it." 


Mrs. Everett said payment for both 


Kerncr's and Isaacs' stock was eventual- 
ly made from Isaacs' checking account. 


Kerner and Isaacs ore charged with 


bribery, conspiracy, mall fraud and In- 
come tax evasion in a scheme In which 
they allegedly took bribes from Mrs. Ev- 


erett and others and did favors for them 
in return. 


Miller also was named in the in- 


dictment but has agreed to testify 
against Kerner and Isaacs in return for 
immunity for himself. 


UNDER GOVERNMENT examination, 


Mrs. Everett also testified: 


—She contributed $40,000 to Kemcr's 


re-election campaign in 1964, making the 
donations through Miller. 


—Isaacs called her in late 1964 and told 


her Chicago Aid. Thomas Keane, a close 
associate of Mayor Richard J. Daley, 
was assisting Maywood Park racetrack. 
Maywood was competing for racing 
dates with Egyptian Trotting Associ- 
ation, which used one of Mrs. Everett's 
racetracks and returned profits to her. 


—In late 1964, she and Miller com- 


plained to Isaacs about the proposed ap- 
pointment of a man named David Mey- 
ers to the Illinois Racing Board. Meyers 
was not appointed. 


BEFORE MRS. EVERETT took the 


stand, U.S. Attorney James R. Thomp- 
son, chief prosecutor, and lawyer Paul 
Connolly, chief defense attorney, made 
opening statements to the jury. 


Both sold that Kerner and Isaacs took 


up Mrs. Everett's stock offer — but did 
not actually buy the stock until 1968, four 
years after the offer was mado. 


Thompson said Kerner and Isaacs 


were able to get the stock in 1966 for 
150,000, which had been its market value 


in 1962. By 1966, he said,'the stock was 
worth $300,000, but Kerner and Isaacs got 
it at the 1962 price, and then failed to 
pay adequate income tax on It. . 


Connolly said Kerner and Isaacs had 


engaged in a common business practice 
— taking an option on stock|rand-buying 
it later at the price it was worth .when 
the agreement was made. He said ade- 
quate taxes were paid on it, and no 
bribery was involved. 


"NOT ONE FAVOR was asked for by 


Marje Everett, and none was ever per- 
formed," he said. Mrs. Everett did not 
say she asked for favors, but she testi- 
fied: 


—That Miller was her close friend 


while she was a racetrack owner and he 
was racing board chairman from 1961 to 
1967. 


—That at Miller's suggestion, she con- 


tributed between $40,000 and $45,000 to 
Kerner's first gubernatorial campaign ir 
i960. 


—That in the early 1960s, Kerner nomi- 


nated a man named A, J. Monlco a; a 
member of the Illinois Harness Commis- 
sion, which controlled all harness racing 
in the state. 


Mrs. Everett said she and Miller told 


Isaacs they believed Monlco had hood- 
lum connections, and had financial inter- 
est in a hoodlum-connected racetrack. 
The nomination was later withdrawn, she 
said.

Clean, Boss Says 


AURORA, 111. (UPI) — Mai Gaffen,

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Judgment Against 
Hughes Dismissed 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - The Supreme 


Court voted 6 to 2 to throw out • $145 
million damage Judgment against Indus- 
trialist Howard Hughes and the Hughes 
Tool Co., by Trans World Air Lines. 


In reversing lower federal courts, the 


majority opinion by Justice William 0. 
Douglas held the award for violating an- 
titrust law was Invalid because the case 
was under Jurisdiction of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board and thus exempt from 
antitrust action. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and 


Justice Harry A. Blackmun dissented. 
Justice Thurgood Marshall did not par- 
ticipate In the case. 


The award of $145 million plus interest 


was ordered originally by U. S. District 
Judge Charles M. Metzncr in 1963 when 
Hughes failed to show up in court for the 
proceedings. It was salt) to have been the 
largest single Judgment ever, awarded in 
a private case. 


TWA SUED FOR triple damages under 


the Clayton anti-monopoly law on the 
ground that Hughes Tool Co. illegally 
used Its business relationship with TWA 
to establish itself as a supplier to com- 
peting airlines. 


This, the complaint charged, prevented 


TWA from acquiring an adequate Jet 
fleet In the 1950s. 


At the time of the trial, Toolco held a 


78 per cent Interest In TWA's outstanding 
stock and until six months earlier had 
acted as supplier and lessor of planes to 
lh« airline.

A request for federal funding for a 


$300.000 program to provide civil and 
criminal legal service for Indigent crimi- 
nal defendants and their families was de- 
nied by the Chicago-Cook County Crimi- 
nal Justice Commission Tuesday.

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Suburbs Finally Get To See First-Run Movies 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


Today's fint-nm movies might not be 


any better but they arc closer. 


Not long ago one had to make a trip 


downtown or be content to wait a good 
dz months to see a new movie of any 
caliber at a local theater. Even today old 
releases still dominate the suburban 
movie guides but there appears to be a 
gradual trend toward changing this. 


Film companies are beginning to real- 


be the potential of the suburban market 
and releasing some first-run movies in 
the suburbs, bypassing the downtown Cir- 
cuit. 


The most recent example is the award- 


winning musical "1776," which Is enter- 
ing Its third week at the Woodfield 2 In 
Schaumburg and two other outlying sub- 
urban theaters. 


"WE WEKE DELIGHTED to get 


'1770'," said Ed Scguin, public relations 
director for ABC-Great States Inc., own- 
ers of the Woodfield Theaters. 


Scguin explained that when "1776" was 


released for bids by Columbia, the type, 
of theaters Columbia wanted to place it 
in was defined. ABC's bid on the Wood-, 
field theater was accepted because. It 
was a modern new theater serving a sub- 
urban market, had plenty of free parking 
available and was cosily accessible be- 
cause of its location by a major road and 
shopping center. 


"The (Urn companies arc running the 


show. They select the houses their mov- 
ies will be shown at. We really have little • 


to soy about the movies we show," said 
Scguin. 


The price, usually a percentage of the' 


box office soles, and minimum length of 
the: run 
arc 
almost 
always < pre- 


determined by the film companies and 
the only thing the distributors arc bid- 
ding on is a particular house to show the 
picture. 


Film companies ore not in business to 


strictly entertain but arc out to make a 
profit. This means they select the house 
where they feel their movie will have the 
most success. 


FOR LOCAL MOVIEGOERS this means 


they will usually have to continue to 
make the trek downtown or across coun- 
ty lines to theaters like the Callow in 
Harrington to sec recently released pic- 
tures. 


The Callow is able to get movies at the 


same time as the downtown theaters be- 
cause they arc in a different region. The 
Chicago-region follows closely but not ex- 
actly the boundaries of Cook County. 


"The heart of our business is down- 


town," said Scguin of ABC which owns 
five loop theaters, in addition to many in 
outlying areas. 


In the first week "The Godfather" 


brought in $220,000. It would take a sub- 
urban theater seven or eight weeks to 
take In that much, he said. 


THE DOWNTOWN theaters can give n 


good movie the best exposure because 
they attract more people and are more 
frequently reviewed, said Scguin. This Is 


good for us, good for the film companies 
and good for the outlying theaters be- 
cause it sets up a ready market for the 
picture when it leaves the loop. Most pic- 
tures .would close within a couple of • 
weeks due to lack of exposure if they 
were released in .the suburbs first, ac- 
cording to Scguin. . 
. . 


Independent suburban theater owners, 


have a-different assessment of theaters 
in the loop. 
• Most suburban theater owners have re- 
ported increased box office sales in' re- 
cent years. They attribute this to the 
convenience of a local theater, and the 
relative inexpense in comparison to loop 
theaters where admission Is higher. Pa- 
trons also must pay to park they say, 
and many fear crime in the downtown 
area. 


"The loop doesn't mean anything to us. 


The big business is in the outlying the- 
aters," said Don Knapp, manager of the 
Arlington Theater. "We gross more than 
the houses in the loop. Quality pictures 
just don't go over in the loop anymore." 


BUT MOST theater managers echoed 


Scguln's statement that they have little 
control over the pictures shown at their 
theaters and the film companies do the 
real placing. 


Variables used to determine pictures 


that will be bid on are season, per- 
centage of box office and length of run 
required, personality of available theater 
and past box office successes. 


• 
Most independent theater owners indi- 


cated they were more conscious of the 


box office percentage a film company is 
asking than the larger companies that 
own several theaters. 
- . . 


"We don't mind paying for a picture. 


There is no such thing as a bargain in 
this business," said Seguin. 


Film company returns can go as'high 


as 90 per cent of box office receipts'after 
cost, on the more popular attractions. 
Only in rare cases do the distributors bid 
the box office percentage. 


KNAPP SAID THE season is also a 


big factor. During the holidays when the 
students are home from college we try to 
pick up something that will appeal to 
them. During the week we might show 
an adult film and during the summer we 
are looking for movies to attract the 
family,, he said! 


There is a big difference between se- 


lecting movies for a drive-in and an in- 
door theater, said Jeff Kohlberg of 
Kohlberg Theaters, owners of the 53 
Drive-In in Palatine and Meadows The- 
ater in Rolling Meadows. 


"You are appealing to an entirely dif- 


ferent audience. The drive-in crowd is 
looking for sexier stuff," said Kohlberg. 
He said this is especially true during the 
winter but in the summer more families 
go out to the drive-in. 


"What people come to see is what we 


try to show,'-' said Kohlberg. 


CERTAIN THEATERS also have de- 


veloped a personality of their own which 
is taken into consideration when bidding 
on movies. This is particularly appli- 
cable to the loop theaters. Seguin gave 


as an example the United Artist Theater 
which is considered an art house as op- 
posed to the Roosevelt Theater which is 
more of an action house. . , 


Previous success with a particular 


of movie is another.factor in bidding. 


"What we show is determined 100 per 


cent by what people will come to see," 
said Kohlberg. 


Seguin described ABC as the Scars and 


Roebuck of the theater industry and said 
they try to find movies that will appeal 
to the mass audience. This is a business 
and we aren't going to start ex-. 
perimenting with hard core X-rated pic- 
tures and black pictures that appeal to 
only a particular segment of the popu- 
lation, he said. > • 
- . • 


• "We try to pay attention to past sales 
records but it is really hard to say what 
people like. The public' is rather unusu- 
al," said Mrs. CeCclca Garner, manager 
of Willow Creek Theater in Palatine. 
"'Love.Story' was,an R rated picture 
but people stood in line to see it for hours 
and hours.v 'The Godfather' was very vio- 
lent but it went well also. And then some- 
thing like 'Song of Norway,' which was a 
beautiful picture, comes along and it 
falls flat." 


"YOU HAVE TO HAVE a crystal 


ball," said Knapp. Like many other the- 
ater owners, he has found he can't rely 
on reviews or success in other cities to 
Indicate how a particular movie will do 
at his theater. 


The final and largest factor is the 


availability of movies. 


"There isn't always a new picture 


available and you have to find a good 
rerun to show," said Kohlberg. , 


The sporadic release of new movies 


bothers all distributors. Film companies 
coordinate releases so they all aren't of- 


• fering two new pictures the same week. 
They also frequently hold movies until 
they feel there is a good market. • 


Periods ,where no new movies are 


being released are referred to as "or- 
phan periods" in the industry. 


Moviegoers are in for an orphan period 


from now until Easter, Scguin said. Dur- 
ing these periods, the theaters revive the 
classics like "Gone with the .Wind" and 
"2001: A Space Odyssey." 


"Dr. Zhivago" will play for threv gen- 


erations and still be popular, he added. 
"It is just that kind of picture." This 
. spring the film companies arc planning 
to rerelease "Sound of Music." ,

When the Chicago and North Western 


Ry. trains pus Ogden Avenue on their 
way to the Northwest suburbs, comma- 
ten can look out of the windows on the 
right side and see the Pioneer Paper Di- 
vision of Container Corp. of America. 


Tt» plant is an ordinary complex of 


low brick buildings covering several 
acres. And If the commuters on the 
trains going pa*t each day are ecology, 
minded and drop off their old news- 


The conveyor belt 


papers at recycling bins, the plant Is 
where the papers probably wind up. 


Pioneer Paper has about 30 drop-boxes 


for waste paper In permanent locations 
In the suburbs, and also works with civic 
groups which have paper drives, and 
sells It to companies for recycling, Pat- 
rick Klssano, spokesman for the com- 
pany, explained. 


Dales of paper are plied high In the 


company's warehouse. The newsprint ar- 
rives and is dumped onto a conveyor belt 
and sorted so that only newsprint is 
baled. 


"WE CANT take carbon paper, plastic 


or any glossy paper like magazines," 
Klssanc soys. "Glossy coating on paper 
makes It very hard to recycle." 


In addition to removing inappropriate 


kinds of paper, Klssanc says, the work- 
man also sort out any number of other 
kind* of things that arc left In the drop- 
boxes. "People throw anything Imagi- 
nable In the drop-boxes," he says. "One 
Ud left his bike In there. Many's the 
time we've gotten a call from a kid who 
left his football and his jacket In a box 


and be wants us to look for it. Most of 
the times we can find it for him." ' 


Once the newsprint is sorted, it is sold 


to companies that use it to make new 
paper. Some goes to container companies 
that will use it to make corrugated 
boxes, but the vast majority of the news- 
print goes to the FSC Corp. in Alslp, III 
which then makes It into new newsprint. 


At FSC, plant manager John Steinbin- 


der disavows any charitable interest in 
ecology. Instead, he points out that the 
plant is designed to produce paper at a 
profit. "The technology is not very diffi- 
cult," he says, "but the problem has al- 
ways been to do It at a profit." 


THE PROCEDURE used at FSC was 


developed in New Jersey about 11 years 
ago. Now Garden State Paper Co., which 
is part-owner of FSC, has plants in New 
Jersey and California, as well as Chi- 
cago. 


As Stelnblndcr says, the technology Is 


simple. The newsprint Is mixed with wa- 
ter and reduced to a pulp and then the 
water is squeezed out of the paper to re- 
move the now liquid Ink and more water 
is added. In'the three-stage process all 
the Ink and other miscellaneous debris is 
removed and the clean pulp is made into 
paper again. 


The plant, Stelnblndcr says, consumes 


350 tons of used newsprint and produces 
300 tons of new newsprint each day. To 
produce on equivalent amount of new pa- 
per, he says, the wood pulp from 17 trees 
would be needed. 


"That really isn't the point," he says. 


"The point is not to save trees, but the 
fact that we can recycle paper more eco- 
nomically than others can cut 17 trees," 
he soys. "With controlled harvest of 
trees we aren't in any danger of running 
out." 


Even so, the three Garden State re- 


cycling operations account for only 10 
per cent of all the newsprint made in the 
United States. And 75 per cent of all the 
newsprint used in the United States is 
Imported, Stclnblnder says. 


"The amount we arc making out of the 


total is insignificant," he says, "but it is 
important In some ways." 


PIONEER also collects some other 


kinds of paper and sells It to other plants 
for recycling, Kissane says. However, 
other papers aren't as easily recycled as 
newsprint. 


The company collects "whites," the 


untouched paper that results when large 
rolls are cut into smaller amounts by 
printers. The whites can be used to mnko 
high-quality paper, rather than just 
newsprint. The problem, Kissane says, is 
that the high-quality recycled paper is 
expensive.

- "To make a high grade of recycled pa- 
per, you have to start out with high 
grade raw materials and it's very hard 
to get paper with so little containments'," 
he says. 


In addition, the Pioneer operation also

"We use about 800 pounds of old glass 


for every batch of new gloss. The old 
glass makes the new batch stronger and 
helps the other Ingredients melt faster," 
explained Chuck Houscr of the Ball Corp. 
plant In Mundeleln. 


Every Wednesday and Saturday from 1 


p.m. to 4 p.m., the Ball plant hbuys re- 
cycled glass at one cent a pound: The 
corporation has been malting the offer 
for nearly three years now and response 
has been good. Intake has Increased each 
year and now Ball buys an average of 
180,000 pounds of recycled glass a month 
at lu Mundeleln plant. 


Ball uses only clear glass; but It ac>. 


ccpts brown, green and other colored* 
glass and ships it to other manufac- 
turcrs. "We loso money on the colored 
glass; but we'd rather sec the bottles 
here than all over the streets," Houser 
sold. 


Once the old glass Is brought to the 


plant, at 1220 E. Townllnc Rd., It's 
placed Into piles according to color. Then 
It's taken upstairs to begin the process of 
becoming part of a new container. 


FIRST. THE old bottle or jar Is sent up 


a conveyor belt Into a crusher, which 
crushes glass 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week. The crushed material Is then

While most coffee roasters will not say 


how much more they will have to 
charge, some estimates run to 10 cents a 


• pound. 


Higher coffee prices will come oartly 


as a result of the breakdown of the ICA 
when the producers notably Brazil, Co- 
lombia, the Central American countries 
and Angola In Africa failed to agree at a 
recent London meeting with the con- 
suming countries on the price and quota 
agreements for the 1072-73 season. 


An open market resulted, making pos- 


sible volatile reactions to crop reports 
and producer desires for higher prices. 
Previously, the coffee agreement kept 
prices fixed at certain limits. 


COFFEE TRADING on the futures 


market was virtually nonexistent until 
December. Trading recently has In- 
creased to almost 1,200 contracts per ses- 
sion and prices arc soaring. 


An Initial crop estimate on Jan. 5 said' 


Brazil, tho dominant supplier, will pro- 
duce only 15,570,000 bags of 132 pounds 
each, compared with 23,100,000 bags last 
year. 


Other coffee areas supply different, 


more or less expensive grades of coffee, 
not equally Interchangeable with Brazi- 
lians. They, too, are keeping the supply 
tight In an effort to boost prices. Thus, 
Brazil's coffee estimate Is important.- 
The crop was hit by a bad frost In July 
and rain and hall later this season. Tho 
actual harvest will come In May. 


Coffee roasting Is competitive. General 


Foods, tho biggest of tho U.S. roosters, 
received Price Commission approval In 
October to raise ground coffee prices by 
6 cents a pound. Green coffee, the raw 
bean, is not governed by President 
Nixon's price stabilization plan.

The Lure Of The Band 
Guardsman Corps 
Keeps Kids Busy

Seventy-six trombones! Color guards, 


drum majorettes In short skirts, horns 
blazing out the tune: the electric lure of 
the marching band. 


Few have not felt It. But sadly, few 


ever have a chance to be a part of the 
excitement of a John Phillip Sousa-csquc 
marching band. Lack of musical training 
tends to crush such aspirations. Unless 
you can twirl a baton, or you like carry- 
Ing a flag through a parade, there's not 
much chance of getting Into a band with- 
out any musical training. 


Hint Is, there wasn't much chance un- 


til about 10 years ago, when the Guards- 
mnn Drum and Bugle Corps of Mount 
Prospect was established. Mode up of 
youths from nine junior high and eight 
high schools In the Northwest suburban 
area, the Corps was formed in 1961, "to 
provide a constructive program for" the 
youth of the Northwest suburbs." 


"MUCH HAS been published about the 


youth of our communities and the con- 
cern they have caused their parents and 
other adults," explains the Guardsman 
Information brochure. "Generally, lack 
of adequate constructive activity is 
blamed. We believe the youth that gener- 
ate such publicity arc In the minority. 
However, alt youth need activity and the 
Drum Corps provides a wholesome, ac- 
tive and broadening program for today's 
youth who arc preparing to become to- 
morrow's adults." 


The incentives the Corps offers to 


young people arc many. Primarily, 
youngsters need absolutely no musical 
training to Join. "You don't need any mu- 
sical background at all," explained Rose- 
marie Thomas, public relations chair- 
man for the corps. Instead, those inter- 
ested In joining are given a six-week In- 
troductory course. They are trained to 
march first. Learning to play an in- 
strument, which Is taught by the Corps, 
takes a little longer. 


Mrs. Thomas' own children joined the 


Corps after her son, Frank, who was 
eight at the time, hoard about it from a 
friend. Because the minimum age for 
joining was nine, Frank had to wait a 
year before he could join the Cadets, a 
training unit for the older "A" Corps. 


Though Frank had to wait, once Mrs. 


Thomas heard about the Corps, and she 
decided lo talk to her two older children, 
Dcnlsc, IS, and Pam, 13, about joining. 


"I KEPT encouraging them because of 


what it could do for the kids," said Mrs. 
Thomas. But It wasn't hard to convince 
the girls of tlie advantages once they'd 
started attending meetings. 


First among these advantages is that 


Corps members have an opportunity to 
travel throughout the United States dur- 
ing the summer, — places like Miami 
Beach, Boston, New Orleans and Colora- 
do, and to compete in drum corps con- 
tests and parades. Many times on trips, 
(he Corps management also arranges 
special lido trips. "I've met thousands of 
people from all over," said Dcnlse. "The 
Blue Knights In Colorado held a picnic 


for us on top of Lookout Mountain last 
summer. And we also went to visit the . 
Naval base in Denver." 


Also, there is the opportunity to work 


with young people of many different ages 
in a common effort. As Dcnlsc explained, - 


"There's no age difference between 


people. They don't treat you like you're 
15. But the older ones look out for the 
younger ones." 


And when friends arc made, they re- 


main friends for a long time. "It's not 
something you join for six months and 
then go on to something else," said Dc- 
nlsc. During holidays, former Corps 
members come home to visit with 


. friends made in the Corps In. prior years. 
"It gets under your skin," Dcnlse ex- 
plained. "Now I wouldn't quit for the 
world."

.. BUT IT'S NOT only,the kids that get 
: Involved in the Corps:'"All the parents . 
help with whatever talent they have. The 
fathers drive the buses and the other 
parents follow them around on the week- 
ends .and cheer," said Mrs. Thomas. 
"When you look around and see all the 
problems of the world and then see your 
kids, you want to work for the corps. 
They learn to get along with all kinds of 
people, all religions, all races, all creeds. 
It's a great experience for them,,even 
for their adult life. And for the money it 
costs, It sure beats balling the kids out of 
jail," she said. 


The charge for joining the corps is $5 a 


month. There is a ISO travel fee for trips 
in the summer, but this is a small price 
when you consider that the Corps will 
make trips to New Orleans, Denver, St. 
Louis and Toronto to compete In contests 
this summer. 


To raise money, the Corps Parent 


Booster Club holds fund-raising activities 
throughout the year. "We-beg, borrow • 
and steal," explained Mrs. Thomas. "We , 
have tag days,' we sell cookies, Christ- 
mas trees and candles. We also have a 
big banquet once a year to com- 
memorate the whole year .before. We 
also hove an ad book."

The Corps also receives prize money 


from competing in the various contests, 
but none of tills goes to the individual 
members. "It all .goes back to .pay for 
things," said Mrs. Thomas. "It all works 
In a circle."

We Still Need 


A Transit Plan 


Like a child who must choose be- 


tween six different candy bars and 
so goes hungry because he cannot 
make a choice, the Chicago metro- 
politan area is rapidly reaching a 
point of starving to death rather 
than choose a plan for mass trans- 
portation. 


Indeed, the dilemma of mass 


transportation in the multi-county 
area of Northeastern Illinois has 
reached a point where many solu- 
tions have been formulated but be- 
cause of the regional jealousies of 
the area, another year has gone by 
without effective action being tak- 
en. 


As outlined recently in a four- 


part Herald scries on mass trans- 
portation problems as they affect 
the suburbs, the depth and ramifi- 
cations 
of mass transportation 


needs is no secret. 


Experts at the federal, state 


and local level have all indicated 
that a regional authority which can 
control many modes of trans- 
portation and which can move 
across political boundaries is the 
obvious answer to the coming de- 
mands of public and private trans- 
portation. 


In various forms, there arc three ' 


plans for such a regional agency 
now awaiting action by the Illinois 
House and Senate. Each has its 
supporters and detractors, but 
each attempts eventually to bring 
the city and suburbs under some 
form of regional control. 


So far, no action has been taken 


on any proposal and with the in- 
auguration of a new governor, 
chances arc that the mass trans- 
portation needs of this area will 
again be delayed. 


On previous occasions we have 


identified the CMATS plan, the Chi- 
cago Metropolitan Transportation 


System, as a proposal with much 
merit to it, despite its somewhat 
unrealistic reliance on present mo- 
tor fuel tax monies. 


But CMATS, the plan favored by 


the commuter railroads and par- 
ticularly the Chicago & North 
Western Ry., has run into serious 
opposition in Springfield and in the 
•powerful offices of the City of Chi- 
cago which docs not want to shed 
any 
power over 
mass trans- 


portation systems. 


Although we still firmly believe 
> 


that eventually only one unified 
mass transportation system for the 
city and suburbs will do the job, we 
see the need for mass transit syst- 
tems as so dire that an inter- 
mediate, tactical step may be nec- 
essary. 


Such is the plan known as SMTA. 


Endorsed in the State House by 
now State Senator Brad Glass, the 
plan would create a mass trans- 
portation system for the suburbs 
only. 


As Glass and the plan's various 


sponsors have .admitted, the pro- 
posal 
would create an agency 


which could deal with the City o f • 
Chicago as an equal and would 
serve the purpose of unifying the 
many suburban municipalities into 
one voice. 


As long as this plan is only a 


stcppingstonc to a large mass tran- 
sit authority with an effective voice 
in Chicago's affairs as well, the 
SMTA plan Is well worth consid-/ 
cring. 


We have taken this view because 


we recognize — as the leaders in 
Springfield apparently do not — 
that compromise on mass trans- 
portation planning is better than 
the embargo on planning which the 
p r e s e n t legislative stalemate 
creates.

Another View Of Divorce 


I read with great interest, and some 


anger, reporter David Mahsman's story 
on Judge Robert Buckley and divorce, 
and could only conclude that Judge 
Buckley's ideas on divorce are quite 
commendable, but rarely seen in prac- 
tice in the Cook County divorce courts. 
Our system for divorce in Cook County 
would be lucky If it included the testi- 
mony and time mentioned — unfortu- 
nately for the people forced in this sys- 
tem — it docs not. 


"In a few brief hours of testimony, 


Buckley has to find what decision would 
be in the best Interest of the children." 


In reality, most all decisions are made 


way before the cases appear In a court 
room, made by the lawyers drawing up 
the agreements. The judges are usually 
asked only to give them their blessings, 
provide a few modifications or correc- 
tions and, in general, agree with the de- 
cisions of the lawyers. More decisions 
arc argued in the hall outside the court 
room than inside. The article stated 
Judge Buckley hears 1200 to 1500 cases a 
month; obviously there are not enough 
hours in a month to accomodate a few 
hours of testimony each. And such testi- 
mony, if granted, is usually limited to 
"yes, sir" and "no, sir," no chance for 
an explanation. 


It is also these judges' court rooms 


that, suffering under the misconception 
that most women are the innocent and 
virtuous bystanders of their soon to be 
ex-husbands slanderous behavior, hap- 
pily grant the powerof destruction to the 
mothers under the guise of custody of the 
children. Smiling demurely, these women 


are able to "use" the children to finan- 
cially, emotionally and permanently ruin 
a man's life. 


It goes without question that a father 


should be responsible for an adequate 
and comfortable living for his children; 
however, the courts usually set the finan- 
cial support high enough to insure fa- 
thers' living a meager existence until the 
children are of age. Plus, the decree usu- 
ally contains enough clauses to let Mom 
drag father back to increase the amount 
of support, pay the additional expenses 
of braces, needed or not, books, summer 
. school, et cetera, until father is working 
two or three jobs just to make ends 
meet. Private schools — Mom's decision 
—Dad pays. 


The effect on the children? They are 


the pawns in the biggest game of all. 
Mom versus Dad. Against the admoni- 
tion of Judge Buckley-type men, Mom 
can usually have the children picturing 
Dad as a year-round Santa Claus, who'll 
gladly give anything to please the "little 
darlings," and in return receives not 
even a ten-cent card in the mail on his 
birthday or an announcement of a gradu- 
ation. After years of spending Sunday

If father is foolish enough to remarry, 


the courts do not recognize" the. second 


marriage or children thereof, and ex- 
pects Dad to work to pay, pay, pay for 
his first mistake. Consequently, mar- 
riage number two can't make it; divorce 
number two, Dad's second mistake, and 
more bills. 


Judge Buckley stated he agrees with a 


no-fault system, but it seems he as well 
as the rest of us are unable to bring 
about the inclusion of this into our pre- 
sent system. Reading the story almost 
made me think the court tried to care; 
being in court showed me different. 


I have sat too many times in the court

• No, I'm not an ardent member of Di- 
vorced Men's Association of America, 
just an average suburban house-wife, 
with a great responsibility to my ex-hus- 
band, my children, my husband, his ex- 
wife, his children, and our child. And too 
many men like Judge Buckley have hurt 
us beyond repair. It sounded nice on pa- 
per, but it doesn't work that way. I was 
on the other side of the bench.

Ogilvie, Walker declared, among other 
things, that he is resolved "to sweep the 
arrogance of bureaucracy from the halls 
of power, to let the voice of the people be 
heard again." 


Scott chose to take that as an insult to 


the former governors, notably Ogilvie. 
This "attack" on the former adminis- 
tration, he declared, was hi poor taste. 


He also termed it "hypocritical," com- 


ing from a man who had "sold the state 
Dept. of Insurance for $50,000." Scott 
was referring to Walker's nomination of 
campaign contributor Anthony G. Angel- 
os as director of that department. 


The fact is that Walker included in his 


inauguration speech a gentle sop to 
Ogilvie and his other predecessors. 


At one point, he said, "Other adminis- 


trations before mine have found solutions 
to difficult problems facing the people of 
Illinois. I do not pretend that I am the 
first to try to make government more 
responsive." 
• 


Earlier, the governor remarked on tho 


universal disillusionment with govern- 
ment, which he encountered in his two- 
year campaign, and he added, "This was 
no partisan view. It was shared by 
Democrats and Republicans about Demo- 
crats and Republicans. It was aimed at 
no one administration or official. It was 
Instead a pervasive cynicism." 


Ogilvie himself has spoken of this 


breakdown in confidence and none of the 
former governors appeared to the casual 
observer to be incensed at what Walker 
had to say. 


But Scott's reaction is one that can be 


expected to recur with frequency during 
the Walker administration. 


Walker apparently succeeded hi con- 


vincing a majority of voters that he can 
change the government, can provide a 
greater responsiveness to the will of the 
people. 


Republicans and Democrats alike who 


are more experienced in government are 
frankly skeptical. 


They take two views of the new gover- 


nor (not to ignore the third view, of those 
who have confidence that Walker can 
achieve what he advocates): One, that 
he is naive and does not realize what 
accommodations must be made; and 
two, that he is hypocritical. 


Walker, in his campaign and inaugural 


rhetoric, has set high hopes for his ad- 
ministration. 


The trust and confidence given him by 


the voters, he said, is the greatest gift 
possible, and he promised to live up to 
that gift. 


Political cynics sec in such statements 


Walker's eventual downfall. The theme 
of his campaign, they believe, will mag- 
nify any step he makes which does not 
conform to his declared aims. 


The Angelos appointment appears to 


be the first step which calls his in- 
tentions into question, and the Republi- 
can controlled Senate which must con- 
firm the appointment is not likely to 
forego the opportunity to soil Walker's 
image. 


Bill'Scott did not miss the first oppor- 


tunity, and he is not likely to miss any 
others in the next four years.

"OUR FIRST JOB Is to raise money 


and get staffed for a long term pull," 
D'Aqulla told United Press International. 
"We've suggested that steel and Iron 
workers each buy $1 worth of stamps 
and that steel industry leaders and busi- 
ness people also contribute." 


D'Aqulla said a meeting will be held In 


Washington In February to kick off the 
campaign nationally. Representatives of 
unions, the iron and steel Industry, May-

import comptltlons (or years will attend.

businessmen, forecast a growth rate of 
10.3 per cent for the 1973 fiscal year 
starting next March 31.

the United States and Soviet Union.

on federal tax matters is provided by the 
local office of the U.S. Internal Revenue 
Service and is published as a public ser- 
vice to taxpayers. The column answers 
questions most frequently asked by tax- 
payers. 


Q) I plan to take the standard deduc- 


tion on my 1972 Federal Income tax re- 
turn. Can I still deduct the political con- 
tribution I made this year? 


A) No. You may deduct political con- 


tributions only If you itemize your deduc-, 
tions. However, you may take a credit 
against your income tax of one-half of 
your political contributions' up to $12.60,, 
if you are single, or $25, If married, filing 
jointly. This credit may not exceed the 
tax on line 18 of your Form 1040, less,the 
amount of any retirement Income credit, 
investment credit and foreign tax credit 
you might have. 


Q) Is It true that corrections are being* 


performed during returns processing at 
Internal Revenue Service Centers? 


A) Yes. The Internal Revenue Service 


has Initiated a program to correct unal- 
lowable items identified on returns dur- 
ing processing. If your return contains 
an unallowable item you will receive a 
letter of explanation from the Service 


Center. 


However, If you feel you have a legiti- 


mate claim to the deduction, you may 
either submit additional information by 
mail or request that your return be 
transferred to your district office for an 
Interview. You do not have to agree to 
the proposed correction without a hear- 
ing. 


Q) When must I pay the balance ot my 


1972 estimated lax? 
u A) You have until Jan. 15,1973, to pay 
your last Installment of estimated tax. 
However, If you file an Individual Income, 
tax return, Form 1040, on or before Jan. 
31, 1973, paying the full amount of tax 
due for 1972, you will not have to pay 
your last installment. 


Q) I plan to sen off some of my losing 


itocks at the end of the year. Can I buy 
them, back in January and still deduct 
the stock losses on my 1972 return? 


A) No. When you sell stocks or secu- 


rities at a loss and within 30 days, you 
buy them back (or acquire a contract or 
option to buy them) so that you continue 
to hold substantially identical stock, a 
wash sale occurs. Losses from such 
transactions are not deductible. Not, 
however, that the gams from wash sales 
arc taxable.

°ptfc — few If any Herald area readers 
have heard of it. 


Nestled near the Mississippi, this Bur- 


lington, Iowa, school Is well-known in Ju- 
nior college circles for recruiting top 
basketball players and winning teams. 


This team, called the Blnckhawks, 


played Bradley University's Junior var- 
sity team while I was back home over 
Christmas. Nobody reading this would 
caro to know that the Blackhawks lost, 
but how they did It Is noteworthy. 


The niackhawki matched the Braves 


In llrlil coals, 41 to 41. However, the 
llravfn hit 11 of 15 from the foul tine; the 
Illackhawks were 0 for 0. Burlington lost 
awe. 


Since the Braves fouled Burlington Just 


five, times in each half, the new free 
throw shooting rule kept the latter off the 
foul line. Only after the sixth foul ore 
college players allowed to shoot the one- 
iind-onc. Amazingly enough, no two-shot 
fouls were called on Bradley. 


Neediest to say, the Blnckhawks' 


coach would only have unprintable com-

Some big-name high school coaches, 


representing Just about every section of 
Illinois, did have snmc printable views 
on the rule. The llcyald contacted Ernie 
Klvlstc of East Aurora, Dolph Stanley of 
Hockford Boylan, Ron Felling of Law- 
rcnccvllle. Bill Chcsbrough of Elgin, 
Shcrrll Hanks of Qulncy and Duncan 
Held of Lincoln. 


"When It first came out, I didn't like 


II." said Klvlito, holder of a sparkling 
133-21 record over the past six seasons at 
Aurora. "After seeing It work now, I like 
II." 


Since his team Is averaging nearly 00 


point* a game In Its run-and-gun attack, 
including a 118-73 victory over Palatine, 
"maybe it's in our favor. It speeds up 
the garm. If a team's not In condition, It 
can wear them down more." 


That's Just the point, according to 


Stanley, Boylan's 40-year veteran and 
tho dean of state coaches. "The boys arc 
not getting rests," he said, pointing out 
that the old one shot foul prior to the 
one-and-onc kept his teams fresher. 


This soon-to-be B8-ycar-old gentleman 


has rocked up nearly 000 victories, al- 
most .in incomprehensible total. He ad- 
mitted to seeing plenty of rules come and

"I'm always willing to give a rule a 


cltancp," hr stiltl. "I'd a wonderful game 
:ind the gnmr was made that way by 
nrw ruin. Sometimes the game can get 
nut of hniiil. 


"My own humble opinion Is the new 


rule is not anything to shout about. The 
game doesn't need speeding up; It's fast 
enough as it is." 


Stanley, who captured tho hearts of 


many fans by returning to the state tour- 
namcnt last spring with his little paro- 
chial team, would like to see other chan- 
ces that would help neutralize the giants 
who dominate play. "I'd like to have the 
whole floor designed differently," he 
added. 


Felling, who coached Lawrenceville to 


the first Class A championship In 1972, 
commented that he guessed he'd be (or 
It. "We're really not the best free throw 
shooting team.

of the rule. LawrenceviUe has been fin- 
ishing approximately 10 minutes earlier 
than In the past.

Elgin's coach used the comparisons of 


baseball, football and track to put across 
his view. Baseball pitchers must get the 
ball over the plate or pay the price, foot- 
ball teams must advance the ball 10 
yards or cough it up and trackmen must 
run the same track without the better 
competitors wearing weights to even 
things out. 


In b a s k e t b a l l , according to 


Chcsbrough, "they Just stand out there 
and fiddle around with It" with the help 
of the new rule. 


He said that at a recent tournament, 


half the crowd walked out when an ono- 
nent stalled against the taller Maroons, 
who have bigger front line than the 
Chicago Bulls. The opposition didn't take 
a shot for 4^ minutes. 


"We'd foul them and then they'd Just 


take the ball out of bounds and then stall 
again," said Chnbrough. "People aren't 
going to come and pay S2 to see a game 
like that. They're just not going to do it." 


Besides that, Chcsbrough added that 


he detected a tendency "for players to 
get a little more careless early In each 
half" because of tho fouls they had to 
waste. 


Hanks., coach of perennially powerful 


Qulncy, Is equally opposed to the rule. 


"Supposedly the Idea was to save some 


time," said Hanks. "I don't think it's 
done anything to help." 


He cited games where It took the offi- 


cials just about as much time to adminis- 
ter the out-of-bounds play as It would 
have to shoot a free throw.

Metal docs tarnish or at least gets dull. 


Some show age more quickly than oth- 
ers. Some uill even pit and corrode due 
to lack of care or Improper cleaning. 


There U a variety of good metal polish- 


vi on the market. For a large assortment 
go lo a well-stocked hardware store and 
road the labels. A polish generally con- 
sists of a solvent to dlsolve the oxide on 
the mrtnl surface plus a mild abrasive 
for polishing. 


.Such polls lies designed for home use 


are generally mild. If used before the 
surface becomes too tarnished they will 
do the job. 


Though mild, they should be used spar- 


ingly, tie especially careful of plated 
metals, since frequent cleaning and pol- 
ishing of these may cut through the plat- 
ing. 


THK IIKST WAY to deal with plated 


metals is to give (hem a protective coat- 
ing while they arc still new. Use clear 
lacquer. This will protect the surface and 
make cleaning easy. 


B e f o r e 
applying lacquer, clean 


thoroughly with a mild polish, then re- 
move all traces of the polish by rinsing 
with denatured alcohol. 


Two coats of lacquer should IM? brushed 


or sprayed on. The Job will be easier and 
neater if you can remove the pieces be- 
fore lacquering. 


While solid copper, brass and bronze 


do not' have surfaces that \vcar out, lac- 
quering Is a good idea with these as 
well since It will prevent tarnishing. Use 
soap and water to clean them after using 
a metal polish prior to lacquering. 


AVOID LACQUER where the metal ob- 


ject might come in contact with flame or 
heat. 


Copper, bronze or brass surfaces not 


cleaned for some time will become pit- 
ted. Start by cleaning with a mild kitch- 
en cleanser. Rinse with hot water. Use a 
solution of vinegar and salt to clean the 
remaining stains. Rinse again 'with hot 
water, and polish. 


Aluminum doesn't rust, but it gets dull 


and even pitted If exposed to the weath- 
er. Fine steel wool and a mild soap can 
be used without damaging the metal. 
Avoid strong cleaning agents since these 
discolor aluminum. If aluminum Is used 
outdoor, give it a light coat of wax. 


Stainless steel, in spite of its name, 


will stain slightly when some substances 
dry on the surface. 


Soap and water will get rid of most 


stains. Acid-containing foods cause dis- 
coloration which can be removed with a 
metal polish. Allowing vinegar to stand 
in a steel pan that Is stained or burned 
will help. 


On chromium, use soap and water or 


a mild polish. Harsh abrasives will 
scratch the surface.

You use the Stayman 
convention. 


There are almost as many forms of Stay- 
man as there arc expert bridge players, 
but they have this In common. The two- 
club response to an opening no-trump is 
artificial and forcing. In its most com- 
mon form the no-trumpcr rcbids two 
spades with four or more spades; two 
hearts with four or more hearts and few- 
er than four spades, and two diamonds 
without as many as four cards In cither 
major suit. 


Today's hand shows the Stayman con- 


\etitlon at work. North wants to be In 
Came and without a club convention 
would simply jump to three no-trump. 


West would open the king of diamonds 


and after losing a spade finesse South 
would wind up down two tricks and com- 
plaining about bad luck. 


The Slayman convention gives North a 


chance to look for a spade fit. He bids 
two clubs.

Rule Patient Must Hire 
Attorney To Get Records 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A government 


advisory panel on medical malpractice 
says a patient "has a right to the infor- 
m a t i o n contained, in his 
medical 


records," but that he must hire an attor- 
ney to obtain it. 


However, the group was sharply di- 


vided in its opinion. 


Eli P. Bornzwelg, executive director of 


the 21-mcmber Secretary's Commission 
on Medical Malpractice, said the con- 
clusion could aggravate the growing 
problem of malpractice litigation rather 
than case it. The final report is being 
prepared for submission next week to El- 
liot L. Richardson, secretary of health 
education and welfare. 


"It was about the closest vote of all in 


the commission's life," Bernzwcig said 
in an interview. "The question was over 
whether a patient should always have to 
hire an attorney to sec his records. The 
commission members on a near-even 
split decided he should." 


The panel's recommendation was one 


of some 80 proposals contained in a sy- 
nopsis of the final report that has sur- 
faced among medical and legal groups 
and was made available by a govern- 
ment source to UPI. Few of the final 
proposals were reached unanimously 
during the sometimes bitter debate over 
their preparation. 


"THE 
COMMISSION finds that the 


unavailability of medical records without 
resort to litigation, creates needless ex- 
pense and increases the incidence of un- 
necessary malpractice litigation," the sy- 
nopsis said. "The commission finds that 
the patient has a right to the informa- 
tion contained In his medical records, 
and therefore recommends 
that such 


records should be made freofy accessible 
to the patient through his legal represen- 
tatives, private or public, without having 
to file a suit." 


Richardson . appointed the panel 17 


months ago at President Nixon's request. 
It includes doctors, lawyers, insurers, 
and consumer representatives and was 
headed by attorney Wendell G. Freeland 
of Pittsburgh. Public hearings were held 
by the panel in Los Angeles, Cincinnati, 
the District of Columbia, New Orleans, 
New York and Denver. 


The 27-page synopsis also recommend- 


ed that doctors give "frank and full" ex- 
planations of Intended treatment and 
that all health centers, hospitals, nursing 
homes and other health institutions es-, 
tabltsh grievance procedures and written 
bills of rights for patients. 


It called for study of "no-fault" medi- 


cal insurance, "qualified civil immunity" 
for health core workers in emergency 
situations, periodic re-registration of po-

HAUIEIISTAM went to Vietnam for 


the New York Times in 1962 as an eager 
28-year-old journalist who still believed 
in the essential Justice of United States 
participation. 


He Is 10 years older and perturbed 


about it all, and his feeling has gone into 
"The Best and the Brightest," into which 
he poured four years of research and 
writing. 


It Is more than a stringing together of 


portraits. The project got its genesis 
from a magazine profile of Bundy, the 
special assistant to the president for na- 
tional security affairs and a key archi- 
tect of Vietnam policy. Halbcrstam spent 
three painstaking months on its prepara- 
tion in early 19C9. 


"I sensed I was getting on to some- 


thing dramatic," he remembers, "be- 
cause it touched on all the other men 
imolved. Nobody really knew anything 
about them — just that they were 
brilliant, but only In a mythological 
sense. Nothing abut them as people. 


"But why had these men who were 


seemingly the best and ablest and bright- 
est in government become the architects 
of the worst tragedy since the Civil 
War?" 


These encompassed, besides Bundy, 


such figures as McNamara, Rusk, Ros- 
tow. Taylor, Westmoreland and. yes. 
President Johnson.

THE ANSWER TO the question, as 


Halbcrstam defines it, comes in two 
parts: One, the Department of State was 
severely damaged by the McCarthy peri- 
od of the early 1950s and the Dcfocratic 
party, in consequence, did not want to 
show any softness on communism, two, 
"almost as part of not showing they were 
soft, there was an aggressive, national 
American spirit which these really quite 
talented men seemed to personify, a be- 


lief this was the American century, 
American values were wanted through- 
out the world, good for them, good for 
us." 


Professionally, Halberstam has moved 


from reporter to historian, with all the 
Interpretative connotations of the latter 
role. 
- "They were immodest men," he says. 
"They really felt with America's tech- 
nological success, we could do it all. The 


thought we probably ought to be there 
and I believed in it a little bit," he ad- 
mits. "You sec your own friends fighting. 
Yeah, you kind of get caught up and ro- 
mantic. But within tsvo months, you find 
out none of it works. Then your doubts 
become increasingly profound " 


So did his analyses. His own immodest 


calculation claims a new area of insight 
for his book on the Vietnam debacle: 


"They never defined the troop thing, 


never defined the strategy. The civilians 
and the military went right by each oth- 
er. They didn't budget it, didn't define it, 
didn't bring the Congress in. Lyndon 
Johnson wanted the Great Society and he 
had to have the war, too. He didn't want 
the questions asked. 


"Those failures are classic examples 


of how not to make decisions."

His ground is 
rent-free, his two-story home is main- 
tained by the state at no cost (Con- 
necticut budgets $5,000 annually for In- 
dian reservation upkeep). Compared to 
the majority of Indians in the nation's 
West and South, Sherman lives in mostly 
if musty comfort. 


AND HE KNOWS it: "I can't say no- 


body ever treated me much different be- 
cause I'm an Indian. I always did most 
of what I wanted to do. I was a seaman 
30 years. I've seen all the places, like 
Shanghai, you read about. I ain't suf- 
fered none." 


So, no bitterness. Three hundred years 


after his people gave up ownership of 
Quinnehtukqut, now within sight of the 
last of his kind, the old Indian stands, fat 
and half blind, on the last half-acre of 
Pequonnock land — and blows his nose. 
"I've got a cold," he says. He takes a 
few steps. Stops. Stands at an angle. And 
confesses: no, in all his eight decades he 
never even thought about scalping a 
white.

VILLAGE HISTORY: 
In 1787. the young Congress of the United States enacted 
an ordinance affecting the territorial status of the Midwest' 
region, including Illinois. The French term Aux Plaines, 
from which the name Dos Plaines .was derived, applied to 
the wooded Illinois prairie west of Lake Michigan, astrido 
a winding river of scenic beauty. 


Following the Blackhnwk War in 1832. settlers from the , 
East began their migration to this area. In 1857, the • 
Wisconsin Land Company recorded a subdivision known 
as Town of Rond. In 1869 the town officially changed its 
name to Des Plaines. The first .Town Board was elected in 
1870 and three years later, 1874, the village incorporated. 
Dos Plaines had its industrial beginning in 1841 when 
flour was ground in Luther Jefferson's large 'windmill. In 
1925. Des Plaines annexed the village of Riverview and inx 
so doing acquired additional lands for industry as well as 
homes. Railroad service to the city was always good and 
industrial growth was slow but steady. In 1950 the 
O'Hore Field International Airport was developed along the 
southern fringes of Des Plaines. boosting its growth phe- 
nomenally.

Mobile Homes Especially Vulnreable To Wind Damage 


Did you know that winds from severe 


thunderstorms can cause damage com- 
parable to tornados?

According to Allen Pearson, director of 


the Notional Severe Storms Forecast 
Center in Kansas City, Mo., most people 
don't — and that Includes the nation's six 
million mobile home owners, to whom 
the Information Is especially Important. 


Because of their' relatively light 


weight, lack of a permanent foundation, 
and long, low design, mobile homes can 
be especially vulnerable to wind damage 
if not properly anchored, or tied down, to 
the ground. 
' 


Statistics Indicate that mobile homes 


which are tied down are far better able 
to withstand the forces not only of hurri- 
canes and tornados, but also of the more 
common 50-75 mph winds, winds which 
arc often unpredictable even to the most 
trained observers and forecasters.' 


PEARSON HAS been trying to predict 


what the weather will do since his days 
in the service, when he signed on with 
the officer's training program to study 
meteorology. Following his military ca- 
reer,, he was a meteorologist with the- 
U.S. Weather Bureau (now the National 
Weather Service) in Hawaii for 17 years. 
In 1965, he was commissioned to head 
the NSFC and has been there ever since. 


"My work gives me the satisfaction of 


providing a much-needed service," says 
Pearson. "I often feel like a soldier at 
the front line doing battle against the ele- 
ments Instead of the enemy. like the 
enemy, storms are unpredictable and no 
two of them are alike.1 There's a tre- 
mendous fascination in observing them 
change form from minute to minute and 
trying to parry their destructive force by 
better preparation." 


Pearson has mounted a personal cru- 


sade encouraging mobile home owners to 
tie down promptly and correctly. "Most 
mobile home owners don't realize," he 
says, "that It's not only tornados and 
hurricanes which demolish mobile 
homes. Even more frequently, It's the 
relatively unspectacular winds from sev- 
ere thunderstorms that occur in every 
month and In every state." 


According to Pearson, many mobile 


home owners do not tie down their 
homes because they think that if a tor- 
nado or other windstorm strikes, their 
home will be wiped out regardless. But 
that isn't the case. More than 700 tor- 
nados occur in the U.S. each year; over 
50 per cent of them are "mini-tornadoes" 
with winds of 75-125 mph; as compared to 
a full-sized tornado with winds in excess 
of 125 mph. Less than 10 per cent of the 


area affected by a mini-tornado has 
winds in excess of 125 mph. Well-built, 
securely anchored mobile homes in the 
remaining 90 per cent of the area can 
withstand high velocity winds In the ma- 
jority of cases. 


EXPERIENCE illustrates this point. 
"Just a few weeks ago," he said, "a 


mini-tornado struck in the Fort Worth- 
Dallas area of Texas. In surveying the 
damage afterward, I observed that winds 
of over 75 mph had toppled and severely 
damaged 40 to 50 mobile homes. Dam- 
age in the area approached a half million 
dollars. Yet, I believe that 95 per cent of 
the damage could have been prevented 
with proper tie downs." Good tie down 
systems offer the most consistent and ef- 
fective means of minimizing mobile 
home damage from high winds. Proper- 
ty, personal possessions and even lives 


, can be saved in many cases with this 


relatively inexpensive operation. 


"It's Interesting to observe how many 


mobile home owners will buy life insur- 
ance, even though they don't expect to 
collect It," he observes, "Yet the same 
people refuse to spend $100-150 to 
safeguard their homes from wind dam- 
age. Of course they don't expect to need 
that either, but windstorms have a way 
of striking rapidly and unexpectedly. In 


my opinion, tying down is money well- 
spent even If It is never needed. Peace of 
mind is worth more than that."

tries. Is a leading non-profit real estate 
referral organization,. 


lUr directors were asked, what they be- 


lieved to be the most Important steps a 
transferee can take to make relocation 
as painless as posilblc for him and his 
family. 


ALL STRESSED the importance of 


gathering information about a variety of 
factors affecting the move. They urged 
transferees to: 


Determine the amount of equity In 


their residence — and what the family's 
cash position will be. ' 


Obtain an appraisal or opinion of value 


on the home and price it for sale, (rea- 
listically). 


Understand an employer's transfer pol- 


icy — and possible program for assisting 
in the sale of a residence. 


Study the potential, total effect on a 


family's financial position of accepting a 
company transfer to a distant city. 


Find out as much as possible about the

Eighteen per cent of the teachers, 14 


per cent of the nurses and 15 per cent of . 
the stewardesses — who invest — own 
shares of mutual funds as compared to 
the 13 per cent of the average women in 
other occupational fields. 


"In all, professional women show a 


tendency to be somewhat less con- 
servative in their choice of Investments. 


"Airline stewardesses, teachers and 


nurses arc usually apt to be very pretty 
— and, when investment matters enter 
the scene, they are generally pretty 
smart," Jensen concluded.

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Strong Market Forecast 
For Used Homes In Suburbs 


Million-Dollar Year 
For Lillian Marshall 


. "Better late than never." It's an old 
saying and Lillian Marshall of Arlington 
Realty subscribes to it A home sale on 


Demand for existing homes In 1073 will 


continue the strong market that now ex- 
ists and push up used home prices an 
average of 6.1 per cent, according to a 
survey by Baird & Warner, Inc., among 
Its 28 city and suburban real estate of- 
fices. 


Most in demand will be four-bedroom 


two-slory homes, with an average price 
of $40,000, the survey showed. And the 
length of time required to sell a house 
will average out to 58 days. 


"While there are variations from sub- 


urb to suburb, the general picture is one 
of continued growth," reported Robert G. 
Walters, vice president and general sales 
manager, residential division, for Baird 
& Warner. "This healthy situation will be 
supported by ready availability of morl- 
gage money at roughly the same rates as 
today's, with down payments of IS to 20 
per cent on 25-year loans." 


PHICES depend on many factors, In- 


cluding type and size of home, age, loca- 
tion, and condition, among others. All 
other things being equal, the survey In- 
dicates that price action Is expected to 
range from "no change" In Oak Park to 
a 10 per cent rise In Rogers Park, with 
the average coming out to 0.1 per cent. 


Within Chicago proper, prices should 


advance from 5 to 10 per cent, Walters 
said, averaging out to 7.6 per cent. Wal- 
ters notes that this increase reflects the 
general higher value of good city proper- 
ty, the revltallzallon of many city neigh- 
borhoods, and demand by persons who 
want close-In city living In single-family 
homes, townhouscs, and condominiums. . 


The north and northwest suburbs can 


expect price Increases averaging 0.5 per 
cent overall, again because of higher 
land costs and greater demand. But 
there are exceptions, Homes In Evanston 
will probably go up just three per cent, 
while Wlnnetxa homes are predicted to 
rise four per cent.

Ac- 
cording to Hal Gerrlng, president, Gcr- 
ring Industries is a division of U.S. In- 
dustries, Inc. 


"Some suburban communities west of 


Chicago, Including Napervllle, Wheaton, 
and Hlnsdale, may see homes rise in 
price as much as 10 per cent, although 
La Grange may sec only a three to five 
per cent Increase," Walters reported. 


WHILE BAIRD & Warner's city and 


suburban sales managers noted that a 
wide variety of homes will be in demand 
during 1973, the most popular type will 
be the four-bedroom two-story Colonial, 
followed by three-bedroom models. De- 
pending on location, condition, and other 
factors, the general price ranges of such 
homes arc from $30,000 to $65,000 and up. 


"In addition, our managers report that 


townhouscs, ranch models, two-bedroom 
homes, and condominiums will be In de- 
mand in all areas," Walters said. "But 
for the most part, the larger two-story 
home will be most In demand and there- 
fore easiest to sell in 1973." 
' • 


The survey Indicated that if you plan 


to put your home on the market, allow 58 
days to find a buyer. This figure varies 
considerably, from a virtual "instant 
market" of 14 to 21 days In some north- 
west suburbs to up to 120 days in Chicago 
itself. Walters noted that the time re- 
quired to sell depends greatly on the 
price and demand In the market at the 
time. 


Looking at the make-up of the 1973 


home-buyers, Walters finds'the accent is 
on youth. More young families, couples, 
and singles will be In the market than 
ever before. 


"Despite their youth, these people 


seem to have the funds to buy homes, 
and in the upper price ranges, too," he 
reported. 


THERE ALSO will be an Increase In 


the number of retired, widowed, and old- 
er single people in the market, particu- 
larly looking for smaller homes, town- 
houses, and condominiums, the survey 
indicated. 


"Condominiums definitely have ar- 


rived, and even in those areas where • 
they don't exist, they're in the planning 
stages," Walters reported. "The resale 
value of condominiums has been amply 
demonstrated, which has removed any 
doubts about their saleabllity that some 
people may have had."

with a predicted price rise of three to 
four per cent 


Average selling time throughout the 


north and northwest suburbs is forecast 
at about SO days, but may vary from ap- 
proximately 14 to 21 days hi Mount Pros- 
pect to 60 days hi 'Winnetka. In between,' 
Glenview, Northbrook, and Crystal Lake 
should require from 30 to 45 days to com- 
plete a sale. 


West Suburbs: Some of these commu- 


nities, including Napervllle, Wheaton, 
and Hlnsdalo, may have price advances 
higher than the average, going up as 
much as 10 per cent. The La Grange of- 
fice of Baird & Warner predicts a 
gain of only three to five per cent, and 
the Oak Park office forecasts no change 
from 1072. 


There also is a wide variation of pre- 


dictions for selling time In the west sub- 
urbs. Homes hi and around La Grange 
may sell hi 14 to 21 days; Hlnsdale, Na- 
perville, and Wheaton homes should sell 
in 40 to 45 days; but Geneva faces the 
competition from a carry-over of build- 
ers' new homes, and used homes may 
take as long as 90 to 120 days to sell. 


South and Southwest Suburbs: These 


communities are looking for solid price 
advances on used homes, although the 
Baird & Warner survey shows no pre- 
dictions for percentage gains. 


It is estimated that it will take from 30 


to 60 days to sell a used home in the 
south and southwest suburbs, for a me- 
dian of 50 days.

IU update of all federal Job safety and 
health standard* with the publication 
Dec. 16 of itandards for the construction 
Industry. ' 


Chain Kobblns, deputy assistant secre- 


tary of labor for occupational safety and 
health, said the new edition of construc- 
tion standards follows updates of stan- 
dards for general Industry and the mari- 
time Industry. 


The three volumes contain all changes, 


amendments, deletions and corrections 
since the original standards were Issued 
In April, 1971. 


To help employers and employees find 


standards that apply to their specific 
businesses, the Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSUA) has in- 
cluded a subject Index in each set of 
standards. 


Free single copies of the updated stan- 


dards for the general and maritime in- 
dustries are already available 
from 


OSHA's 72 field locations. The construc- 
tion standards will be available at these • 
offices within two weeks of publication.

Housing starts, which reached a record 


peak of approximately 2.3 million units 
in 1972, are expected to fall short of that 
level by roughly 17 per cent In 1973, ac- 
cording to Arnold C. Schumacher, vice 
president and economist of Chicago Title 
and Trust Company, Chicago. 


Schumacher based his forecast on re- 


search recently completed by Chicago 
Title in which the housing trends were 
projected to 1980. 
• 


"The post-World War II baby boom, 


which rolled through elementary schools 
in the 1950's and colleges In the 1960's, 
began to enter the housing market in the' 
early years of, this decade," said 
Schumacher. "The population mix Is and 
will continue to be heavily weighted by 
the 20-35 year age group which plays the 
major role in formation of new house- 
holds." 


"Our studies show that from 1965 to 


1970 the average increase in new house- 
holds was approximately 960,000 per 
year. This figure should average close to 
1,080,000 from 1970 to 1975, a gain of 13 
per cent. Another 15 per cent rise In the 
household formation rate is expected 
from 1975 to 1980." 
. 


AS SCHUMACHER pointed out, the de- 


mand for living space continues to rise, 
even though the birth rate has been 
sharply declining for several years. "Our 
projections Indicate a level of housing 
starts in the range of 2.6-2.T 
7 million units 


by 1980. In addition, annual shipments of 
mobile homes should exceed 500,000 units 
by the end of this decade," he said. 


At the same'time, Schumacher contin- 


ued, such projections do not imply steady 
year-by-year Increases. Housing is a 
highly cyclical activity, subject to sharp 
swings In availability of mortgage money 
and temporary market congestion. 


For example, in 1973 some of the 


forces responsible for record residential 
construction in 1972 — heavy inflow of 
funds to lending institutions and the stim- 
ulation of government housing programs 
— may be partially reversed. Although 
savings inflows will remain high this ' 
year, they will not show the gams of the 
previous 12 months. 


"The housing industry is also having to 


contend increasingly with legislation de- 
signed to protect the environment," said 
Schumacher. "Rigid standards for sew- 
erage disposal, water and utility sup- 
plies, and flood control may limit resi- 
dential building In some areas. 


"In addition, the prolonged period of 


heavy construction seems likely to create 
some overbuilding in selected regions, 
particularly in the South and West These 
are the factors we see as causing hous- 
ing starts to drop roughly 17 per cent, 
from 1972's record high to 1.9 million 
units in 1973. This is, however', still a 
high level of home building." 


The Chicago Title study revealed in- 


creased growth in multi-unit projects, 
which Schumacher attributed primarily 
to rising land prices and inflation in con- 
struction costs. Rental apartments, town 
houses and condominiums made up 42 
per cent of all housing starts in 1970, and 
increased to 44 per cent in 1972. As 
Schumacher pointed out, as recently as 
1966 only a little over one-third of new 
housing was in multi-unit residences. 


"REFLECTING a moderate dip in de- 


mand for rental units, it seems likely 
that multi-family units will comprise 
about 40 per cent of new housing in 
1973." 


What of housing in the remainder of 


the decade? The Chicago Title study sup-

ports an attitude of optimism. According 
to Schumacher, there should be no major 
problem of .adequate resources, despite 
what would appear to be a growing de- 
mand over the next several years. 


Without going into detailed analysis of 


the demand-supply situation for most 
building materials, Schumacher noted 
that these are not currently or likely to 
become in critically short supply. Lum- 
ber, cement, 'brick, gypsum, steel and 
plastics would appear adequate to meet 
longer term needs. It is true that market 


* dislocation and rising costs may contrib- 
ute to higher prices, but there is unlikely 
to be a developing crisis in supply as 
prevails/for example, in some sources of 
energy, said Schumacher. 


Additionally, he continued, the nation 


• has devoted a gradually declining per- 
centage of its output to housing for sev- 
eral years. In the 1950's an annual aver- 
age of 5.12 per cent of gross product was 
accounted for by expenditures on resi- 
dential construction. In the first half of 
the 1960's the figure fell to 4.46 per cent, 
' and was dbwn'to 3.50 per cent from 1965 
to 1970. There would appear to be room, 
based on the historical record, for in- 
creasing the percentage of national effort 
to housing, if necessary. 


TURNING TO labor sources, Schuma- 


cher stated there are about 3.3 million 
workers currently in contract construc- 
tion, which is approximately the same 
level as the number employed in 1966. He 
added, however, that since 1966 the total 
national labor force* has increased by 13 
per cent. In I960, about 5.1 per cent of all 
wage and salary workers were engaged 
in construction, but the figure has 
dropped to 4.4 per cent currently. Even 
though the civilian labor force will grow 
at a somewhat lower rate during the re- 
mainder of the 1970's than In recent 
years, there is little reason to expect a 
labor shortage in construction. 


"Of course, any forecast is at best an 


educated guess and can never predict the 
Impact of unforeseen events," said 
Schumacher. "Even if it seems probable 
that, based on historical evidence, over- 


all housing needs can be met, the char- 
acteristics of population growth and de- 
mands imposed by sociological change 
could create widespread problems for 
the industry. 


"How can builders provide the right 


type of residential living space In the 
right locations? What is to be the future 
' form and functional operation of commu- 
. nities? How do we deal with problems of 
" personal security and transportation In 


high density areas? 
""Is it possible," Schumacher contin- 
ued, "to once again combine work, social 
activities and essential public services 
into a unified and meaningful life style 
such as prevailed In large sections of the 
country hi the late nineteenth and early 
twentieth centuries? What will be the 
thrust and Impact of government housing 
programs In the future? 


"These are the questions which must 


be answered hi attempts to Improve tho 
quality of life and provide satisfactory 
living conditions. Builders and dcvel- 


. opers," Schumacher concluded, "will be 


forced increasingly to take Into account 
not only the need for housing, but the 


f personal demands of households regard- 
' ing their total environment."

real estate trust in mortgage lending. 


"THEY HAVE DONE a great deal 


more than add glamor," he; observes. 
"The rapidly growing number of women 
in construction are doing a man's work 
— and, reportedly, are doing it ex- 
tremely well. All hats are off to the 
Women In Construction," he emphas-' 
lies. 


Holladay further notes that just about 


every phase of building and construction 
now boasts of women in its ranks. Nearly 
6,000 members of the National Associ- 
ation of Women in Construction are now 
plying trades heretofore unheard of for 
the fairer sex.

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How Much House Can You Afford?

While there are several rules of thumb 


that can give you a rough estimate, noth- 
ing Is better than sitting (Jown with a 
lending institution and finding out what 
kind of mortgage you can get 


"In the last analysis, It's the monthly 


mortgage payment related to your 
monthly income and expenses that deter- 
mines how much house you can afford," 
explains John L. Domeicr, chairman and 
president of Oak Park Federal Savings & 
Loan Association, one of the Chicago 
area's largest mortgage lending in- 
stitutions. 


Common rules of thumb Include the 


SMt'llmes-yearly-uicome guide to indicate 
the purchase price of the home you 
can afford; the four-to-flvc-tlmes-month- 
ly-lncome to Indicate what your monthly 
homo payments should be; or the rulc-of- 
60, another way of determining what 
your monthly payments should not ex- 
ceed. 


While these rules may be useful as a 


rough guide, they don't tell the whole sto- 
ry. For example, If you use the 2tt times 
yearly income rule, and you corned 
$13,000, you could theoretically afford a 
house priced at $37,500. However, this 
rule doesn't take into account several im- 
portant factors, such as the amount of 
downpayment you can make, or how 
much other debt you are carrying, or 
what kind of mortgage you can get. 


The 4-to-S-tlme-gross-monthly-lncome 


rule, sometimes expressed as the 20-to-2S 
per cent rule works this way: If your 
monthly gross Income (before any deduc- 
tions) comes to $1,200, you should spend 
no more than $240 (20 per cent) to $300 
(23 per cent) on house payments, in- 
cluding principal, interest, taxes and in- 
surance. 


This is similar to the rulo-of-60. Apply- 


ing this rule, you divide your gross an- 
nual Income by 60. Using the example of 
$1,200 a month or $14,400 a year and di- 
viding by 60, ycu get a figure of $240, 
which Is what you can afford to pay 
monthly for a house. 


"However, alt of these rules are simply 


guides, and may not cover all circum- 
stances," Domeler said. If you want a 
specific answer to the question, "how 


much house can I afford?'-', you have to 
sit down with a loan'offlcer and consider- 


, the following: 


1. How' much downpayment can you 


make? You can use a downpayment in 
several ways. For one, you may use it to 
get a'larger mortgage and thereby a 
higher price house. For instance, .if you 
have $4,000 to put down and can obtain a 
90 per cent mortgage, that means you 
can buy a home priced at $40,000. But if 
you can put down $6,000 on a 90 per cent 
mortgage, you can theoretically afford a 
home priced at $60,000. 
: 


Or you can use the downpayment to 


reduce the amount of mortgage you need 
and t therefore reduce the monthly pay- 
ments. Again, for example, say you're 
interested in a $45,000 home and con put 
down $7,000. Assuming you can get a 
$38,000 mortgage for 25 years at 7ft per 
cent, your monthly payment (principal 
and Interest) will como to $280.82. 


Suppose you decide to make a large 


downpayment of $10,000, meaning you'll 
need a mortgage of only $35,000. Again 
assuming a 25 year mortgage at 7tt per 
cent, the monthly payment will come to 
$258.65. In some cases, making a larger 
downpayment may mean a lower inter-' 
cst rate as well, further reducing the 
monthly payment 


2. What kind of a morgage con you 


get? Tho above examples illustrate the 
other factors you have to .consider; 
namely, the length of the mortgage and 
the interest rate. The longer the mort- 
gage and the lower the interest rate, the 
lower your monthly payments will be. 
Details may vary, depending on whether 
you're applying for a conventional, FHA, 
or VA mortgage. 


"Lenders vary in their policies, consid- 


ering the kind of house and location, and • 
the financial capabilities of the borrow- 
er," Domeler sold. "It pays to shop 
around to get the best possible mortgage 
deal." 
, 3. What other debts do you have? The 
loan officer will generally make deduc- 
tions for debts such as car payments, 
long-term Installment purchases such as 
for furniture and appliances, and other 
family debt which could Interfere with 
your ability to make regular mortgage 
payments.^ 
' 


4. What is your debt payment record? 


If your record shows you pay bills 
promptly, you may get a better mort- 
gage deal, and hence be better able to 
afford a more expensive house, than a 
person who is delinquent in meeting his 
obligations. 


5. What Is your family income outlook? 


A great deal of judgment is involved In 
this question. The loan officer may be 
inclined to be more liberal with a young 
husband whose career seems pointed up- 
ward than ho would be for someone 'at 
the peak of his earning powers, assuming 
both arc earning the same amount when/ 
they apply. 


The loan officer may also Include a 


working wife's Income if it appears that 
her income will be a steady part of the

6. What kind of upkeep and taxes will 


the house require? Some experts figure 
the allowances for these items will run 
four to five per cent of the value of the 
house.

In making a move, you may find that 
you require a second car, or that com- 
muting expenses are higher, all of which 
m.eans an extra drain on your monthly 
income, reducing your ability to meet 
mortgage payments. 


8. What is your family's living style? 


Do you like to travel,'take expensive va- 
cations, buy a new car every year or 
two, indulge in expensive hobbies, enter- 
tain lavishly, and otherwise spend your 
money freely? While your choice of life 
style is up to you, It may influence what 


you can afford to pay for a house. If 
meeting-mortgage paymentes interferes 
with your way of life, perhaps you'd be 
better off buying a less expensive house 
or sticking to a rented apartment 


Conversely, If you are handy and able 


to handle a lot of house maintenance by 
yourself, you may be able to convince 
the lender to take this into consideration. 
' "The point of all these questions is to 
determine just how much money you 
have left to pay for housing," the Oak 
Park Federal chief executive said. "As 
you can see, there are many variables. 
Mathematical computations are not the 
whole answer. In the last analysis, an 
agreement between you and the loan offi- 
cer on how you like to live and how you 
prefer to allocate your monthly income 
determines the kind of house you can af- 
ford. 


"So before you soy yes or no to a par- 


ticular house, check with several lending 
institutions to see what help they can 
give you. You'll find that all are anxious 
to see that you enjoy the benefits of 
home ownership without getting squeezed 
financially."

The forest products Industry has called 


upon the nation's home builders to help 
in 'overcoming current critical problems 
of softwood lumber and plywood supply 
for home construction. 


In a letter to National Association of 


H o m e B u i l d e r s ' president Stanley 
Waranch, the president of the National 
Forest Products Association gave assur- 
ances of the wood products industry's de- 
sire to join home builders in solving 
wood products supply and price prob- 
lems. 


Stephen B. Moser, NFPA president, 


noted that these issues would be on the 
agenda at the NAHB Convention this 
week in Houston, Tex. "We certainly 
want to work with you to resolve them in 
a mutually cooperative manner," he 
said. 


MOSEH SAID home builder help is 


needed on two basic issues affecting 
wood products supply and price: (1) re- 
lieving constraints on federal timber sup- 
plies and (2) bringing about more work- 
able economic control regulations and 
policies as applied to the wood products 
industry. 
. The NAHB is aware of the complex 
economic problems faced by wood prod- 
ucts manufacturers and distributors, Mo- 
ser said, noting that officials of both in- 
dustry associations had offered solutions 
to government leaders In recent months. 
He proposed that top officials of both In- 
dustries "meet promptly to explore the 
possibility of mutual recommendations 
which will overcome present government 
reluctance to alter regulations which ob- 
viously arc not working." 


He told NAHB president Waranch he 


would be pleased to "meet with you and 
your fellow NAHB officers, as well as 
other responsible forest products leaders, 
at a time and place of your choosing." 


Moscr said it has increasingly become 


apparent that "all Issues and problems 
we face lead directly to.the federal gov- 
ernment. Our producers lack necessary 
raw material because essential Federal 


timber supplies are increasingly restrict- 
ed. Moreover, the present system of 
price and profit margin controls restricts 
operations and often works against in- 
creased supplies of critical items. Under 
the existing conditions there has just 
been no way for manufacturers to meet 
the rapidly accelerating demand. 


"WE KNOW the home building in- 


dustry doesn't like the situation; neither 
do we. Your members are our best cus- 
tomers. We do not enjoy being in a situ- 
ation where both your industry and ours 
are constrained by conditions neither of 
us can readily change. . . We are con- 
cerned about housing America. We need 
your Industry's production capacity, and 
you need ours. No one wants housing ra- 
tioned or the levels of production, cur- 
tailed by government flat." 


Lumber and plywood production In the 


U.S. set new records in 1972, despite sev- 
ere economic problems, Moscr said. And 
imports of Canadian lumber, which are 
uncontrolled as to price, accounted for 25 
per cent of U.S. softwood lumber con- 
sumption in 1972. 


He said the wood products industry is 


very 'much like the home building in- 
dustry — made up of thousands of small 
businesses. "There are no price leaders. 
The 10 largest lumber companies ac- 
count for no more than 20 per cent of 
production," he said. 


With this fragmentation and acute de- 


mand-pull pressures on lumber and ply- 
wood, government officials, economists 
and other authorities 
have publicly 


stated the present system of economic 
controls "just plain won't work," Moser 
declared. 


"We also believe, and have stated, that 


the present controls system is in- 
appropriate and unworkable for our in- 
dustry. We hope NAHB will help us to 
persuade the federal government that re- 
sponsible changes in Phase III can bring 
order out of the present chaotic situ- 
ation." 


MOSER REFERRED to The First Na- 


tional City Bank's December "Economic 
Letter" as succinctly stating the cause. 
It said: "If the purpose of lumber price 
controls is to protect consumers, encour- 
age homebuilding and strengthen the bal- 
ance of payments, the verdict is that 
they hve failed on every count." 


The FNCB "Economic Letter" also 


stated: "Price controls are fomenting a 
textbook; cose of waste and government- 
induced mismanagement in the lumber 
industry ... What is wrong Is that these 
rules cannot help but induce resource 
mismanagement under conditions where 


demand outstrips supply at prevailing. .- 
market prices ... Home construction Is , . 
not likely to benefit from a cutback In , .. 
the production of domestic lumber . . .: • 
the price that the country must pay for .. 
the mismanagement of forestry re- ,.- 
sources will be heavy." 


Moser also called attention to a Jan. 2, „ 


1973, "Wall Street Journal" column com- : 
mcnting on the First National City Bank .-. 
publication's article, as well as the likeli- 
hood of similar problems occurring else- 
where among suppliers under the present' • 
control system.

ing a power lawn mower — or sound- 
shattering power tools. Noise pollution is 
now at a critical stage. 


Keep a pair of safety eyeglasses 


handy. Your eyra are most vulnerable. 


Avoid wearing loose clothing or items 


which could become entangled, especial- 
ly with power equipment around. 


Never imbibe alcoholic beverages of 


any kind while applying cleaning fluid to 
clothes, furniture or the like. The com- 
bination of fumes can be toxic — in some 
cases fatal. 


Provide your home with steady, 


treaded stepladdcrs, flashlights, heavy- 
duty gloves and fire extinguishers 


Do not store newspapers or cardboard 


cartons in poorly ventilated areas — fire 
could result. 


A clear, see-through face shield Is rec- 


ommended while using electric drills or 
soldering metals. 


Avoid mixing household detergent pow- 


ders with other cleaning products which 
are in liquid form. Inhalation of the two 
can produce Injurious effects. 


If you are fatigued or not feeling well, 


put off doing household chores until a lat- 
er day. 


"Protect yourself from Injury at all 


times, naturally — and make certain 
your vacation home is no exception," 
Marinella concludes. 


Few things are more exasperating 


than a broken water pipe, a leaky faucet 
or a slow running drain. 


Yet, many people who purchase older 


homes end up with these problems be- 
cause they simply do not check plumbing 
systems before they buy. 


For many potential buyers, it is simply 


a matter of not knowing what to look for 
— or where. If that is the case, it would 
pay to take along a friend — or even a 
professional plumber — but someone 
who does know. 


To start, the outside water shutoff box 


valves and pipes, sewer vent pipes, and 
all gutters and downspouts should be 
checked to make sure they are connected 
and in good working condition. 


INSIDE LOOK at the incoming main 


water line — which should be galvanized 
or copper pipe and have no rust spots. In 
fact, all inside lines should be of copper 
— most other types are more likely to 
rust. 


Further, that main line should have a 


cutoff valve with a wheel handle — an 
old-fashioned lever handle Indicates that 
the pipes arc probably old enough to 
need replacing 
, 


If there is a laundry room, it is also a 


good idea to check laundry tubs for 


cracks. Keep an eye open for a mixture 
of old and new pipes — that means that 
a new owner might have to finish replac- 
ing all of the old lines in the near future. 


Look — and feel for — discoloratlons 


or damp spots on ceilings under bath- 
rooms. These 'are generally sure signs of 
leaks. 
v 


Don't hesitate to test all of the faucets 


— and the toilets. A slow running tap, 
especially on an upper floor, could be a 
telltale sign of rust Inside the pipes. 


Shower stalls and tub enclosures should 
be inspected to make certain that all of 
the tiles are in place — and tight. All 
drains should run freely. 
' 


Jokes and cartoons about plumbing 


problems have circulated for years, but 
they are not laughing matters. Finding a 
leak can be maddening enough — repair- 
ing it can really be expensive. 


Finding out about a potential problem 


before buying Is the best way to forestall 
an expense.

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The Syndicate Turns To Communist Tactics For Help

NEW YORK - "It looks," a gangland 


contact of mine said the other day, "as If 
tbo cops, are starting to read the books." 


The recent spate of Investigative books 


on U S. organized crime has, indeed, re- 


mved many of the. covers protecting mob 
activities. And the even more recent up- 
surge of strong police action against 
gangsters almost does look as If the cops 
have been reading the new books. 


Within the past few months, for ex- 


ample, the excellent "Mafia at War," by 
the editors of New York Magazine, has 
detailed the bloody power struggles of 
this section of organized crime. 


"Mafia, U.SA." (Playboy Press) a 


collection ot articles edited by Nicholas 
Gage of the New York Times, provides 


Ask Compensation 
For Crime Loss 


TALLAHASSEE, Flo. (UPI) - Picture 


this: You are the victim of a major 
crime, which has just been aborted by 
the arrival of two policemen who imme- 
diately start counseling your assailant 
about his rights. 


Feeling lucky for the rescue, but 


maybe a little neglected with all the at- 
tention being given to the newly accused, 
you start thinking up all the gory details 
you want to tell the jury. 


Just then, another man steps up and 


introduces himself as a "vlctlmologlst," 
then starts reading you your rights. 


Congress has before It a bill providing 


compensation up to $30,000 for the vic- 
tims of federal crimes, and-Florida Atty. 
Gen. Robert L. Shcvln reccntly'proposed 
sotting up a $500,000 trust fund to pay 
crime victims for medical bills, finan- 
cial losses and other crime-connected ex- 
penses. 


IP THE IDEA Is to be put into prac- 


tice, someone is going to have to speak 
for the victim. That Is where the "vie- 
Umologist" gets Into It. 


Basically, the vlctlmologlst would work 


with the poor. The rich could afford law- 
yers to handle their claims against the 
government If a victim-compensation bill 
Is enacted. 


For the poor, who ore the most com- 


mon victims as well as the most frequent 
perpetrators of crime, the ombudsman 
would make sure the victim gets his 
money or other property back, and gets 
medical treatment for any injuries suf- 
fered In an attack. If the victim is killed, 
the ombudsman would help the bereaved 
family settle the estate. 


He would also provide newsmen with 


accurate, but perhaps none too Inter- 
esting, reports of each crime. Correc- 
tions consultant John P. J. Dusslch sold 
the vlctlmologlst could be a "buffer 
zone" between the victim and the media 
which, except for a law against publish- 
ing names of rape victims, are allowed 
to reveal virtually anything learned 
about a clme. 


"ESPECIALLY relevant to victims of 


personal crimes Is the community re- 
sponse to an Injury frequently com- 
pounded by the media," Dusslch wrote in 
a white paper. "Not only docs this tend 
to perpetuate Injury, but it also militates 
against the rational treatment of of- 
fenders due to the hostility generated In 
the community."

Although the thesis of his paper is vic- 


tim-oriented, Dusslch said the criminal 
might be given a better break If the po- 
lice and courts knew his victim was 
being compensated. 


"Much of the retribution meted out to- 


ward offenders by police, courts and cor- 
rections is on informal attempt to collec- 
tively carry out vengeance on a criminal 
to compensate for the Injury done to the 
victim," said Dusslch. "In large part, 
the punitive attitude toward an offender 
Is expressed In proportion to the degree 
of perceived Injury to the victim." 


background of the people and structure 
of the national crime syndicate. 


A NEW BOOK of mine (The Swiss 


Bank Connection") traces the con- 
nections between the mob, top political 
circles and Swiss banks, while the work 
of such renowned investigative reporters 
as Hank Messlck and Ed Reid continues . 
to sen bv paperback form. 


In the wake .of this information ex- 


plosion, both Chicago and New York po- 
lice are moving against local mobsters, 
notably in Brooklyn, N.Y., where ex- 
tremely deft police bugging of a gang- 
land headquarters has produced nearly 
700 grand jury subpoenas and dozens of 
indictments of mob figures and corrupt 
police. 


And yet, no matter how deeply into or- 


ganzed crime police and reporters dig, 
there is a major area of deliberate con- 
fusion still to be penetrated. 


Where many observers tend to be dis- 


tracted is by applying old-country stan- 
dards — ideas that have governed the 
Sicilian Mafia since the 17th century and 
still do — but which have little force on 
the American scene. 


THE "FAMILY" concept, for example, 


In its criminal rather than blood-tie sense, 
no longer applies as accurately as it onco 
did. Newer forms of organizaton are su- 
perseding the capo-don with his sotto- 
capo underboss and his consigliere or 
counsellor. 


If there are any pages of history which 


reveal clues to the new ¥model on which 
the Syndicate has rebuilt* Itself, they may 
well be those covering Leninst tech- 


niques used by Communist parties of the 
West between 1924 and 1939. 


In that era, such parties formed power 


bases in Europe and, to a lesser extent, 
in this hemisphere, within trade unions 
and political organizations of broad, gen- 
eral appeal 
- , • 


Termed the "Popular Front" ap- 


proach, this required Communist cadres 
to be the hardest-working and most dis- 
ciplined elements, leading to party work- 
ers and fellow-travelers assuming lead- 
ership of vast numbers of non-Commu- 
nists. 


Since the end of World War II, organ- 


ized crime in the United States has be- 
gun to infiltrate and lead a broad variety 
of organizations and to add to its ranks, 
on an "associate-member" basis, a wide 
spectrum of fellow-travelers. 


THE MOB apparently adopted this ap- 


proach in the wake of its successful con- 
trol of black market crime on the home 
front during World War II when the na- 
tion was woefully underpollced as young 
law enforcement officers went into the 
armed forces. 


In those days the mounting civilian de- 


mand for rationed goods from butter, 
steak and nylons to gasoline, alcohol and 
auto tires was supplied by the mob, using 
a front of "clean" associates in govern- 
ment rationing offices and in factories 
producing scarce goods. 


The police of selective affiliations was 


originally called mescolanza, while infil- 
tration of trade unions, businesses and 
political organizations was known as ce- 
lata. But since mobsters with Italian 


backgrounds make up less than a third 
of Syndicate forces today, the term 
"scam" is used to describe concealed 
tactics of takeover. 


Infiltrating both the business and the 


unions In an industry gives organized 
crime a virtual stranglehold. Law en- 
forcement authorities note this in par- 
ticular industries such as construction, 
trucking, waste disposal and coin-oper- 
ated vending. They point out that even 
though many honest companies and 
union locals exist in these areas', patterns 
of price and wage contracts are domi- 
nated by mob elements. 


By "washing" the vast cash flow from 


drug, gambling and loan-sharking rack- 
ets, organized crime has also now begun 
to scam larger bluechlp corporations. 
Cash 
is 
carried - by couriers to 


anonymous Swiss accounts. The money 
returns as orders to buy corporate 
stocks, make business loans and provide 
financial support for political figures. 


While the mob's intention is to avoid 


paying taxes on this cash and the divi- 
dends and interest it earns, the effect is 
also to give criminals a growing secret 
control of large blocks of stocks, thus 
spreading the job's power bases over 
major sectors of the national economy. 


THE OLD-TIME mobster who made 
1 headlines with colorful vendettas is now 


a sideshow that distracts attention from 
the infiltraton activites of oganized 
crime. But the big question for most of 
us is whether this takeover has any ap- 
preciable effect on our daily lives. 


The answer Is "yes," to many costly 


and dangerus ways. 


The millions in evaded taxes places an 


added burden on all other taxpayers. 
And there is also evidence that where the 
mob controls an entire industry, con- 
sumer prices can be raised while the 
quality of goods and services can be 
cheapened. 


In addition, by cash contributions, by 


delivering blocks of votes and engineer- 
ing poll frauds as required, the mob has 
a foothold, often a stranglehold, on cer- 
tain city political organizations, coast to 
coast 


THUS, WHEN voters go to the polls, 


they may often elect a candidate whose 
loyalty has been secretly preempted. In 
effect, the mob steals their most impor- 
tant political right; that of choosing 
proper representation. 


Crime in the streets, once believed to 


be unconnected with organized crime, 
now looms in a new light. The addict, 
"turned on" by gangland drug pushers, 
who steals a credit card or television set, 
must go to a mob receiver of stolen 
goods to cash in on his crime. His at- 
tacks on society are directly linked to his 
mob contacts. 


There are many other ways, obviously, 


in which mob control cheapens or de- 
stroys the quality of life, even for people 
who neither work for nor patronize busi- 
ness controlled by organized crime. 
Meanwhile, as police crack down on ob- 
vious hoodlums, those hiding behind re- 
spectable fronts burrow deeper into the 
fabric of society.

IT DOESN'T take long, talking to Mar- 


lene Dietrich in a hotel suite high above 
the River Thames, to discover how much 
performing means to .her.'Conversation"

"I see my family whenever I can," she 


said of the daughter and four grand- 
children upon whom she dotes. The 
daughter and two grandchildren are here 
in London. Has there been a grand fami- 
ly reunion?

"Not when I'm working, no. 'When I 


work, I can't really do that I arrived 
here a week before the show, and it real-. 
ly took every minute to prepare." 


But her television special, to be shown 


in Britain Jan. 1 and in the United States 
two weeks later, is essentially the one- 
woman show she has done a zillion 
times. Why should it take so much effort 
to get ready? 


"Most people (hink I come and do one 


little rehearsal and that's that People 
who travel with a combo, they can do 
that -They just arrive and play. I can't 


do that I've never been able to sing with 
a combo. 


"DONT FORGET I have Burt Bach- 


arach's orchestrations for my 26-man en- 
semble and they are not simple. It takes 
time." That's one reason for a lifetime of 
refusal to do television. .. 


"You only see the cameras two days 


before the show. And as I hate rush ... 
Besides, I think it's a very difficult me- 
dium. To me it has all the bad sides of 
theater and all the bad sides of films." 


But having once been persuaded, Miss 


Dietrich decided to tape her show In Lon- 
don for two reasons: the theater and tho 
audience. 


The theater was the New London, 


which doesn't even open until mid- 
January. But Miss Dietrich saw it, de- 
cided it was perfect for her show, and 
five weeks early, they stilled the carpen- 
ters and let her use it That's what star 
status means. 


THE INVITED black-tie audience was 


largely young, sprinkled with names like 
Ava Gardner and Twiggy and enthusias- 
tic. 


"London audiences are so ... noisy," 


Miss Dietrich said with a characteristic 
pause to find the precise word. "They 
made quite a lot of noise. They whistled 
and yelled, and I like that very much," 


Is that what keeps the world's most 


glamorous grandmother going? Does she 
work for the whistles, the yells, the ador- 
ing noise? Does she like her work? 


"I love it when it's good. When it's not 


good I'm very, very unhappy and mis- 
erable, and people tell me I take it too 
seriously. I just can't work any other 
way. I can't say, 'All right, take the 
money and run.' I haven't learned that

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - One of the 


most ambitious documentary efforts in 
television hUtory — a 12-part scries 
showing the dally lives of an American 
family during a seven-month period — 
has Its hour debut on network video to- 
day. 


Described as a sort of non-fiction tele- 


vision novel, and offered by the non-com- 
mercial Public Broadcasting Service, the 
series, "An American Family," focused 
on William and Patricia Loud of Santa 
Barbara, Call/., and their five children. 


The youngsters ranged In age from 


their teens to 20 when the filming, which 
took place from May 30,1071, to Jan. 1, 
1972, began. During the period of the 
filming, the parents terminated their 
marriage. 


Anthropologist Margaret Mead, after 


nelng parts of the series, termed It "ex- 
traordinary." She said that "nothing like 
It has ever been done and I think it may 
be as Important for our lime as were the 
Invention of drama and the novel for ear- 
lier generations: A new way to help 
people understand themselves." 


THE PRODUCER of the scries, Craig 


Gilbert, described the Louds as "neither 
typical nor average — no family is." 
Which Is why his project Is titled "An 
American Family." Adds Gilbert: 


"I didn't sot out to prove anything. I 


had faith that if we stayed with a family 
long enough, certain unlvcrsals would 
surface — like how parents feel about 
children and husbands about wives." 


The network notes that "the search for 


a suitable family was centered in Califor- 
nia. Not only Is the West Coast lifestyle 
considered by many to be the prototype 
of our future culture, but Is today the 
source of many of the fads, fashions and 
customs that sweep the country in a 
west-lMMt cultural drift."

Hamilton co-stars with Cameron Mit- 


chell and Luclana PaluzzI, who made her 
debut in "thundcrball," while Mrs. Ham- 
ilton plays a smaller part AS a photogra- • 
phcr and journalist.. 


"No, It doesn't bother me to act with 


my wife. I consider me and the charac- 
ter I play as two different persons and I. 
feel the same about others in the cast," 
Hamilton sold. 


HE ADMITTED that when he first 


read the script for the film It did not 
seem to Have much of a plot But he said 
he later accepted his role when he heard 
his friend, Lady Sarah Churchill, and her 
husband, Theodore Roubanls, were In- 
volved hi the production. • 


Greek-born Roubanis, making his first ', 


International film In English, gave the 
actor a free rein In choosing Gordon 
Hessler as tho director.

enough to hold viewer interest. And the 
physical attractiveness of the Louds is 
certainly another audience factor. 


FURTHERMORE, says PBS, "The 


composition of the family was important; 
there would be a wider range of inter- 
action with teen-age children of both 
sexes than one could observe in a family 
with several infants and toddlers . . 
. "The Inclusion of still photographs of 
the family and its antecedents and home 
movies taken years prior to the project 
seeks to place the family In its historical 
context — port of showing how they ar- 
rived where they arc." 


Having a camera crew around became 


part of the Louds' lives for the seven 
months. PBS says: "There was never 
more than one camera crew — the cam- 
era operator, his assistant and a sound 
man — In the house at any time. On 
those occasions when a member of the 
family was on a trip or involved in a 
separate activity, an additional crew was 
employed." Tho scries was edited from 
about 300 hours of film. 


"IT IS UNDENIABLE." says PBS, 


"that the presence of the camera affect- 
ed the family. Although the production 
crew went about their business as 
unobtrusively as possible, they were 
here. 


"In fact, the Louds recognized that it 


might be difficult, at first, to behave nor- 
mally in front of the camera. As it 
turned out, with seven individuals — 
each with the usual assortment of friends 
and acquaintances — wandering in and 
out of the house, the camera was less of 
a presence than it might have been in a 
smaller household." 


Says the network: "Television has 


shown us video families, soap opera fam- 
ilies, families caught In dramatic con- 
flict. What is a real family like, not as 
glimpsed by a news program In a mo- 
ment of tragedy or accomplishment, but 
in everyday living?" The network feels it 
has part of the answer in "An American 
Family," and viewers will have to decide 


• how responsibly the series handles the 


delicate matter of peoples' lives.

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A Long, Proud Heritage In Illinois 
Beavers: The Furry Engineers Of The Animal Kingdom 


There's • group of engineer! working 


in Illinois that never went to school, and 
whit's more, they couldn't tell you the 
difference between • slide rule and a 
transit even if they had them. They have 
never heard of the U.S. Army Corps'of 
Engineer*, yet every year they build 
more dams than the corps has built since 
IU Inception. 


These are "nature's engineers" known 


to most of us as beavers. 


The beaver the engineer of the animal 


kingdom, can bo found throughout the 
state, generally near small streams, riv- 
ers or marshy areas. 


The beaver is Important to Illinois. Hit 


pelt was responsible for early explor- 
ation and settlements In the state. The 
city of St. Louis was founded primarily 
became of beaver furs, and It soon be- 
came the "raw fur center of the world.' 
Civilization sprang up around It. 


In colonial days, when Illinois was still 


a little-settled wilderness area, the bea- 
ver pelt became a basis for the value of 
commodities. Bartering between Indians 
and early settlers utilized tho beaver pelt 
as the basis for exchange of goods. 


The skins were sent East where they 


were made into hats, fur coats and other 
expensive clothing and decorative goods. 
The hide of the tall was used for orna- 
mental leather on purses and pouches. 


Indians and settlers used the meat for 


food. Tho flesh is considered tasty and ' 
the tall was a delicacy. 
• 
• 
• 


nEFORE WIHTK settlers arrived In 


North America, the beaver ranged from 
Alaska and Canada to the Rio Grande 
Ulver and Into northern Mexico. It is es- 
timated that they onco numbered 60 mil- 
lion or more. However, with the arrival 
of the settlers the largo populations bo- 
Kan decreasing. 


By the early 1900s, the beaver popu- 


lation was depleted In Illinois with tho 
exception of a few northern counties. Ex- 
tensive trapping, plus encroachment on 
tMr habitat by settlers, left beavers 
with limited areas in which to live, and It 
win believed It was only a matter of 
lima before they would completely dis- 
appear from the Pralrio State. 


However, beaver trapping began fall- 


Ing off In tho 1860s. Because of the limit- 
ed numbers of tho species In Illinois and 
the difficulty Of trapping them, they had 
only civilization to cope with if they wcro 
to remain In the state. Tho population1 


.steadily declined until It leveled off to Its 
low point in the early 1000s. 


The US. Fish and Wildlife Service re- 


leased a pair of beaver near Savanna In' 
1929. 
These beaver apparently moved - 


north and so subsequent releases of ID 
beaver were made there in 1036. 


The U.S. Forest Service made releases 


of 25 boavcr, which they had obtained 
from Wisconsin, In Jersey, Pope and 
Union counties in 1033. 


In 1918 the Department of Conservation 


released a male and two females In 
Union County. This was to be the last of 
tins stockings from outside sources In Illi- 
nois. 


A system of live-trapping beaver in tho 


itate Mat begun just before World War 
II Thli was halted during the hostilities 
and resumed following tho war. 


"By 19-15, beavers had become estab- 


lished In many areas of Illinois, and tho 
Department of Conservation had begun 
receiving reports of beaver damage in 
several counties," said Jim Lockart, su- 
pervisor of the Division of Wildlife Re- 
jtourcct for the department. "From 1W6 
through 1940, northern Illinois beaver 
were live-trapped by biologists and 
moved to aroas which were void of boa- 
ver In southern Illinois." 


"A 1954 census showed that beavcra 


had spread to S3 counties," Lockart said, 
"Tho Indications wcro that beaver did 


not exist in a block of 22 southeastern 
counties or in nine counties in the north- 
cast corner of the state. Today, due to 
proper management of this species, bea- 
ver colonies can be found In all Illinois 
counties." 
• 
• 
• 


HECAUSE THE beaver population was 


small, and because of the difficulty in 
trapping them, there hod never been a 
need for a special trapping season on 
this species in Illinois prior to World War 
II. There just weren't that many trap- 
pers Interested in the small numbers of 
beavers which existed in the state. 


However, by tho late 1940s it became 


obvious that trappers were once again 
interested in trapping them. In Uie sum- 
mer of 1951 the Illinois legislature pro- 
vided an open season on beavers from 
Dec. 1-15. This established the first sea- 
son on beavers in Illinois, but more Im- 
portant, protected t'tem during the rest 
of the year. 


The act required that each prospective 


beaver trapper buy a S5 beaver license.' 
Each trapper was limited to 10 beavers 
per season and a $2 tag was required for 
each pelt prior to Its sale. 


Trapping pressure declined in 1952 due 


to the high cost of tho special license and 
tags, the difficulty In trapping and skin- 
ning the beaver and the low return for 
beaver pelts the previous year. To on- 


' courage a more complete harvest of the 


surplus beavers, In 1952 the special li- 
cense for beaver was dropped and the 
price of the pelt tag was reduced to SO 
cents. The season was also changed to 
Feb. 1-15, a time of the year when pelts 
ore In prime condition. 


"Although bobcats, otters, coyotes and 


other animals prey upon Die beaver, man 
is still the most Important predator," 
Lockart commented. "Through trappings 
as well as limiting their range by misuse 
of watersheds, streams and rivers, and by 
destruction of their dams and homes the 
beaver population is held to minimum in- 
creases." 


This year the beaver trapping season 


began Dec. 9 and will run through Feb. 
20 In Illinois.

IN ADDITION to slapping the water 


with their tails to warn other beaver of 
danger, the beaver makes numerous 
mumbles and whine sounds, as well as 
hisses and soft churrs. The young, called 
kits, make high-pitched whines. 


They are usually found living along 


streams, lake?! and marshy areas in dens 
built near the water's edge or in lodges, 


1 generally completely 
surrounded 
by 


- water. 


Bank dens are chambers that are gen- 


erally two to three feet wide and two feet 
high. They arc situated above the normal 
water level and reached through tunnels 
whose entrances are usually below water 
level. 


Lodges are generally constructed in 


the middle of the water, but might occa- 
sionally be built against a bank or on a 
small island. They must be built near 
deep water so the beavers can leave 
through tunnels without exposing them- 
selves. 


A colony of beavers is a family unit 


consisting of the adult male and female 
and their kits and yearlings. The beaver 
Is one of tho few monogamous mammals. 
The females mate for life although the 
male may mate with other females if his 
mate Is lost. 


Although they are capable of swim- 


ming Immediately upon birth, they rare- 
ly leave the lodge or den until they are a 
month old, and then the mother often- 
times carries them on her back in the 
water. They are weaned when they ne 
abet six weeks old and at tht time weigh 
about four pounds. 


The young live with their parents until 


they are about two years odl. Most bea- 
vers breed for the first time in the spring 
of their third year, although there are 
cases where they ave bred when one 
year of age. 


Following the birth of the kits the adult 


male usually moves out of the lodge, ci- 
ther establishing another home nearby or 
just wandering around before returning 
to his mate later in the summer. 


A colony usually stays within a half 


mile of their home; however, when their 
food supply is threateed or civilization 
moves too nose, they will often abandon 
the site and move to a new location. This 
migration generally occurs in the au- 
tumn. 


They ore nocturnal animals and sel- 


dom are seen in the daytime. The day is 
devoted to resting in the lodge, while 
they spend the night working and finding 
food. An exception to this is durisg the 
fall when they might be seen during the 
day gathering food for winter or making 
repairs to a dam before winter sets in.

ON LAND the beaver's eyesight is only 


fair and he moves with a slo shuffling 
walk, or If frightened, with a moderate 


gallop. But once In the water he beaver's 
eyesight is good and he is an excellent 
swimmer. 


They have large lungs and their livers 


can store enough exygenated blood to en- 
able them to stay underwater for up to 15 
minutes. They nave been observed swim- 
ming underwater for up to a half file 
without surfacing for oxygen. In winter 
they swim under the Ice, obtaining oxy- 
gen from hole and air pockets between 
the Ice and water. 


Beavers are creatures of habit and 


generally use the same landing along the 
water's edge. Paths from the feeding 
areas to the water are well-worn and 
generally end In mud slides Into the wa- 
ter. Trappers are always on the lookout 
for these slides, and will generally set 
their traps near them. 


An important physical feature Is the 


tremendous Incisor teeth which protrude 
from a beaver's mouth. Orange in color, 
these teeth are used to gnaw down trees 
to build lodges and networks of dams, as 
well as for gathering and eating food. As 
an aid to gnawing underwater, the bea- 
ver's lips meet and close behind the in- 
cisors. 
Beavers arc primarily bark eaters, con- 
suming between one and two pounds of 
food daily They cat the bark of tender 
twigs from cottonwood, willow, beech, 
oak, dogwood, elm, maple, birch and oth- 
ers. They also like corn when it is avail- 


' able, and will supplement their diet with' 


waterplants.

A SINGLE beaver can cut down a five- 


inch willow tree in about three minutes. 
A larger tree mlht take more than one 
night to fell. In the fall of the year a 
beaver cuts about one tree every other 
night. While they generally work alone, 
two or three beavers might help to down 
a larger tree. 


Trees with diameters of from two to 


eight Inches are generally chosen by the 
beavers to'be cut don. The known record 
however, is a 110-foot-high cottonwood 
from British Columbia which had a 
diameter of five feetj seven Inches. 


Branches with a diameter of under five 


BEAVERS BUILD dams io hold water 
in a pool. The adult male most often 


inches ar cut into lengths varying from 
two to eight feet, depending on what they 
are to be sued for, and the trunk and 
larger branches are left lying where they 
fall. 


Beavers build dams to hold water in a 


pool. The adult male most often assumes 
leadership, but all of colony helps build 
the dams. Occasionally several dams are 
built to stablllize water levcs, and in 
times of low water deep channels in the 
stream or pond might be dug to be sued 
as travelways. A system of waterways 
might also be built to facilitate the move- 
ment of construction material and to 
float In food. 


The dam is mode up of a foundation of 


sticks and branches which is plastered, 
together with mud and stonex. Most of 
the beaver dam work Is done in the fall, 
but repairs are made throughout the 
year. 


The length and size of dams vary ac- 


cording to the size of the water they are

THE DAMAGE DONE by beavers us 


usally slightk, but in many cases enough 
to arouse complaints. On the bad side of 
the ledger, they destroy trees and flood 
and damage woodlands and highways. 
They have also dammed drainage dlt- 
chcos and burrowed into 
protective 


levees on rare occasions. In addition to 
these bad habits, they steal com from 
fields adjacent to their homes. 


On the good side of the ledger, beaver 


ponds aid in stopping crosiion and main- 
taining a desirable water tabl by helping 
control water runoff. The sediment accu- 
mulation which takes place In a beaver 
pond after a few years will evneutally 
force the beaver to leave. This will then 
result in the pond becoming a meadow 
which through its rich soil will become 
cxcellentfor graxlng or planting.

Fast Breeder 
Reactors Our 
Energy Hope? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - As the man 


on the street pictured It years ago, a 
time would come when somebody could 
throw a lump of uranium Into a machine, 
stand back and watch it light the city 
from then on. 


The fantasy in inching toward reality, 


pushed along by work In what Is called 
"fast breeder nuclear reactor tech- 
nology" — a nuclear reactor that creates 
more fuel than It uses while at the some 
tlmo generating electricity. 


Many scientists — and the Nixon Ad- 


ministration — consider this the key to 
the growing world energy problem. Oth- 
erwise, nuclear power generators In 
about 25 years would run Into the same 
shortages now besetting oil and natural 
gas. 


President Nixon calls the fast breeder 


"our best hope of meeting the nation's 
growing demand for economical, clean 
energy." 


The Interior Department says nuclear 


energy now supplies leas than half of 1 
per cent of the nation's power with petro- 
leum taking up 44 per cent, natural gas 
33 par cent, coal 18 per cent and water- 
power about 4 per cent. 


BY 1000 NUCLEAK sources arc ex- 


pected to make up 16 per cent of all U.S. 
energy. Hydropowor will drop to 3 per 
cent, natural gas to 22 per cent and pot- . 
rolcum to 41 per cent. Coal will again be 
18 per cent. 


Dy the year 2000, according to the At- 


omic Energy Commission (AEC), nucle- 
ar energy is expected to provide about 
half the nation's electric power, which by 
then will be roughly twice as great as 
now. 


Charles Robblns of the Atomic Indus- 


trial Forum recalled that the first nucle- 
ar power station — a 500,000 kilowatts 
facility In New Jersey — went Into oper- 
ation In 1003. 


Now there are 28 working nuclear gen- 


eration plants, 52 under construction and 
70 for which reactors have been ordered. 


Two conflicting forces are involved in 


decisions affecting the future of nuclear 
power generation. America's insatiable 
appetite for electricity says "full speed 
ahead," while growing concern over 
damage to the environment says "go 
slow." 


TUB FAST BREEDER reactor could 


solve both problems. 


It uses atomic fuel to create heat, 


which in turn is used to generate elec- 
tricity. The reactor, however, also 
"breeds" more fuel In the form of pluto- 
nlum than It uses In the form of uranium 
-230. With some changes, the plutonlum 
can bo put back into the process or used 
in another reactor. 


The fast breeder also produces less 


"waste heat" of the typo that can harm 
the environment—less, In fact, than pre- 
sent-day fossil fuel generators. 


That will bo important to public ac- 


ceptance of fast breeder reactors. 


The public's other area of major con- 


cern — radioactivity and possible leaks 
— Is another matter. 


Milton Shaw, director of the AEC's di- 


vision of reactor development and tech- 
nology, said people aro too easily stirred 
by fears of radiation. 


Shaw noted that people have lived on 


ships powered by a nuclear engine. Con- 
. vcntlonnl power generation plants, he 
added, have had a minimum of mishaps. 


"THE SAFETY HECORD In this re- 


gard Is very, very good," he said. "Of 
course, there aro Industrial accidents 
(hat will occur, as the business gets big- 
ger and bigger, but we need to show 
people the precautions we take will cer- 
tainly minimize (he danger." 


The Soviets got a leg up in tho tech- 


nology of fast breeder reactors with tho 
recent announcement that Russlas* first 
commercial breeder reactor had gone 
critical started operating at Shcvchcnko 
on the banks of tho Caspian Sea. 


Shaw said this waa neither a surprise 


nor a setback for tho United States. 


"Our objective Is to bo able to go into 


the capability of building a large number 
of reactors at a time, rather than just a 
single one," Shaw said. "We believe the 
position of tho United States In nuclear 
power is good." 


HE LIKENED "critlcallty" to starting 


up a car. 


"It is like stepping on the starter and 


having the car idle well. That does not 
mean It will necessarily run down the 
highway at 60 miles per hour," Shaw 


. 
said. The United States Is not rushing to 
start the engine, but Is building a tech- 
nological base to enable It to run like 60 
when It gets going. 


The United States hopes to have sev- 


eral commercial reactors ready by the 
middle or late 1080s, after spending 
something like 13 billion in the effort. 


Shaw said (ho going will bo rather slow 


for many years, however. 


What about the day when you can start 


with a chunk of uranium and light the 
city from then on? 


"Well, that Is a dream, but don't re- 


move it too much from the people who 
talked of some day traveling by rocket to 
the moon, or building homes at the bot- 
tom of the sea," Shaw said. 


leads to social contact — and the break- 
ing down of taboos among young persons 
"acting in rebellion to prove what their 
parents told them is not true."

black-white sex. Rather, she said, "I 
have here intended to let men and wom- 
en caught up In the experience of black- 
white sex speak for themselves." 


She says their candor sometimes te- 


vealed great pain born of society's reac- 
tion to such relationships and, perhaps 
more importantly, their own difficulties 
in relating to each other. 


Miss Halsell was a speech writer for 


President Lyndon B. Johnson. She quit, 
turned herself black with pills and sun 
rays, hair dye and black contact lenses, 
and lived for six months as a black wom- 
an. 


Her book, 'Soul Sister," was the re- 


sult. It has sold a half million copies. 


In an interview', she said that Southern 


conservatives have been much more re- 
ceptive to her current book than a lot of 
her so-called liberal friends in the North. 


SHE BELIEVES the basis of racism is 


the white man's fear the black man will 
take his woman. 


"A lot of white men denied my theo- 


ry," she said, "but I have never had a 
black disagree." 


Her book deals Initially with the more 


easily accepted relationship of the white 
male and the black female before getting 
into the more volatile relationship of the 
black male and white female. 


She believes there has been a great 


deal of hypocrisy in black-white relation- 
ships. 
"FOR OVER no years we've had 


nighttime integration by white males," 
Miss Halsell said. A high percentage of 
those called "black" have white grand- 
fathers. 


On the other hand, she said, the black 


man has been pictured as some kind of a 
sex giant. "He doesn't want to be consid- 
ered as a sex object in a relationship," 
she said. 


Miss Halsell said she found that the 


interracial couple is more honest about 
racism because they must talk about it if 
they hope to have a long-term relation- 
ship. 


Even now, she said, when a person 


sees a black-white ample he assumes 
they arc sleeping together. 


"Why?" she asked. "Why does the av- 


erage person think that?" 


MISS HALSELL believes these prej- 


udices are changing, however. 


"People are accepting things now 


They deal with truth more easily than 
they are given credit for," she said. "I 
take an optimistic view." 


She said that for 20 years mainland 


China was isolated "and now there it is." 


"I think that's the way it will be with 


black-white sex." Miss Halsell said. 
"This will be a big part in our matura- 
tion."

DALLAS (UPI) — To the uninitiated, a 


person's signature amounts to little more 
than a nametag. but Mrs. Barbara Hal- 
•ey. a handwriting analyst, says It re- 
veals the whole person — likes, dislikes, 
fears, hangups and bidden talenU. 


Mrs. Halsey, mother of seven children 


and a master certified graphoanalayst 
who graduated from the International 
Graphounalysis Society of Chicago has 
been analyzing handwriting for seven 
years. 


While she admits handwriting analysis 


is not a cureall, she maintains it can be 
used to good advantage In areas raging 
from marriage counseling to crime pre- 
vention and detection. 


"Some look on the profession as 


pseudo-science or occult-science," Mrs. 
Halsey said hi an interview. "There is a 
lack of 'understanding by the public 
which isn't fully acquainted with this 
tool. 


"AS MORE and more people and busi- 


nesses become acquainted with it, it will 
become more and more popular." 


She said as an example that graph- 


oanalysis can be used as a counseling aid 
for students. 


"It can detect such things as fear of 


criticism or lack of stimulation in the 
youngster," she said. "A preschool 
scribble can be analyzed to detect the 
qualities which the child is developing.

"If people communicate with one an- 


other and their communication Is open 
and straght — that's synonymous with 
mental health," explained Dr. Bernard 
Liebowitz, family therapy consultant at 
Forest Hospital. 


Dr. Liebowitz said It is easier for a 


person to be dishonest in communicating 
with his family members. 


"Anger U one of our best defenses," he 


said. "It keeps other people from seeing 
that we're hurt When we become angry 
we also keep other people at a distance 
and wo keep them subservient to us. We 
don't explain why we're angry — we juit 
use the anger to keep us from getting in 
touch with our feelings. 


"Many husbands and wives blame one 


another when things go wrong. They 
analyze each other. This Is a devastating 
style of marital Interaction. 


"Instead," Dr. Liebowitz continued, 


"one of the most effective,ways a hus- 
band and wife can communicate better 
and become closer is by learning how to 
share what they are experiencing in any 
moment of time. One can say 'I'm hurt; 
I'm angry; I'm resentful, but it's not 
your fault. I have to take responsibility 
for the way I feel.' But at least the 
couples should talk with one another." 


DR. LIEBOWITZ pointed out the case 


of one couple who came to see him be- 
c a u s c their 
16-year-old 
son was 


delinquent. 


"I noticed that the husband and wife 


never addressed each other. They posed 
all questions to their son and they ex- 
pected him to answer everything, too.

"It can be used in solving crimes be- 


cause a person cannot disguise himself in 
handwriting. It would show if a person is 
capable of committing the crime he is 
suspected of." 


OTHER USES for graphoanalysis In- 


clude personnel management and 
fi- 


nance. 


"Credit managers have found it a use- 


ful tool because it reflects personal char- 
acteristics such as honesty or deceit, 
pride or sloth, willpower or waste- 
fulnesss," she said. 


Mrs. Halsey also said that disturbed 


persons can be helped because they can 
be detected through their handwriting 
and referred to the proper authorities. 


In fact, she said, practically every hu- 


man trait from jealousy and fear to con- 
fidence and enthusiasm is revealed in a 
person's handwriting. 


The giveaway is the way individual 


handwriting strokes are made, the spac- 
ing of letters and words and the slant of 
the script. 


Mrs. Halsey said graphoanalysists re- 


cognize that responsibility they carry 
when assessing a person's character. 
' "When I realize how deep into the 
psyche we can get, it's frightening," she 
said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — At each open- 


ing of a new session of Congress, the 
younger, more junior lawgivers make an 
effort to change the rules, which, by a 
curious coincidence, tend to favor older, 
more senior lawgivers.

Let the rules under which Congress op-

in my judgement the ideal choice for the 
job would be J. Parker Bros., the won- 
derful folks who brought you the game of 
"Monopoly."

Congress would be 
no challenge at all. 


THE PARKER BROS, rules .for selec-

Opening moves — On the first day ol

"Go." Through a series of moves, they 
try to advance to one of the squares 
marked "Chairman." 


In Congress, chairmen are almost al- 


ways squares. 


Options — A member may advance ei- 


ther via "Longevity," which has no ob- 
stacles but takes a lot of time, or he may 
advance by "Merit," which is quicker 
but in short supply. 


Progress — Progress is determined by 


"Logrolling" Each member is allowed 
to perform five favors per s'ession and is 
entitled to collect five favors in return. 
Rate of progress depends who does what 
for whom. 


Challenge — If a member lands on a 


"Chairman" space that is already occu- 
pied, he may challenge the incumbent by 
collecting the favors, owed to him by oth- 
er members. 


Ouster — A member who is dislodged 


from a "chairman" space must either 
return to "Go" or retire and become a 
"Lobbyist."

Potters' field: in New York, 45 acres of 


ground on the windy edge of Hart Island 
In the East River; where, 2,000 years 
after Judos, society still buries its 
stringers. 


Solomon's body arrived at the field at 


mldmornlng on the day of his Interment.

Ocean Today's Frontier; 
These Men Are Its Vigilantes 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - In tho 10th 


Century frontier days private citizens 
formed vigilante groups to uphold the 
laws until authorized lawmen were avail- 
able. 


Men like Clark Cameron and Joe 


Demeter say the ocean is tho 20th Centu- 
ry's frontier and they are Its vigilantes. 


Cameron, a labor relations'man for 


Pacific Telephone, is also coordinator for 
tho Farallon Islands Patrol, a group 
made up of members of tho Oceanic 
Society. 


Tho patrol, comprised of volunteer 


yachtsmen and private pilots,' conceit 
tratcs on the 28-mile stretch between the 
Farallon Islands and San Francisco's 
Golden Gate. 


CAMERON SAYS tho patrol has three 


functions — to toko scientists to and 
from tho islands; to carry out oceanogra- 
phlc studies; and to seo if environmental 
laws are being violated and the island's 
birds and seals endangered. 


Lewis, a patrol member who lives on 


the island and studies Its animal and ma- 
rine 11/e, says oceans aro dying because 
of man's excesses. • 


Besides depleting tho animals at tho 


top ol tha seas' Ufa chain — wholes, 
seals and sea lions — the pollution being 
dumped into the oceans Is destroying the 
productivity that sustains tha whole ma- 
rine life chain, ha says. 


"It sounds funny to say we're killing 


on ocean," ho says, "but that's exactly 
what we're doing."

THAT SALARY Is a fair measure of 


New York's entire potters' field oper- 
ation. Ceremony here is eclipsed by cost 
effectiveness. And since the cemetery's 
customers are normally paupers or re- 
jects, nobody lobbies for improvements. 
The coffins are thin, unfinished, un- 
treated white' wood, which, prisoners 
say, "don't even have enough nails in 
them." The gravesites themselves are 
nothing more than gouged out communal 
trenches, 8 by 15 by 150 feet 'long, in 
which coffins are stacked three to a row. 
Burials are hasty, insensitive, altogether 
sterile affairs of absolute unavoidability. 


But what potters '/field lacks in decen- 


cy it makes up in efficiency. Eight thou- 
sand people are buried here annually. 
More than 600,000 have been planted in 
the last centuryi "The whole operation 
has been planned out thoroughly," a city 
official has said. "We don't even have to 
worry about running out of space. We 
have stopped treating the coffins with 
preservatives so that they will decom- . 
pose quickly. And every 25 years we can 
just dig up the old graves to make way ' 
for the new." 


So it was then, at this place, cursed by 


history, the prisoners burled Claude Solo- 
mon the other chilly day. And some oth- 
ers too: Mary Wilson, listed as "a Ne- 
gro"; Joseph whoso name was mis- 
spelled; Alphonso Haynes, "received 
from the city hearse." Each wrapped in 
polyethylene bags, inside those boxes, 
one of which was so ill-constructed that ' 
it whistled as the wind rushed through it 
from the East River.

A CONVICT with a red headband pre- 


pared Solomon's box. He carved a code ', 
number on the top and wrote the'man's < 
name, in crayon, along the side. "We 
make sure we can identify any box bur- 
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led," said the prisoners' guard, Edward 
Bowers. "We get several hundred dis- 
interment orders a year, and we have to 
know who's in what box. I remember 
recently when we had to dig up a guy's 
leg. He had surgery arid the amputated 
leg was buried here (potters' field re- 
ceives most dty hospital amputations). 
Anyway, after the guy's Jeg was bured 
he died himself, and we had to dig the 
leg up so he could be buried in one piece. 
No problem. We knew right where the 
leg was." 


Claude Solomon was the first one in 


the trench. Again, for identification pur- 
poses. "The old ones on the bottom, the 
young ones on top. The young ones are 
usually the first ones disinterred." The 
prisoner with the headband slid Solo- 
mon's box down a plank. Splat Into a 
half foot of ooze. The prisoner was mud- 
died. He swore. Then, with the aid of 
another man, he pushed Claude Solomon 
into his final place. 


The other boxes were deposited in or- 


der. The wind picked up. A seagull land- 
ed on a dirt hill. "The birds don't bother 
none — but the'rats, God, they eat any- 
thing." 


There was of course no ritual. Nor a 


minister. Nor words of grace for the de- 
parted. It is winter and there were no 
flowers. The dead were dead and that 
was that. 


"Cover 'em up." 
Only this story remembers Claude 


Solomon, whoever he was. Here lies a 
stranger.

Schif fman appeared to be a normal baby 
at birth, but within 18 months the bad 
lost most of her reflexes, was nearly 
blind and her body organs were falling. 


The final yean of her short life were 


spent In Rasping agony at a New York 
hospital. She died the day before Thanks- 
giving at ago five. 


Caron's parents, of Willow Grove, Pa., 


knew four years ago that their daughter 


was going to die. That's when they 
learned Caron was suffering from Tay- 
Sachs disease, an Incurable genetic ail- 
ment, named for the doctors who first 
Identified it, that occurs almost ex- 
clusively among young Jewish children 
of Eastern European ancestry. 


Most affected children die before their 


fifth birthday. The disease is caused by 
the absence of an enzyme, HexosamJni- 
dase-A, in the blood.

IF THERE IS NO cure for Tay-Sachs 
disease, now at least there are tests to 
determine if prospective parents are car- 
riers of the disease,- and if the fetus has 
Tay-Sachs. Mrs. Schilfman, who beads, 
the Delaware Valley Chapter of the Na- 
tional Tay-Sachs and Allied Disease 
Association, said in on interview:

Dear .Dr. Lamb — My husband is a 


faithful reader of your column and would 
like to know this. He takes vitamin cap- 
sules and chews them. I have told him 
they .will dissolve if he swallows them 
whole, and he will get the same benefit. 
He cannot accept that answer. He chews 
any pill or capsule'and does not believe 
they can dissolve themselves, but that 
they go undigested through your system. 
Please explain the truth. 


Dear Reader — Pills are designed to 


be dissolved in the digestive tract. The 
coating on them, including vitamin pflls 
and capsules, is usually there to save 
you from having to experience ttelr ter- 
rible taste. 


While it isn't true that medicines have 


to taste awful to be effective, it does 
seem to be true that a lot of good medi- 
cines taste pretty bad, including some 
vitamin preparations. 


Some pills are coated with a material 


to keep them from being dissolved in the 
stomach. This is because the.types of 
chemicals in the pills might be destroyed 
by the acid digestive juices in the stom- 
ach, and it is desired that they be pro- 
tected from this until they reach the in- 
testine which is more alkaline. These are 
called enteric coated pills or capsules. 


THERE ARE SOME pills that don't 


dissolve well in the digestive tract and 
might pass through 'without adequate ab- 
sorption. This is a result of faulty prepa- 
ration, if it should occur, and to my 
knowledge no pharmaceutical bouses are 
intentionally making pills of this type.

I think it's safe to say that your 
husband can swallow his vitamin pills 
and other pills and feel assured he will 
receive the full benefit from them.

Her 
first, Angel Town, located just south of 
Des Plairies in Rosemont provides full 
and part-time day care and after- 
school care for "children over 2% years 
old.

Operating an infant care center is a 


long-term dream for Lorraine Angell. 
. "We have always received calls at Angel 
Town from mothers who were frantic for 
care for their babies. For a while we 
took it upon ourselves to investigate 
home care centers in the_area and rec- 
ommend them to the mothers." 


But she found two things frustrating: 


there were not enough people willing to 
care for infants and many of those who 
did, failed to give proper care. 1, 


"WE HAD A two-year-old come to An- 


gel Town who only knew how to lie down. 
He didn't know how to sit up, roll'over or 
play. He just didn't get proper care. It 
was experiences like that that made me 
open Baby Town." 


Mrs. Angell put a two-line ad in a 


newspaper. It simply said: Infant Care 1 
month and over. 824-9106. The ad brought 
more than 20 calls. -

Mrs. Angell and her husband already 


owned two homes on'Birch Street.'They 
went to work turning one into an infant 
care center. Doors were reversed, the 
main floor completely, carpeted, walls 
painted, sheer drapes hung, Infant furni- 
ture purchased from St. Vincent's Orpha- 
nage. The building was brought up to the 
standards" of the. Des Plaines Fire Code 
and Building Code and received:certifi- 
cates of compliance from the state fire 
marshal, and city building department. 


"WHEN A;PERSON doesn't really 


know what Baby Town is like, they .think 
of a cold, bare-floored building," Mrs. An- 
gell said. "I wouldn't want my child in a 
place like that either; The parents who 
come here are thrilled when they see 
this. Baby Town is just for children.'We 
have no coffee tables, no end tables, 
nothing low down for them to grab.or fall

"We know the importance of cleanlL' 


ness. The bathroom is sanitized1 every 
day; hands are washed after handling 
each child. The house has a humidifier 
and an air purifier. The babies are re- 
quired to have .medical check-ups upon 
enrolling and we also reqvlre that the 
mothers keep us up to date after each 
doctor's .visit on changes in diet,

In one hospital, computers*are used to 


pay employes without cash or checks ex- 
changing hands. Computers also receive 
orders from doctors and pass them on to 
everyone Involved. They keep track of 
inventory, help to raise funds and make 
sure records are kept in apple pie order. 


A report on hospital 'computers, in the 


Journal, Modern Hospital, points to 
these and other aspects of the comput- 
er's impact on the health care field. The 
report to hospital administrators re- 
minds: 


"The computer has been plugged into 


just about every administrative and clin- 
ical area of some hospitals — from the 
boiler room and the business office to the 
operating suites." • 
. 


One of the most ambitious computer 


systems is on trial at the El Camlno Hos- 
pital, Mountain View, Calif. It is a pilot 
or demonstration project for the nation's 
hospitals and is supported by a nearly 
. $400,000 contract from the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare (HEW). 


THE PROJECT hopes to come up with 


some information on the cost benefits of 
a highly computerized hospital. The com- 
puter installations include .nearly four 
dozen video matrix terminals. These 
screens, something like'your television 
screen, shows diagrams and pictures and 
written things when asked — the elec- 
tronic way. 


Doctors and.nurses and others put 


things into the computer's Information 
bank •either by using: a typewriter key- 
board and-or a light pen. • 


In the pharmacy the, system Is used to 


print labels, provide information on do- 
sage. With the video display terminals 
nurses even can work up their charts 
electronically.

EACH EMPLOYE'S net wages are de-

ual banks and delivers the appropriate 
report to each bonk along with the hospi- 
tal's deposit Funds are transferred from 
the hospital's account to the employe's 
account 


Instead of a check the employe receiv- 


es a non-negotiable notification of deposit 
and a complete wage statement record. 


The success of such a'system depends, 


of course, on all employes participating. 
. The system was "sold" to the employes 


through a series of meetings led by de- 
partment managers. It was offered as an 
optional program. But 100 per cent of the 
employes Joined up.

Improving Your Home 


A Highly Personal Decision

NEW YORK (UPI) - Lives there a 


homeowner who doesn't have a list of 
homo improvements — not Just the paint- 
ing, papering and maintenance chores 
that arc part and parcel of home owning 
but remodeling projects, perhaps an ad- 
dition or two? 


The house that seemed Just perfect 


when you moved In would be so much 
more enjoyable with a family room, or 
study, or perhaps one and a half baths 
aren't really enough — although you'd 
been getting along with one. 


Or the house you've been.living In for 


years has it all over the newer models — 
except It really could do with some face- 
lifting in kitchen and baths. Or maybe 
you feel the need of a garage to replace 
the one you turned Into a playroom. Or 
you'd like a swimming pool. 


Or you like the house you have, the 


neighborhood, schools, the many good 
friends you've made — but it's Just too 
small for your growing family. Another 
bedroom or two, maybe a family room 
would make it Just perfect 


HOW TO DECIDE whether or not a 


specific Improvement Is a good Idea in- 
volves many factors, and varies widely 
from house to house and family to fami- 
ly. It's a highly Individual decision. 


For the family that probably will be 


moving on within a few years, cost of the 
improvement In relation to Its, probably 
value In the marketplace may be of 
prime concern, particularly if it is a ma- 
jor undertaking. • • 


For the family which plans to remain 


In a house for a number of years on Im- 
provement that makes a house more liv- 
able — perhaps even makes a move to 
another house unnecessary — may be 
worthwhile whether or not it Will add to 
the resale value of the house. 


On a dollars and cents basis, hoxever, 


"A home Improvement actually has 
three values," says John L. Domeier, 
president .and board chairman, of Oak 
Park Federal Savings and Loan Associ- 
ation, one of the • loading .lending in- 
stitutions In the Chicago area.'. \ • 


"THE FIRST VALUE, or cost, Is what 


the owner of the house paid for the im- 
provement Second is what the improve- 
ments ire worth to a buyer 'as piut of 
the total sales price. And third is the val- 
ue contribution the lender's..appraiser 
feels the market reflects. There.can be 


considerable disagreement between the 
three," Domeier pointed out. 


To •'elp In decision making on home 


improvements, Domeier offered the fol- 
lowing list, prepared by William 
McDonnell, M.A.I., chief appraiser for 
Oak Park Federal, of common home im- 
provements, what they cost, and the per- 
centage of coat that Is likely to be recov- 
ered in the resale: 


Adding a full bath to a house in exist- 


ing space: the cost can range from $1,000 
to $2,000. If a home already has one bath, 
80 to 100 per cent of the cost may be 
recovered. If it already has 1% baths, 
the value win be close to 78 per cent, and 
it will be less than SO. per cent if the 
house already has two full baths. 


—ADDING A POWDER room (half- 


atwo-story house with onlyone bath and 
that on the second floor, a half-bath on 
the first floor is a must From 00 to 100 
per cent of the cost con be covered in the 
valaation, but less than 00 per cent if the 


house already has 1% or more baths. 


—Adding a bedroom: If you convert 


both): Costs can run $750 to $1,500. If it's 
unused space within.the ho.use, the cost 
may run $4,000 to $6,000. If you add onto 
the house, the cost may be $5,000 to 
$9,000 or even higher. The cost of adding 
a third bedroom to a two-bedroom house 
usually is 100 per cent recoverable be- 
cause three-bedroom homes are most In 
demand. But if the addition Is a fourth 
bedroom, the valuation can be 75 to 100 
per cent;'and If a fifth its contributions 
drops to less than 75 per cent. 
; , 


—Adding- a garage: Depending on 


whether it is attached or 'free-standing, 
one-car or two-car, .a garage cost will 
run anywhere from $1,500 to $3,000 or 
more. At sale, valuation can be from 50 
to 100-per cent of the cost The house 
may be worth less if it has no garage 
one can't be added. .Where parking ord 1- 
nances restrict overnight street parking, 
a two-car garage is a must.

It takes 500 commemorative 
stamps to realize $1 and just one of these 
stamps will provide almost one half 
pound of surplus food.

Have you ever 
run across the process of prints being 
made Into antique pictures with cheese 
cloth and then being shellacked? If so, 
I'd appreciate the details — and I'm sure 
others would, loo.

You've had me rummaging through 


my files. And, yea, we did get in- 
structions several years ago for just such 
o project. Mind you, I've never seen the 
finished product, but the outline seems 
quite practical. 


You select a print that has nothing on 


the back, cut away any margin, and 
paste evenly on a piece of thin board, 
the exact size of the picture. A quarter- 
inch board Is the most satisfactory. The 
Instructions say an artist's stretched can - 
vas Is Ideal if one Is willing to go to that 
expense. 


Cover the picture with white shellac 


and lei dry (this takes only a few min- 
utes), then lay over It very smoothly a 
piece of ecru cheesecloth. Pull the 
cnecsccloth around the edges of the 
board or frame and tack down so it Is 
perfectly smooth in front Then shellac 
tho cheesecloth and the antique is done. 
If you can only find white cheesecloth, 
you can dip it In tea and dry it. It will 
take on a shade lo blend perfectly with 
the shellac.

Trade Commission have been trying to 
go to bat (or consumer! who find them- 
Mlvea possessing a defective piece of 
merchandise which they bought with a 
credit card, and who mutt pay the credit 
card company despite their dis- 
satisfaction. 
Legislation to hold credit card com- 


panics, banks and other third parties in 
credit transactions responsible for the 
quality of the merchandise has been 
pushed in Congress by Sen. William 
Proxmire (D-Wls.) and ultimately 
squelched. 


The latest development la a proposal 


by the Federal Trade Commission to 
enact « ruling along the same lines. Al- 
though some reports on the proposal, 
which was announced last week, have 
suggested that the proposed rule "could 
become effective later this year," such 
chances appear to us to be quite slim. 
Not only are credit card companies and 
other financial institutions fighting it 
with their considerable strength, but the 
proposal opens up an extremely complex 
issue with all sorts of legal questions and 
problems that will have to be ironed out 
before it can become a realistic proposal. 


ACCORDING TO Jack Borman, gener- 


al mannger of BankAraericard division 
at the First National Bank In Chicago, 
that company "recognizes that con- 
sumers have legitimate complaints," but 
he added, "we have no way of knowing 
which are legitimate." 


The proposal, he said, puts the credit 


card company "In an awkward-position" 
that would require "a lot of extra work 
and expense." The company would be 
cast in the "difficult role of mediator," 
and would have to identify legitimate 
complaints among card-holders as well 
as determining the legitimacy of retai- 
lers. 


One result, Borman predicted, would 


bo increased costs and restricted mem- 
bership In credit card plans. 


A spokesman for the Bank and Trust 


Company of Arlington Heights also pre- 
dicted that such a rule would "tighten up 
loans considerably." Ho also suggested 
that there would be "legal problems in- 
volving the third party suing the seller." 


ANOTHER COMPLICATION, accord- 


Ing to Borman, is the fact that the FTC 
has no jurisdiction over banks, so that 
such a requirement as that proposed 
would have to be approved and adminis- 
tered on an inter-agency basis, rather 
than by a unilateral ruling of the FTC. 


Borman pointed out that the procedure 


of passing credit obligations on to third 
parties — legally termed "holder in due 
course" — has Its roots in English com- 
mon law, and as a result has long been 
Ingrained in the American commercial- 
legal system. 


"You cannot always Just legislate solu- 


tions," Borman remarked, noting that 
the problem of where to lay responsi- 
bility for the original sales transaction 
has always accompanied the "holder in 
duo course" procedure. 


Borman argued that "the philosophy 


behind this proposal is wrong." The idea 
that credit card companies havo inter- 
jected themselves between the seller and 
buyer, and therefore are shirking the re- 
sponsibility which they should hove as- 
sumed — namely, to guarantee satisfac- 
tion to the consumer — Is "fallacious," 
Borman said. 


"BEFORE CREDIT cords, people paid 


, and under those circumstances 


they had no recourse either," Borman 
said.-

But, be added, credit card companies 


have not Just Ignored the problem of 
card-holders' satisfaction with merchan- 
dise. He said BankAmericard has many 
times withdrawn its business from mer- 
chants with whom card-holders have 
been Justifiably displeased. 


Borman attributed the legislation to 


"politics" and to the desire of legislators 
to Identify with the consumer movement. 


But the issue probably will not be put 


to rest so easily. Lynn Mills of the Con- 
sumer Federation of Illinois told the Her- 
ald that "we have supported this (pro- 
posal) a long time." 
.

"Consumers ore in no.way protected 


from getting faulty merchandise" when 
they use credit or a loan to pay, she said. • 
. HOWEVER, cn has not encountered 
problems with credit cards in this re- 
spect, according to Miss Mills. "The 
problems we've had relate to companies 
who sell the buyer's contract to a loan 
company," she sold. 


Miss Mills does not foresee credit or 


loan re strictions following the propose d 
ruling. "I don't think the two (lender re- 
sponsibility for product quality and the 
availability of loans) are connected," she 
said. 
Clearly, some mechanism is ne eded to 


provide consumers wi th legal recourse 
when they buy on credit or a loan and 
find the merchandise unsatisfactory. At 
present, they ore over a barrel in this 
situation. 
. 


But, the FTC proposal, despite its two 


years in the making, seems superficial 
and ill advised.

Eugenia First Woman Nominated For House Speaker

SPRINGFIELD, 111. - State Rep. Eu- 


genia S. Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, 
became the first woman In Illinois his* 
tory yesterday to be nominated for the 
post of Speaker of the House. 


As the House battled through Its sixth 


deadlocked ballot, Mrs. Chapman and 
Rep. Eugene S. Schllckmon, R-Arlington 
Heights, were at the focal point of bitter 
battles on both sides of the aisle. 


Mrs. Chapman had become the weapon 


In an effort by "Independent" Democrats 
to force reform concessions from Demo- 
cratic Minority Leader Rep. Clyde 
Choate, D-Anna, who still was struggling 
oarly yesterday evening to wrest the

spcakcrslilp from the Republican major- 
ity. 


On the fifth ballot, taken after nearly 


three hours of closed-door conferences, 
Choate had risen to a total of 72 votes, 16 
short of those needed for election. On 
that same ballot, Mrs. Chapman re- 
.ceived 15 votes. As the sixth ballot pro- 
gressed Choate, Mrs. Chapman and Rep. 
Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoc, the Instigator 
of the movement against Choate in the 
Democratic Party, all were absent from 
the floor and believed to be in confer- 
ence. 


Katz' and his supporters had vowed 


they never would vote for Choate unless 
he agreed to their program of House re- 
forms. 


ON THE OTHER side of the aisle, 


Schllckman nominated the man many 


Republicans hoped would be able to force 
.the. ouster of past Speaker W. Robert 
Blair of Evanston and force a com- 
promise Republican candidate. After the 
nomination of Rep. Henry J. Hyde, 
R-Chlcogo, by Schllckman, Hyde re- 
ceived only three first-ballot votes. 


Blair fell two votes short of the needed 


majority, however, and on the second 
ballot he slipped from 84 to 59 votes. On 
that ballot Hyde's total rose to 29 and 
neither man could gain on the sub- 
sequent ballots. 
' Peggy Smith Martin of Chicago newly 
elected to the House, made the historic 
nomination of Mrs. Chapman. 


On the first ballot, Mrs. Chapman 


voted for Katz and received only Mrs. 
Martin's vote. Katz withdrew on the sec- 


ond ballot, however, and Mrs. Chapman 
attracted a bloc of 16 votes. 


The first ballot ended with the follow- 


ing totals: Blair, 84; Choate 69; Katz 13; 
Rep. Tobias Barry, D-Ladd, 1, and Mrs. 
Chapman, 1. 


CHOATE AND Blair's totals remained 


stable until the fifth ballot, when Rep. 
Don Pierce, D-Highland Park,'switched 
from Mrs. Chapman to Choate, and Rep. 
John G. Pary, D-Chicago, was brought 
from his hospital bed In a wheelchair to 
cast his vote for Choate. 


Schllckman and the other anti-Blair 


representatives operated during the first 
ballot from printed sheets that told them 
just how many votes they needed to stop 
Blair. 


The strategy was based on the House 


rule that says the speaker must receive 
a majority of those "present and vot- 
ing." By voting present, members can 
. reduce the number of votes the winner 
needs. 
' 


With two Democrats absent, and three 


others voting present, two Republicans 
equipped with the statistical sheets, rose 
and changed their votes from Blair to 
"present," reducing the total he needed 
to one, but depriving him of two votes. 


In nominating Hyde, Schlickman made 


pointed references to charges against 
Blair's conduct of the House. 


"We members," he said, "have too of- 


ten allowed ourselves to be used If not 
bought and sold; we have too often been 
seduced by our leaders Into approving 
deals made behind closed doors."

of the Elk Grcve Mobile Home Court, 941 
W. Hlgglns Rd., Elk Grove Township, 
ore now wondering just what they're go- 
ing to do In case a fire occurs. 


The Elk Grove Fire Department cut off 


all fire protection, except for emergency 
evacuations, at the trailer pork at mid- 
night last Jan. 3 after the present own- 
ers, Charles Gaugcr and Mary Shcr, re- 
fused to honor a verbal agreement for 
flro protection reportedly made between 
the former owner, the lato Louis Gaugcr, 
and the village. 


In a random survey by the Herald ask- 


ing trailer pork residents their opinions 
on the cutoff of fire protection, most of 
those polled expressed a feeling of bewil- 
derment. When asked what she planned 
to do If a fire occurred, one woman, who 
asked that she not be identified, an- 
swered, "I don't know. What arc you go- 
Ing to do?" Her response was typical of 
most residents. 


HUT THEItE were some .residents who 


had a definite opinion about the cutoff. 
And that — In a word — was outrage. 


Racing Board Suit 
Goes Before County 


Hearing of Illinois Attorney-General 


William J. Scott's suit against the Illinois 
Racing Board will begin at 2 p.m. today 
In Cook County Circuit Court. 


Scott filed suit last month in an at- 


tempt to clear up the controversy sur- 
rounding the awarding of racing dates to 
associations owned largely by William S. 
Miller, who has been Indicted with Gov. 
Otto Kcmcr In the race track stock scan- 
dal. Scott alleges that dates may not be 
lawfully awarded to someone under in- 
dictment. Scott said that Miller putting 
his holdings Into a trust fund makes no 
difference lo him. 


Jury selection In Kcrncr's trial began 


last week. Hearings on the 1973 racing 
schedule by the state Legislative In- 
vestlgotlng Commission begun In mid- 
December have been recessed until the 
commission members arc through with 
General Assembly business In Spring- 
field. 


"All they do is take our rent and forget

The village has offered to provide fire

But, 
snid Mrs. Epps, "If everybody gets to- 
gether for the' fire protection; they'll 
raise tho rent $7 a month." She said she 
would rather sell her trailer and leave 
the park even though she feared she 
would have to sell the trailer at a loss. 


Village officials Indicate that thus far 


tho trailer park owners have not re- 
sponded to their latest offer. Efforts by 
tho Herald to reach the trailer park own- 
ers were unsuccessful. 


Mrs. Harvey Endy, also a resident of 


Charles Street, said she wouldn't mind 
paying "something" toward the payment 
of fire protection, but the $7 a month 
seems "very steep," she said. "When we 
lived In Schiller Park, we only paid $25 
for police and fire both for the year." 


Another Charles Street resident said 


that she would be willing to pay tho 
monthly fee, but doubted whether it 
would do much good. "You get absolute- 
ly no satisfaction whatsoever (from the 
management,)" she said. 


APPARENTLY, the management told 


several residents, when they inquired, 
that If there Is a fire they should call the 
Schaumburg Fire Department. However, 
according to Schaumburg Fire Chief 
Lloyd Abrahamsen, "for me to go over 
there without the sanctioning of Elk 
Grove Village would create a lot of hard 
feelings.'" 


Abrahamsen did say that he would re- 


spond to a fire call if he could get per- 
mission from tho Elk Grove Fire Depart- 
ment first. He also sold that he would 
provide all emergency service, not only 
that of emergency evacuation provided 
now by Elk Grove Village. "I'll do both 
— no problem,'.' said Abrahamsen. 


Sometimes, an unincorporated area, 


such as that in which the trailer court is 
located, receives fire protection through 
a tiro protection district. But according 
to Village Mgr. Charles Willis, the trailer 
pork Is not in any fire protection district.

—The present board would continue to 


.operate other village Community Service 
programs. 


". SPEES SAID THE reorganization com- 
mittee had met with representatives 
from the state mental health department 
and the Suburban Community Chest. The 
representatives were satisfied with the 
reorganization proposal and indicated 
their agencies would continue financial 
support for the'programs. 


Reorganization must be approved first 


by the Community Service board and 
then by the present not-for-profit corpo- 
ration.

The stock market lost a little ground

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$16455 Appropriated For Plan 
Paramedic Program Expected In Late February 


An emergency paramedic care pro- 


dram ihould be in operation in Elk 
Grove Village by Ihe end of February, 
Fire Chief Allen Hulett said yesterday. 


The program, which Involves trained 


firemen giving emergency medical treat* 
ment to patients on the scene, was ap- 
proved unanimously by the board of 
trustees Tuesday. Up to $16,155 was ap- 
propriated to outfit one fire department 
ambulance with the necessary commu- 
nications and life-saving apparatus and 
to pay for the training of firemen. 


Included in the appropriation was 


some $3,600 to reimburse firemen who 
have taken the training on their own for 


their time and expenses. Hulelt esti- 
mated It would .cost about $6,400 to buy 
the equipment for an ambulance. 


The board has authorized up to 14 fire- 


men to take an emergency medical train- 
ing course, and Hulett said a number of 
the men would be enrolled in the training 
class which starts the end of February at 
Harper College. 


The trustees have indicated that even- 


t u a l l y two ambulances would be 
equipped for paramedic operations. How- 
ever for the present time Hulett said one 
ambulance would be assigned to the fire 
station on Landmeier Road. 


UNDER THE PROGRAM, doctors at 


Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights will give instructions to 
paramedic teams over a two-way radio, 
but patients would be taken to the closest 
hospital, which, in the case of the vil- 
lage, is Alexian Brothers Medical Center. 


In other business, the trustees con- 


curred with village president Charles 
Zettek in the appointments of Raymond 
Brandt, 1368 Cumberland Circle West; 
Anthony Inzerollo, 371 Laurel St., and 
Ronald Paglla, 489 S. Arlington Heights 
Rd., to the Zoning Board of Appeals. 


Two new firefighters and one paid-on- 


call fireman were sworn in at Tuesday's 
trustees meeting. The regular firemen 


are James Derma of Bensenville, and 
James McArthur of Chicago.

Licensing Board Delays Hospital Recommendation

SPRINGFIELD, III. — Members of the 


state hospital licensing board voted yes- 
terday to delay making any recommen- 
dation until April 11, on a request for an 
operating 
permit for the proposed 


Schaumburg branch of Rush-Prcsby- 
terlon-St. Luke's Medical Center. 


Board members cited the desire to re- 


view a feasibility study being prepared 
for the northwest Cook County Health 
Needs Study Committee as the major 
reason for delaying action on the permit 
request. 


The hospital Is proposed for the north 


side of Schaumburg Road,, west of 
Rosello Road. The study Is expected to 
be presented today In Its final form. 


Before taking action, the seven-man 


board listened to nearly two hours of pre- 
sentation from persons favoring Imme- 
diate action on the request and others 
urging the delay. 


Besides a team of representatives from 


Prcjbytcrlan-St. Luke's including hospi- 
tal president 
Dr. James Campbell, 


Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. Atchcr 
and Mrs. Jean Kesscll, a leader In the 
effort to establish a local hospital also 
spoke In favor of granting the permit. 


The recommendation, cither for or 


against the permit request, will be made 
by tho state board at their next quarterly 
meeting. 


NUMEROUS ARGUMENTS requesting 


any action be delayed until the com- 
pletion of the planning study came from 
Michael Redmond, representing Hoffman 
Estates, Hanover Park Mayor Richard 
Baker, Leo Hlckman'of Comprehensive 
Health Planning Inc.; and Mrs. Carol 
Johnson, representing tho Timbercrcst 
Homeowners' Association. 


One board member, Dr. William Lees 


of Llncolnwood, said, "I am In full sym- 
pathy with Presbyterian St. Luke's, but I 
would like to take a look at all the plan- 
ning Information available." 


Lees, one of the most outspoken board 


members, challenged Atchcr during the 
discussion when the mayor sold many 
persons had died because a hospital is 
not available in Schaumburg. Lees asked 
Atchcr to document these incidents. 


Just before'the board took action, Lees 


said "I am tired of the health care deliv- 
ery system being blamed for errors that 
have been made by politicians." 


GAUGES OF community support rep- 


resenting both sides of the discussion 
were presented by the two women, at the 
meeting. Mrs. Johnson gave the board a 
petition with about 240 signatures recom- 
mending action be delayed until a fuller 
study can be made. 


She also contended a hospital built on 


the site facility would contribute to flood- 
Ing and traffic congestion. She suggested 
that costs for acquiring land for future 
expansion might negate the savings real- 
ized by the donation of tho 20 acre site .on 
Schaumburg Road. 


Tho petitions were countered by Mrs. 


Kesscll who presented a large bundle of 
letters to the board supporting the hos- 
pital. She said the majority of the village 
was behind the hospital's efforts to locate 
in Schaumburg. 


Atchcr dovoted much of his presenta- 


tion to describing the planning efforts 
made by the village to develop a high 
quality community. The mayor, along 
with architects from Presbyterlan-St. 
Luke's, said claims made by Mrs. John- 
son of increased flooding problems were 
not true. 


THEY EXPLAINED that while about 


25 to 30 per cent of the site contained 
unbulldablc soil, mostly peat; more than 
enough land existed to adequately devel- 
op the hospital. 


A'tchcr also said that if some other vil- 


lage or organization could offer Presby- 
terian St. Luke's o fully developed site at 
a better location, "we would move over." 


"We are considering the needs of the 


people, not just a piece of ground," At- 
cher said. 


Similar concerns were noted by Red- 


mond, administrator at Weiss Memorial 
Hospital, Chicago, and a member of 
Hoffman Estates' plans commission. But, 
ho argued, "we can not make a decision 
until the study has been considered." 


'"The unique efforts made by the vil- 


lages and hospitals involved here cannot 
be overlooked," he added. Participating 
in the study were the villages of Rosellc, 
'Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates and 
hospitals including Northwest Commu- 
nity, Arlington Heights and Alexian 
Brothers Medical Center, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage.

War 
Efforts 


Tho Elk Grove Village Board of 


Trustees will send a letter to the North- 
vest Mosquito Abatement District Tues- 
day asking the district board members 
what U being done to combat the mos- 
quito problem in the area. : 


The village Is located in one of eight 


townships served by the abatement dis- 
trict which currently Is involved in a le- 
gal battle with the villages of Palatine 
and Schaumburg. Both villages passed 
ordinances last summer barring the use 
of malntlilon far mosquito control within 
their corporate limits. The abatement 
district, which uses malathlon, filed a 
suit claiming the villages were Inter- 
fering In (he performance of Its duties. 


Trustee Ed Kcnna said Tuesday there 


hat been a lot of dissatisfaction with the 
abatement district because of problems 
Vklth mosqultos last summer, and some 
officials In the Northwest suburbs have 
talked about trying to dissolve the dis- 
trict. 


KKNNA SAID working to dissolve the 


district was fine, but right now It was 
better to put some time and effort into 
firding out how to make the organization 
(hat presently exists work. He said that 
meant for the district to respond to the 
need* of tho communities which pay Its 
bill, to respond to officials that represent 
tho people In those communities and to 
start doing its jobs. 


"Trying to dissolve the .district Is fine, 


but at the same time we really need to 
strike a line of communications with the 
district that currently exists," he said. 


Going through another summer of a lot 


of legal discussion of how to dissolve the 
district would just bo a waste of the tax- 
payers' money, Kcnna said. He said the 
communities need to work with the exist- 
ing organization, "which supposedly has ' 
the expertise, the equipment and the 
money to get the job done now."

Schaumburg Schools To Save $85,000 


An estimated $85,000 saving will accrue 


to Schaumburg Township School Dist. 54, 
as compared with other school districts, 
in the cost of outfitting four new schools 
according to Business Mgr. Marvin J. 
Lapicola. 


The savings will come about because, 


unlike some districts, Dist. 54 officials 
prepare their own bids and supervise in- 
stallation of equipment themselves. 


Where architects and general con- 


tractors are paid for bid preparation and 
supervision of equipment installation, 
construction costs usually rise by 17 per 
cent. Total cost of equipping the four 
Dist. 54 buildings now under construction- 
is estimated at $500,000; hence the 17 per 
cont savings would be $85,000. 


TWO OF THE new buildings, Dwight 


D. Eisenhower Junior High School and 
Adolph Link School, are to be open for 
classes this September. The other two 
schools, J. Edgar Hoover and Albert 
Einstein elementary buildings, arc to 
open the following year. 


Elsenhower is the largest of the four 


schools, on a 14.4 acre site at Jones and 
Hassell roads, Hoffman Estates. The site 
was donated to the district by Hoffman- 
Rosncr Construction Co. 
.- 


Total estimated cost of Eisenhower, a 


two-story structure, is $2.4 million. The 
building is to accommodate 800 pupils in 
seventh and eighth grades. It will be the 
first junior high school in the district 
providing industrial arts and home eco- 
nomics facilities. 
Construction began 


about eight months ago. 


An elementary school, Link Is-on a 3.5- 


acre site at 900 S.W. Glen Trail in Elk 
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Grove Village, donated by Vale Construc- 
tion Co. Around the building, a 6 5 acre 
donated park site will be available to stu- 
dents. Also, a two-story building, Link 
said will contain 21 classrooms. 


TOTAL CONSTRUCTION costs, winch 


do not include costs for architects, equip- 
ment or landscaping, are estimated at 
, $732,675. Link School has been.under con- 
struction since June, with Vale donating 
$300,000 toward the building cost and 
lending the district another $300,000. The 
interest-free loan is for a 10-year period. 
Vale, which still owns about 1,100 un- 
developed acres in the district, has 
agreed to donate other school sites as 
needed. 


Construction began only about two 


months ago on Hoover School, located at 
315 N. Springinsguth Rd., on 22 acres do- 
nated to the school and Schaumburg 
Park Districts by Levitt and Sons, Inc. 
The 2-story, 30-classroom building will 
cost $992,691. The state has approved an 
interest-free, 17-year loan to finance con- 
struction. 


A total of $867,846 in contracts were 


awarded last month for construction of 
Einstein School, to be built on 4.9 acres 
donated to the district by 3-H Homes, 
Inc. At the corner of Laurie Lane and 
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Carlyle Street in Hanover Park, the two- 
story structure will contain 16 class- 
rooms. 


Four of the rooms In Einstein School 


will be devoted to special education. 


Bids on the building came in at $20,154 


less than the estimated $888,000 cost, said 
Lapicola. The building is to be financed 


under a $7.25 million bond referendum 
approved in 1970. 


Drawings arc now being prepared for 


additions to the three existing junior high 
schools in the district. The additions will 
house home economics and industrial 
arts facilities. Contracts for the additions 
are to be awarded in March.

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Suburbs Finally Get To See First-Run Movies 


by JOANN VAN WVE 


Today's first-run movies might not be 


any better but they are closer. 


Not long ago one had to make a trip 


downtown or be content to wait a good 
tix months to see a new movie of any 
caliber at a local theater. Even today old 
releases still dominate the suburban 
movie guides but there appears to be a 
gradual trend toward changing this. 


Film companies arc beginning to real- 


be the potential of the suburban market 
and releasing some first-run nfovies in 
the suburbs, bypassing the downtown cir- 
cuit. 


The most recent example Is the award- 


winning musical "1776," which is enter- 
ing its third week at the Woodfield 2 in 
Schaumburg and two other outlying sub- 
urban theaters. 
' 


"WE WERE DELIGHTED to get 


'1776'," said Ed Seguln, public relations 
director for ABC-Great States Inc., own- 
ers of the Woodfield Theaters. 


Seguln explained that when "1776" was 


released for bids by Columbia, the type 
of theaters Columbia wanted to place it 
in was defined. ABC's bid on the Wood- 
field theater "was accepted because it 
was a modern new theater serving a sub- 
urban market, had plenty of free parking 


t available and was easily accessible be- 


cause of its location by a major road and 
shopping center. 


"The film companies are running the 


show. They select the houses their mov- 
ies will be shown at. We really have little 
to say about the movies we show," said 
Seguln. 


The price, usually a percentage of the 


box office sales, and minimum length of 
the 
run are almost always pre- 


determined by the film companies and 
the only thing the distributors are bid- 
ding on is a particular house to show the 
picture. 


Film companies are not in business to 


strictly entertain but are out to make a 


profit This means they select the house 
where they feel their movie will have the 
most success. 
FOR LOCAL MOVIEGOERS this means 
they will usually have to continue to 
make the trek downtown or across coun- 
ty lines to theaters like the Callow in 
Harrington to see recently released pic- 
tures. 


The Callow is able to get movies at the 


same time as the downtown theaters be- 
caui? they are in a different region. The 
Chicago region follows closely but not ex- 
actly the boundaries of Cook County. 


"The heart of our business is down- 


town," said Seguin of ABC which owns 


five loop theaters, in addition to many in 
outlying areas. 


In the first week "The Godfather" 


brought in $220,000. It would take a sub- , -f 
urban theater seven or eight weeks to / 
take In that much, he said.

THE DOWNTOWN theaters can give a , 


good movie the best exposure because 
'( 


they attract more people and are more / 
frequently reviewed, said Seguin. This is 
good for us, good for the Hun companies 
and good for the outlying theaters be- 
cause it sets up a ready market for the 
picture when it leaves the loop. Most pic- 
tures would close within a couple of

Apartments 
For Elderly Get 
Preliminary OK

An apartment building designed for el- 


derly residents received preliminary ap- 
proval from the Wheeling Zoning Board 
Tuesday night. 


Tho zoning board unanimously voted to 


recommend granting residential zoning 
for the property at 39 S. Milwaukee Avo., 
including variations for lot size and park- 
Ing facilities. The property is currently 
zoned for business use. 


Land planner Rolf C. Campbell said 


the project would be an asset to the vil- 
lage because It would bring badly needed 
development into the central Wheeling 
business area. 


Tho proposed site Is on the cast side of 


Milwaukee Avenue north of Gcorgctowne 
Realty, Inc. Most of the property in the 
area Is zoned for business, but there are 
some apartments above retail stores. 


"It's not a typical apartment devel- 


opment," Campbell said. He said the 
project would consist of 24 one-bedroom 
apartments and 12 efficiency apartments 
designed to accommodate elderly resi- 
dents. The building will have an elevator.

spaces for every living unit. He said re- 
search has shown that elderly persons do 
not own as many cars as other families 
do. He therefore asked that the project 
bo allowed to provide only one space per 
unit. 


Parking for residents will be beneath 


and next to tho apartment building. 
Campbell said that although the building 
would be in the busy downtown Wheeling 
Area, residents would not contribute to 
local traffic problems. "Their time of 
leaving would be at an off-peak period," 
he said. 


Contract purchaser John Amoroso was 


asked if ho wuld be willing to Improve 
the alley running behind the property so 
the lley running behind the property so it 
could be used (or access to the apart- 
ment building. "It would be to our ad- 
vantage to do so," Amoroso said. 


ZONING BOARD members questioned 


whether tho building would meet the side 
lot and building height requirements of 
the village. Campbell said the 35-foot 
height requirement could be met by low- 
ering tho level of the parking facilities.. 


Developers also gurantced that the 


project would comply with tiw side lot 
requirements, even if it meant redesign- 
ing portions of the building. 


Zoning board member Al Martin said 


he was in favor of the project as It was 
presented, but would not have voted for 
it if It were located hi another area of 
the village. "I'd like to see them put this 
building up and see how it works," he 
said. 


Other zoning board members noted 


that the village had little experience with 
efficiency apartments, but they were In- 
terested in seeing how they work.

Fire Claims Life Of 78-Year-Old 


An elderly Wheeling man died in his 


smoke-filled apartment early yesterday 
morning, apparently before he had a 
chance to call for help. 


Wheeling authorities said John Mark- 


man Sr., 78, of 100 Deborah Ln., appar- 
ently died of smoke inhalation. However, 
officials are waiting for the Cook County 
coroner to officially rule on the cause of 
death. Fire officials speculated a ciga- 
rette may have caused the fire. 


Fire and police units responded to the 


fire at approximately 4:15 a.m. Police 
reported that when they arrived the 
apartment was filled with smoke and 
the door was double-locked. Firemen got 
in by breaking a glass sliding door. 


Firemen found Markman in his bed- 


room, where he was apparently trying to 
call for help on the telephone, said offi- 
cials. He was taken to Holy Family Hos- 
pital and pronounced dead on arrival. 


WHEELING PUBLIC Safety Director 


Roger Strieker said the fire damage to 


Markman's apartment was minor. He 
said the fire was confined to a chair in 
the living room. Firemen only had to 
throw the chair out of the apartment. • 


Strieker added, however, that smoke 


damage to the apartment was extensive. 
He said the smoke also traveled through 
the halls of the building. Strieker said 
the smoke was light in the hallways, 
however. 


"The construction of the building pre- 


vented extensive smoke from entering 


the halls, as well as keeping the fire 
, from spreading," said Strieker. 


No date has been set for the coroner's 


inquest into Markman's death. Officials 
"from the coroner's office have ordered 
the apartment sealed. 


Markman's death was the second fatal 


accident in Wheeling in four days. A 15- 
year-old youth accidentally hanged him- 
self in his home Sunday morning. The 
two deaths are the first two recorded for 
1973.

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Eugenia First Woman Nominated For House Speaker

SPRINGFIELD, III. - State Rep. Eu- 


genia S. Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, 
became tho first woman In Illinois his- 
tory yesterday to bo nominated for the 
post of Speaker of the House. 


As the House battled through Its sixth 


deadlocked ballot, Mrs. Chapman and 
Rep. Eugene S. Schllckman, R-Arllngton 
Heights, were at the focal point of bitter 
battles on both sides of the aisle. 


Mrs. Chapman had become the weapon 


In an effort by "Independent" Democrats 
to force reform concessions from Demo- 
cratic Minority Leader Rep. Clyde 
Choate, D-Annn, who still was struggling 
early yesterday evening to wrest the •

spcakcrshlp from the Republican major- 
ity. 


On the fifth ballot, taken after nearly 


three hours of closed-door conferences, 
Choate had risen to a total of 72 votes, 16 
short of those needed for election. On 
that same ballot, Mrs. Chapman re- 
ceived 15 votes. As the sixth ballot pro- 
gressed Choate, Mrs. Chapman and Rep. 
Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoe, the instigator 
of the movement against Choate in the 
Democratic Party, all were absent from 
the floor and believed to be in confer- 
ence. 


Katz • and his supporters had vowed 


they never would vote for Choate unless 
he agreed to their prograjn of House re- 
forms. 


ON THE OTHER side of the aisle, 


Schlickman nominated the man many 
Republicans hoped would be able to force 


the ouster of past Speaker W. Robert 
Blair of Evanston and force a com- 
promise Republican candidate. After the 
nomination of Rep. Henry J. Hyde, 
R-Chicago, . by Schlickman, Hyde re- 
ceived only three first-ballot votes. 


Blair, fell two votes short of the needed 


majority, however, and on the second 
ballot he slipped from 84 to 59 votes. On 
that ballot Hyde's total rose to 29 and 
neither man could gain on the sub- 
sequent ballots. 


Peggy Smith Martin of Chicago newly 


elected to the House, made the historic 
nomination of Mrs. Chapman. 


On the first ballot, Mrs.. Chapman 


voted for Katz and received only Mrs. 
Martin's vote. Katz withdrew on the sec- 


ond ballot, however, and Mrs. Chapman 
attracted a bloc of 16 votes. 


The first ballot ended with the follow- 


ing totals: Blair, 84; Choate 69; Katz 13; 
Rep. Tobias Barry, D-Ladd, 1, and Mrs. 
Chapman, 1. 


CHOATE AND Blair's totals remained 


. stable until the fifth ballot, when Rep. 


Dan Pierce, D-Highland Park, /switched 
from Mrs. Chapman to Choate, and Rep. 
John G. Fary, D-Chicago, was brought 
from his hospital bed in a wheelchair to 
cast his vote for Choate. 


Schlickman and the other anti-Blair 


representatives operated during the first 
ballot from printed sheets that told them 
just how many votes they needed to stop 
Blair. 


The strategy was based on the House 


rule that says the speaker must receive 
a majority of those "present and vot- 
ing." By voting present, members can 
reduce the number of votes the winner 
needs.

thority (CCHA). which is acting as the 
village's agent In negotiations with HUD. 


Walchlrk said it probably will be two 


to three yean before the units are 
planned, built and ready for occupancy. - 


.ARLINGTON HEIGHTS made appli- 
cation for 220 housing units in May, 1970. 
This week village officials were notified 
that Arlington Heights has been ap- 
proved for 119 units. 


In the past, (our sites have been men- 


tioned as possible locations for housing 
for the elderly. 


One tentative site mentioned was the 


triangular piece of property northwest of 
the Jewel Pood Store at Wing Street and 
Volt Avenue. 


Tho land la already zoned for multi- 


family development and a proposal to 
build 09 condominium units on the parcel 
Is not pending before the village board. 


A SECOND SITE that has been talked 


of Li land now occupied by he Hlll-Bchan 
lumberyard, just north of the Municipal 
Building along Arlington Heights Road. 


The village has applied for a federal 


grant to purchase the Hlll-Bchan proper- 
ty and develop It for commuter parking. 


A third possible location is the Dunton 


court parking lot, along Vail Avenue be- 
tween Campbell and Sigwalt streets. 


A fourth possible site Is on vacant land 


adjacent to the Lutheran Home and Ser- 
vice for the Aged on Oakton Street. 


In the past, Walchlrk has sold that the 


Lutheran Home site is probably too far 
from downtown shopping and trans- 
portation.

"We try to pay attention to past sales 


records but it is really hard to say what 
l>eople like. The public is rather unusu- 
al," said Mrs. CeCelea Garner, manager 
of Willow Creek Theater in Palatine.. 
" 'Love Story' was an R rated picture 
but people stood in Jlne to see it for^hours 
and hours; 'The Godfather' was very vio- 
lent but it went well also. And then some- 
thing like 'Song of Norway,' which was a 
beautiful picture, comes along and it 
falls flat." 


"YOU HAVE TO HAVE a crystal 


ball,"' said Knapp. Like many other the- 
ater owners, he has found he can't rely 
on reviews or success in other cities to 
Indicate how a particular movie will do 
at his theater.

"There isn't always, a new picture 


available and you have to find a good 
rerun to show," said Kohlbcrg. 


The sporadic release of new movies 


bothers all distributors. Film companies 
coordinate releases so they all aren't of- 
fering two new pictures the same week. 
They also frequently hold movies until 
they feel there is a good market,. .,-,.. v 


Periods where no new movies' are ^ 


being released are referred to as "or- 
phan periods" in the industry. -

Moviegoers are in for an orphan period 


from now until Easter, Seguin said. Dur- 
ing these periods, the theaters revive the 
classics like "Gone with the Wind" and 
"2001: A Space Odyssey." 
. "Dr. Zhivago" will play for three gen- 
erations and still be popular, he added.' 
"It is just that kind of picture." This' 
spring the film companies -are planning 
to rerelease "Sound of Music."

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Suburbs Finally Get To See First-Run Movies 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


Today's flnt-run movies might not be 


any better but .they are closer. 


Not long ago one had to make a trip 


downtown or be content to wait a good 
six months to sec a new movie of any, 
caliber at a local theater. Even today old 
releases still dominate the suburban 
movie guides but there appears to be a 
gradual (rend toward changing this. 


Film companies arc beginning to real- 


ize the potential of the suburban market 
and releasing some flnt-run movies In 
the suburbs, bypassing the downtown cir- 
cuit. • 


The most recent example Is the award- 


winning musical "1776," which is enter- 
ing Its third week at the Woodfleld 2 in 
Schoumburg and two other outlying sub- 
urban theaters. 


"WE WERE DELIGHTED to get 


'1776'," said Ed Seguln, public relations 
director for ABC-Great States Inc., own- 
ers of the Woodfleld Theaters. 


Seguln explained that when "1776" was 


released for bids by Columbia, the type 
.of theaters Columbia wanted to place it 
in was defined. ABC's bid on the Wood- 
field theater was accepted because It 
was a modern new theater serving a sub- 
urban market, had plenty of free parking 
available and was easily accessible be- 


cause of Its location by a major road and 
shopping center. 


"The film companies ore running the 


show. They select the houses their mov- 
ies will be shown at. We really have little 
to say about the movies we show," said 
Seguln. 


The price, usually a percentage of the 


box office sales, and minimum length of 
the run are almost 
always pre- 


determined by the Hun companies and 
the only thing the distributors are bid- 
ding on is a particular house to show the 
picture. 


Film companies are not In business to 


strictly entertain but are out to make a 


profit. This means they select the house 
where they feel their movie will have the 
most success. 
FOR LOCAL MOVIEGOERS this means 
they will usually have to continue to 
make the trek downtown or across coun- 
ty lines to theaters like the Callow in 
Harrington to see recently released pic- 
tures. 


The Callow is able to get movies at the 


same time as the downtown theaters be- 
cause they are in a different region. The 
Chicago region follows closely but not ex- 
actly the boundaries of Cook County. 
• "The heart of our business is down- 
town," said Seguln of ABC which owns 


five loop theaters, in addition to many in 
outlying areas. 


In the first week "The Godfather" 


brought in $220,000. It would take a sub- 
urban theater seven or eight weeks to 
take in that much, he said. 


THE DOWNTOWN theaters can give a 


good movie the best exposure because 
they attract more people and are more 
frequently reviewed, said Seguln. This Is 
good for us, good for the film companies 
and good for the outlying theaters be- 
cause it sets up a ready market for the 
picture when it leaves the loop. Most pic- 
tures would close within a couple of

Proceeds will be used to 


Fire Claims Life Of 78-Year-Old

An elderly Wheeling man died in his' 


smoke-filled apartment early .yesterday 
morning, • apparently .before he had a 
chance to call for help. 


Wheeling authorities said John Mark- 


man Sr., 78, of 100.Deborah LA., appar- 
ently died of smoke Inhalation. However, 
officials are waiting for the Cook County, 
coroner to officially rule on the cause of 
death. Fire officials speculated a ciga- 
rette may have caused the fire. 


Fire and police units responded to the 


fire at approximately 4:15 a.m. Police 
reported that when they arrived the 
' apartment was' filled with smoke and 


• the door was double-locked. Firemen got 
in by breaking a glass sliding door.. 


Firemen found Markman in his bed- 


room, where he was'apparently trying to' 
call for help on the telephone, said offi- 
cials. He was taken to Holy Family Hos- 
pital and pronounced dead on arrival. 


WHEELING PUBLIC Safety Director 


Roger Strieker said the fire damage to 


Markman's apartment was minor. He 
said the fire was confined to a chair in 
the living room. Firemen only had to 
throw the chair out of the apartment. 


Strieker .added, however, that smoke 


damage to the apartment was extensive. 
He said the smoke also traveled through 
the halls of the building. Strieker said 
the smoke was light in the hallways, 
however. 


"The construction of the building pre- 


vented extensive smoke from entering 


the halls, as well as keeping the fire 
from spreading," said Strieker. • 


No date has been set for the coroner's 


inquest into Markman's death. Officials 
from the coroner's office have ordered 
the apartment sealed. 


Markman's death was the second fatal

A massive blood drive In the Chicago 


area to alleviate a critical blood shortage 
has resulted In an Increase of donors In 
the Northwest suburban area.

Although the blood supply In the North- 


west area was never critical, the media 
campaign to get more donors in the Chi- 
cago area resulted in a rash of phone 
calls to area hospitals from persons in- 
terested in donating blood.

SPRINGFIELD, 111. - State Rep, Eu-

On 
that same ballot, Mrs. Chapman re- 
ceived 15 votes. As the sixth ballot pro- 
gressed Choate, Mrs. Chapman and Rep. 
Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoe, the Instigator 
of the movement against Choate In the 
Democratic Party, all were absent from 
the floor and believed to be in confer- 
ence. 


Katz and his supporters had vowed 


they never would vote for Choate unless 
he agreed to their program of House re- 
forms. 


ON THE OTHER side of the able, 


Schllckman nominated the man many

Blair of Evanston and force a com- 
promise Republican candidate.

Hughes Dismissed 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - The Supremo 


Court voted 6 to 2 to throw out a $145 
million damage Judgment against Indus* 
Irlallst Howard Hughes and the Hughes 
Tool Co., by Trans World Air Lines. 


In reversing lower federal courts, the 


majority opinion fay Justice William 0. 
Douglas held the award for violating an- 
titrust law was Invalid because the case 
was under Jurisdiction of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board and thus exempt from 
antitrust action. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and 


Justice Harry A. DIackmun dissented. 
Justice Thurgood Marshall did not par- 
ticipate In the case. 


The award of $145 million plus Interest 


was ordered originally by U. S. District 
Judge Charles M. Mctzncr In 1963 when 
Hughes failed to show up In court for the 
proceedings. U was said to have been the 
largest single Judgment ever awarded In 
a private case. 


TWA SURD FOH triple damages under

St. Luke's Permit Delayed

SPRINGFIELD, 111. - Member* of the 


ilale hospital licensing board voted yes* 
terday to delay making any recommen- 
dation until April II, on a request for an 
operating 
permit for the 
proposed 


Schaumburg branch of Rush-Presby- 
tcrlan-St. Luke's Medical Center. 


Board members cited the desire to re- 


view a feasibility study being prepared 
for the northwest Cook County Health 
Needs Study Committee as the major 
reason for delaying action on the permit 
request. 


The hospital Is proposed for the north 


side of Schaumburg Road, west of 
Roselle Road. The study Is expected to 
be presented today In Its final form. 


Before taking action, the seven-man 


board listened to nearly two hours of pre- 
sentation from persons favoring Imme- 
diate action on the request and others 
urging the delay. 


Besides a team of representatives from 


Prcsbytcrlan-St. Luke's Including hospi- 
tal president Dr. James Campbell, 
Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. Atchcr 
and Mrs. Jean Kcsscll. a leader in the 
effort to establish a local hospital also 
spoke In favor of granting the permit. 


The recommendation, cither for or 


against the permit request, will be made 
by the state board at their next quarterly 
meeting. 


NUMEROUS ARGUMENTS requesting 


any action be delayed until the com- 
pletion of the planning study came from 
Michael Redmond, representing Hoffman 
Estates, Hanover Park Mayor Richard 
Baker, Leo Hlckman of Comprehensive 
Health Planning Inc.; and Mrs. Carol 
Johnson, representing the Timbcrcrcst 
Homeowners' Association. 


One board member, Or. William Lees 


of Llncolnwood, said, "I am In full sym- 
pathy with Presbyterian St. Luke's, but I 
would like to take a look at all the plan- 
ning Information available." 


Lees, one of the most outspoken board 


members, challenged Atchcr during the 
discussion when the mayor said many 
persons had died because a hospital is 
not available in Schaumburg. Lees asked 
Atchcr to document these incidents.* 


Just before the board took action, Lees 


said "I am tired of the health care deliv- 
ery system being blamed for errors that 
have been made by politicians." 


GAUGES OF community support rep- 


resenting both sides of the discussion 
were presented by the two women at the 
meeting. Mrs. Johnson gave the board a 
petition with about 240 signatures recom- 
mending action be delayed until a fuller 
study can be made. 


She also contended a hospital built on 


the site facility would contribute to flood- 
Ing and traffic congestion. She suggested 
that costs for acquiring land for future 
expansion might negate the savings real- 
ized by the donation of the 20 acre site on 
Schaumburg Road. 


The petitions were countered by Mrs. 


Kcssell who presented a large bundle of 
letters to the board supporting the hos- 
pital. She said the majority of the village 
was behind the hospital's efforts to locate 
in Schaumburg. 


Atchcr devoted much of his presenta- 


tion to describing the planning efforts 
made by the village to develop a high 
quality community. The mayor, along 
with architects from Presbytcrian-St. 
Luke's, said claims made by Mrs. John- 
son of increased flooding problems were 
not true. 


THEY EXPLAINED that while about 


25 to 30 per cent of the site contained 
unbulldable soil, mostly peat; more than 
enough-land existed to adequately devel- 
op the hwpltaL 


Atcher also said that if some other vil- 


lage or organization could offer Presby- 
terian St. Luke's a fully developed site at 
a better location, "we would move over." 


"We are considering the needs of the 


people, not Just a piece of ground," At- 
cher said. 


Similar concerns were noted by Red- 


mond, administrator at Weiss Memorial 
Hospital, Chicago, and a member of 
Hoffman Estates' plans commission. But, 
he argued, "we can not make a decision 
until the study has been considered." 


'"The unique efforts made by the vil- 


' lages and hospitals involved here cannot 
be overlooked," he added. Participating 
in the study were the villages of Roselle, 
'Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates and ^ 
hospitals Including Northwest Commu- 
nity, Arlington Heights and Alexlan 
Brothers Medical Center, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


HIC K M A N, WHO represented the 


health planning agency which aided in 
obtaining the $12,000 state grant used for 
the study, echoed Redmond's remarks 
and said, there Is a need to define ex- 
actly what a community requires In the 
way of health facilities. 


"We don't want to build a 200-bed hos- 


pital now and find we need to add 200 
beds next year and 200 more the follow- 
ing year," he said. 


While the board delayed action on the 


Schaumburg facility they gave the go 
ahead to an identical hospital planned 
by Presbytcrian-St. Luke's in Park For- 
cst South. There was little debate on that 
permit request.

DAVID BABER, president of the com- 


pany, said the firm uses 14,000 gallons of 
water daily, but only 200 gallons becomes 
polluted. The remaining water is not ac- 
tually used in cleaning operations, but is 
used to cool dry cleaning machined. 


Babcr said the pollution source is the 


cleaning of "common wiping rags, the 
kind the service station attendant uses to 
wipe your windshield." Since wiping rags 
arc. a very small part of the company's 
business, "we could eliminate the prob- 
lem tomorrow by having someone else 
(another company) do the job. But we 
prefer to meet the problem head-on." 


Babcr 
said the company is ex- 


perimenting with new equipment and dif- 
ferent techniques in an'effort to elimi- 
nate the polluting water. 


The company Is no longer soliciting 


wiping rag business and is evaluating Its 
current list of customers to see if those 
turning In especially dirty rags can be 
dropped from service. 


The MSD initially ordered the testing 


when damage to the sewer system in the 
area was found during road construction. 


ONE HOUR CLEANERS 


had turned down his offer to give them 
the funds. 


"I was shocked and disappointed in the

Ward Boundary 
Map Approved 
By City Council 


A new ward boundary map which 


places some 350 more voters in the city's* 
4th Ward than In other wnrds was ap- 
proved Tuesday by an 8-2 vote of the 
Rolling Meadows city council. 


The ward map was approved otter the 


council agreed to waive a first reading of 
the changes, despite the protests of Aid. 
Kenneth flctzko (5th). Aid. James Hud- 
dlcston (4th), and Aid. Fred Jacobson 
(5th). Huddlcston and Jacobson also 
voted against the now boundary changes. 


The new map shows the most signifi- 


cant changes coming in the boundaries of 
the former 4th and !th wards. The new 
northernmost edge of the 4th Ward runs 
along Central Road to Rtc. S3, except for 
a portion from Wren Ln. west to Jay Ln. 
along Fullo St. That jog In the boundary 
was Included to keep Huddlcston, who 
lives at 2303 Fullc, within the ward. 


If ho had been rcdlstrlctcd out of the 


ward, Huddlcston, whose term docs not 
expire until 1079, would hover become on 
alderman at largo and two scats from 
tho ward would have had to have been 
filled in tho April elections instead of 
one. 


Tho word now becomes heavily con- 


centrated with apartments since most on 
the single family units formerly in tin 
northern half of the word have been 
shifted Into the new 3rd Word. 


THE 5TII WARD boundaries now en- 


compass the property .bordered on tho 
north by Campbell St., west by East 
Frontage Rd., south by Central Rd., and 
east by Salt Creek. Also Included in tho 
5th Ward is a section of property on the 
southwest fringe of the city bounded by 
Arbor Drive and Algonquin Road. 


Aid. Merrill Wucrch (1st), chairman 


of the committee that drew up the map, 
told the council his committee had "basi- 
cally divided tho wards Into the vicinity 
of 1,000 voters except for the 4th Ward, 
which has about 2,400. 


"Wo wanted there (In the 4th Ward) to 


try to maintain a mix of single family 
and apartment units," Wucrch said. 


When Wucrch's committee met Mon- 


day to prepare tho map, aldermen also 


said the larger number of voters in the 
ward would not be significant since voter 
turnouts In apartment dwellings is usual- 
ly not high. 


But Huddlcston and Jacobson opposed 


the plan, saying the balance in the ward 
had been weighted too heavily with 
apartment complexes. 


"I basically objected to the 2,400 voters 


in tho ward," Huddlcston said after the 
meeting. "I understand Aid. Jacobson 
had offered to take some of them out and 
move them to the 5th Ward." 


JACOftSON ,n member of the redls- 


trlcting committee, confirmed this after 
the meeting, saying he had opposed the 
boundary changes during the committee 
meeting. 


"I think the 4th Ward is too heavily 


concentrated with apartments," he said. 
"I would like to have seen Three Foun- 
tains and the Georgetown apartments 
moved to Ward 5 and Meadow Trace to 
Ward 1. I think that would have made 
the shape of the 5th Ward more con- 
sistent and the 4th Ward would not have 
lost so many of Its single family homes. 
But tho other aldermen disagreed and I 
was outvoted." ' 


Huddlcston said, however, that Jacob- 


son's plan would probably have involved 
"a lot of changing" in the otho wards 
because of shifting that would have been 
required. "A lot of good people In my 
ward ore now in tho 3rd Ward and I 
hated to lose them," Huddlcston added. . 


Although Huddleston and Jacobson were 


the only aldermen to oppose the plan In 
tho final vote, Rctzke Indicated he was 
not pleased with the procedure followed 
in presenting the ward changes. 


"Since we're seeing the map for the 


first time, I don't think we should be. 
waiving the first reading," ho said after 
Wuerch moved for tho waiver. When the 
voto was taken on final approval, how- 
ever, Rctzke cast a "yes."

SPRINGFIELD, III. - State Rep. Eu- 


genia S. Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, 
became the flnt woman In Illinois his- 
tory yesterday to be nominated for the 
post of Speaker of the House. 


As the House battled through Its sixth 


deadlocked ballot, Mrs. Chapman and 
Rep. Eugene S. Schllckman, R-Arllnqton 
Heights, were at the focal point of bitter 
battles on both sides of the aisle. 


Mrs. Chapman had become the weapon 


In an effort by "Independent" Democrats 
to force reform concessions from Demo- 
cratic Minority Leader Rep. Clyde 
Chontc, D-Anna, who still was struggling 
early yesterday evening to wrest the

Chapman 


speakcrshlp from the Republican major- 
ity. 


On the fifth ballot, taken after nearly 


three hours of closed-door conferences, 
Choate had risen to a total of 72 votes, 16 
short of those needed for election. On 
that same ballot, Mrs. Chapman re- 
ceived 15 votes. As the sixth ballot pro- 
gressed Choate, Mrs. Chapman and Rep. 
Harold A. Katz, D-GIcncoe, the Instigator 
of the movement against Choate in the 
Democratic Party, all were absent from 
the floor and believed to be In confer- 
ence. 


Katz and his supporters had vowed 


they never would vote for Choate unless 
he agreed to their program of House re- 
forms. 


ON THE OTHER side of the aisle, 


Schllckman nominated the man many 
Republicans hoped would be able to force 


the ouster of past Speaker W. Robert 
Blair of Evanston and force a com- 
promise Republican candidate. After the 
nomination of Rep. Henry J. Hyde, 
R-Chicago, by Schlickman, Hyde re- 
ceived only three first-ballot votes. 


Blah- fell two votes short of the needed 


majority, however, and on the second 
ballot he slipped from 84 to 59 votes. On 
that ballot Hyde's total rose to 29 and 
neither man could gain on the sub- 
sequent ballots. 


Peggy Smith Martin of Chicago newly 


elected to the House, made the historic 
nomination of Mrs. Chapman. 


On the first ballot, Mrs. Chapman 


voted for Katz and received only Mrs. 
Martin's vote. Katz withdrew on the sec- 


ond ballot, however, and Mrs. Chapman 
attracted a bloc of 16 votes. 


The first ballot ended with the follow- 


ing totals: Blair, 84; Choate 69; Katz 13; 
Rep, Tobias Barry, D-Ladd, 1, and Mrs. 
Chapman, 1. 


CHOATE AND Blair's totals remained 


stable until the fifth ballot, when Rep. 
Dan Pierce, D-Highland Park, switched 
from Mrs Chapman to Choate, and Rep 
John G. Fary, D-Chlcago, was brought 
from his hospital bed In a wheelchair to 
cast his vote for Choate. 


Schlickman and the other anti-Blair

"If a resident felt he Jost his vote 


somehow or was disenfranchised in some 
way, he could petition the city council to 
seek a change," City Atty. Don Rose 
said. "The city council has the last word 
on the drawing of the map, though, un- 
less it was found to be in violation of 
civil rights laws, which I don't think it 
is," he added. 


According to Rose and Robert J. 


O'Rourke, a spokesman for Atty. Gen. 
William Scott's office, a citizen could 
also file a lawsuit against the city's re- 
mapping to contest the new ward bound- 
aries. 


"It would probably require a suit in 


federal district court stating something 
to the effect that the one man, one vote 
p r i n c i p l e had not been followed," 
O'Rourke said. - 


The "one man, one vote" doctrine 


stems from an interpretation of the 14th 
Amendment handed down by the Su- 
preme Court in 1964. Four years later the 
ruling was extended to apply to local 
governmental units by a Supreme Court 
ruling on a case known as Avcry vs. 
Midland County, Tex. 


THE CASE involved a challenge from 


a commissioner on the constitutionality 
of badly reapportioned voting districts in 
the county. The Supreme Court ruled 
that the national policy of defining dis- 
trict boundaries on the basis of popu- 
lation should apply to districting on a lo- 
cal level as well. 


Because of this, there could be some 


question on the legitimacy of the new 4th 
Ward boundaries defined by the city, 
since that ward contains about 350 more 
registered voters than any of the city's

School Officials 
See Staff Cuts 
For Next Year 


A slight reduction In the classroom 


teaching staff In Mount Prospect Dist. 57 
Is feasible next year, according to a re- 
port on enrollment and staff needs for 
the next five years. 


The report, drawn up by Dist. 57 ad- 


ministrative officials, Indicates the class- 
room teaching staff may bo decreased by 
four next year If current school bound, 
aries and clasa sizes remain the same. 


The Dist. 57 board has not yet set a 


data to consider staffing for 1073-74. Any 
decision on teacher cuts must bo made 
by the board. However, according to WU-. 
Horn Holloway, finance committee chair- 
man, If there are reductions, they would 
be In classroom teachers. There will be 
no reduction In* non-classroom teachers, 
such as music teachers who travel from 
room to room and school to school. 


In order to estimate the projected staff 


reductions, "Air. Buscnhart went through 
and used tho details of the pupil projec- 
tion and saw how many classes there 
were going to be In each school," Hollo- 
way said. "As the population declines, 
there will be less classes," he said. 


ACCORDING TO the estimated enroll- 


ment projections, the greatest loss of en- 
rollment Is .expected In grades four 
through six, with the number of students 
dropping from 1,210 In 1072-73 to an esti- 
mated 876 students In 1977-78. The lowest 
decrease Is expected In grades seven and 
eight. 


Despite the continued decline In enroll* 


mcnt, there are no school closings being 
planned In tho next year, according to 
Board President Robert Novy. However, 
Navy has said before that ho thinks tho 
board will consider the subject of school 
closings In 1074. 


With' fewer students, the district could 


lose more state aid money every year If 
the stale aid formula remains the same. 
According to a three-year financial pro- 
jection for tho district made by the board 
finance committee, without an increase 
in'state aid money, the education fund 
could bo "in serious trouble" In three 
years. 


Tho district could face a deficit of up 


to $360,000 In this fund in 1075-76 if there 
Is no change in assessed valuation, tax 
rales or tho stale aid formula, the com- 
mittee predicted.

Village officials are looking closely at 


tho revenue figures because this fiscal 
year is tho first by which business li- 
cense fees have been computed with new 
standards. Last March the village board 
adopted a new ordinance that eliminated 
tho flat fee for each kind of business. 
Now tho license fees are computed on 
the basis of services needed to regulate 
the business (such as fire and health in- 
spections) and by the square footage of 
the business. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert has said the 


board's intent in passing the new ordi- 
nance was to meet costs (for the In- 
spections) and not to generate revenue. 
He said that the revised fee schedule 
should bring in about the same amount 
In fees as was generated by the old 
schedule. At that time, Teichert esti-

They Came With A Buck... And Hope

They came with a buck and a lot of 


hope. For $1 down and.$l a week they 
could buy a new future. 


They were settlers of the Forest Elver 


subdivision, a small unincorporated area 
just north of Dos Plaines and east of 
Mount Prospect 


William Bahnmaler, in 1934 manager 


and late owner of the Hapsburg Inn on 
River Road, saw them arrive: "Many of 
them put down their last dollar to buy 
here: the Germans, the Polish, the Ir- 
ish, the Italians, all those who had bad 
luck In Chicago. They came with the af- 
ter effects of the Depression. They bad 
guts," Bahnmaler recalled. "But not all 
were-poor. A few of the rich also came 
out here, to build a summer and week- 
end home,- to make an investment. 
They'd buy three or four lots at a 
crack." -^ 
• Land was cheap then. The Walsh Real- 
ty Co.' was subdividing the 84 acres that 
once belonged to farmers Jjm Rice and 
Johnny Merrian. For as'llttlo as $225 and 
no more than $300, you could buy a half 
acre. The newcomers signed on the dot- 
ted line. And they started to build In the 


• area now bounded by Foundry Road, 
River Road, Maryyllle Academy in Des 
Plaines and the Soo Line R.R. tracks. 


"THEY BUILT with whatever they 


could find. They dug their own wells. 
There weren't any rules about building 


then. The people just used good judg- 
ment and that was good enough,',' Bahn- 
maier explained. • 


For some people, like Magdalene Rem- 


sing and her family, their first home In 
Forest River was a tent. She, her hus- 
band and son were the first family to 
arrive in Forest River In July, 1935. 


Mrs. Remslng reminisced: "We got 


our materials for a house from second- 
.hand lumber yards. I remember one day 
my son and I went out, and when we got 
back, my" husband bad moved the tent 
inside the shell of a house. 
- "It was very friendly then. Everything 
•that was mine was yours; TVB very sel- 
dom used money. We just borrowed from 
each other and we never had to lock the 
doors or the windows." • 


BUT THERE ALSO were hard times. 


According to Mrs. Remslng some Forest 
River residents almost lost their homes 
and their land. 
, 


"The Interest on the land, 6 per cent, 


was bad. And as soon as you missed a 
payment, the man came knocking at 
your door. Many peoople didn't read the 
fine print in the contract that said you 
had to pay (something) once a week no 
matter if you paid in advance," she ex- 
plained, adding that some residents 
would go Into town only to return to find 
a man posting a "To Be Sold" sign on 
their front door. ' 
"• 


• 
In the 1930's, residents tended to set- 


i ting up their homes and vegetable gar- 


dens. If their wells dried out, they went 
to a pump in the forest preserve across 
River Road and hauled water back in 
milk cans. The mall was delivered by the 
Des Plaines Post Office to boxes lined 
along River Road. 


Most of the men were tradesmen and 


(Worked in. the area or had their own 
small businesses. Those employed in Chi- 
cago, could catch a Soo Line R. R. train 
at the Feehanville Station in the subdivi- 
sion. If they wanted, they could walk into 
Des Plaines to catch a Chicago & North 
Western Ry. train, which ran on more 


. regular schedule. 


WHILE THE MEN went off to work, 


the children went off to Feehanville 


' School. Built In 1923, it was the first Dist. 


26 school. Mrs. Rcmsing was one of the 
three scnool board members at the time. 


"There were no toilets, no electricity 


and bad water at the school. We had to 
fight with .the farmers because they 
didn't want their taxes raised. And at 
that time we were only working with a 
budget of about $6,000," she said. The 
current Dist. 26 budget is more than $3 
million. 


In 1937, Mrs. Rcmsing started the first 


-Dist. 26 PTA. "We used to carry hot 
lunches across Foundry in soup pots," 
she recalled. "We used to make the 
lunches over at Ma Klemen's — a store 
'and candy counter up on Foundry." 


The subdivision "grew up," as Bahn-

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First Woman Ever. Nominated 
Eugenia Gets Speaker Bid

SPRINGFIELD, 
HI. - The Illinois 


House of Representatives lost night final- 
ly rcelcetcd a Republican Speaker, W. 
Robert Blair of Evanston, following a 
day of bitter political infighting which 
swirled around Rep. Eugene F. Schllck- 
man, It-Arlington Heights, and Rep. Eu- 
genia S. Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, 
who became the first woman In Illinois 
history to be nominated for the speak- 
ershlp. 


Having been deadlocked through seven 


ballots nnd seven hours, the House final- 
ly went Into a long adjournment whllo 
Schllckman and Rep. John Hirschfcld, 
It-Champaign, finally got the conference 
they had been demanding with Blair. 
Both Schllckman and Hirschfcld had 
vowed they would never vote to rcclcet 
Blair. They held out firmly throughout 
the day despite intense pressures which 
Schllckman declared on the floor of the 
House included a call from the White 
House, calls from Jhrec aides to former 
Gov. Richard Ogllvlc, and other emmis- 
sarles. 


Throughout the long session with Blair, 


others among the 28 or 29 Republicans 
who cast their votes for Rep. Henry J. 
Hyde, R-Chlcago, whom Schllckman has 
nominated, declared they would continue 
to vote for Hyde until released by the 
two dissidents. 


When Hyde finally emerged from 


chambers behind the House quarters

with his arm around Schllckman, it was 
the signal that the battle was over. 


Hyde immediately withdrew his name 


from nomination and following emotional 
speeches by Schllckman and Hirschfeld, 
Blair's reelection proceeded.

The first ballot ended with the follow- 


ing totals: Blair, 84; Choate 69; Katz 13; 
Rep. Tobias Barry. D-Ladd, 1, and Mrs. 
Chapman, 1.

CHOATE AND Blair's totals regained 


stable until the fifth ballot, when Rep. 
Dan Pierce, D-Hlghland Park, switched 
from Mrs. Chapman to* Choate, and Rep. 
John G. Fary, D-Chicago, was brought 
from his hospital bed in a wheelchair to 
cast his vote for Choate. 


Schllckman and the other anti-Blair 


representatives operated during the-first 
ballot from printed sheets that told them 
just how .many votes they needed to stop 
Blair. 


The strategy was based on the House 


rule that says the speaker must receive 
a majority of those "present and vot- 
ing." By voting present, members can 
reduce the number of votes the winner 
needs. 


With two Democrats absent, and three 


others voting present, two Republicans 
equipped with the statistical sheets, rose 
and changed their votes from Blair, to 
"present," reducing the total he needed 
to one, but depriving him of two votes. 


In nominating Hyde, Schllckman made 


pointed references to charges against 
Blair's conduct of the House. 


"We members," he said, "have too of- 


ten allowed ourselves to be used If not 


•' bought and sold; we have too often been , 
seduced by our leaders Into approving 
deals made behind closed doors."

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Physician Sought 
For CAP Services 


A physician who would oversee the 


Mount Prospect Pump House Hotline 
and the ICE House Counseling Center on 
a part-time basis Is being sought by vil- 
lage officials. 


Village Mgr. Robert Epplcy said yes- 


terday he has two psychiatrists In mind 
for the job, but refused to say who they 
are. "We haven't really approached any- 
one yet; but we will," Epplcy said. "We 
won't be hiring but Instead will enlist 
someone's services at a nominal fee of 
no more than $000." 


Currently the hotline and counseling 


center, both programs of the Mount 
P r o s p e c t Community Action Plan 
(CAP), are supervised by social thera- 
pists. Epplcy said he decided to seek a 
professional physician upon the recom- 
mendation of Mike Mechan, hotline su- 
pervisor; Jackie Kruse, ICE House su- 
pervisor, and Marjorle Boswell, village 
director of health services. 


"We would like to see. him outline 


training for volunteers and provide psy- 
chiatric back-up if we need It," Epplcy 
said. He said Mechan and Mrs. Kruso 
would retain their current positions but 
would be under the physician's direction. 


In the past, hotline volunteers have 


been trained by the Forest Hospital Post- 
graduate Center in DCS Plaincs. ICE 
House volunteers we're trained both by 
Mrs. Kruso and the Northwest Mental 


Health Association (NMHA), a state fun- 
dcd agency. NMHA also provided con- 
sulting services for counselors at the ICE 
House. 


MRS. DOSWELL stressed the village Is 


not unsatisfied with NMHA. "The new 
consultant may be someone from North- 
west. We have not ruled out someone 
who has a master's degree in,social 
work," she said. "We're not going to ex- 
clude Northwest from our resources. But 
our own consultant would be easily avail- 
able and I think he would give the two 
programs more credence in the commu- 
nity." 
. 


Money for the consultant's fee will 


come from, village funds as do the sala- 
ries of Mechan and Mrs. Kruse. How- 
ever, the two facilities arc still classified 
as CAP projects 
and not village 


agencies. 


Retaining a professional consultant is 


only one step In the current reorganiza- 
tion of CAP and its programs. At the 
urging of Mayor Robert Telchert, repre- 
sentatives of 18 civic organizations have 
said they would serve on an advisory 
group that would set policy for CAP. The 
group would also select an executive 
board to carry out day-to-day decisions, 
according to current plans. 


The first meeting of the advisory group 


will probably be this month, Telchert 
said. However, no date has been set.

THE BLOOD donation klckoft has been 


tentatively scheduled for 1 p.m. to 7 p.m. 
Jan. 26 at the municipal building, 112 E. 
Northwest Hwy., • Scholten said. 'Under 
terms of the agreement, to be signed by 
the mayor, the community's blood needs 
will be covered as soon as the first 0.5 
per cent of the population has donated 
blood. 


Thereafter, 1 per cent of the commu- 


nity will be required to donate blood dur- 
ing each three-month period for the cov- 
erage to be continued.

SPRINGFIELD, III. — The Illinois 


House of Representatives lust night final- 
ly reclcctcd a Republican Speaker, W. 
Robert Blair of Evanston, following a 
day of bitter political Infighting which 
swirled around Rep. Eugene F. Schllck- 
mnn, R-Arllngton Heights, and Rep. Eu- 
genia S. Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, 
who became the first woman In Illinois 
history to bo nominated for the speak- 
ershlp. 


Having been deadlocked through seven 


ballots and seven hours, the House final- 
ly went Into a long adjournment while 
Schllckman and Rep. John \Hlrschfcld, 
R-Chnmpalgn, finally got the conference 
(hey had been demanding with Blair. 
Both Schllckman and Hlrschfcld had 
vowed (hey would never vote to reeled 
Blair. They held out firmly throughout 
the day despite intense pressures which 
Schllckman declared on the floor of the 


House Included a call from the White 
House, calls from three aides to former 
Gov. Richard Ogilvle, and other emmls- 
sarlcs.

Throughout the long session with Blair, 


others among the 28 or 29 Republicans 
who cast their votes for Rep. Henry J. 
Hyde, R-Chicago, whom Schllckman has 
nominated, declared they would continue 
to vote for Hyde until released by the 
two dissidents. 


When Hyde finally emerged from 


chambers behind the House quarters 
with his arm around Schllckman, it was 
the signal that the battle was over. . 


Hyde immediately withdrew his name 


from nomination and following emotional 
speeches by Schllckraan and Hirschfeld, 
Blair's reelection proceeded.

nomination of Mrs. Chapman. . 


On the first ballot, • Mrs.. Chapman 


voted for Katz and received only Mrs. 
Martin's vote. Katz withdrew on the sec- 
ond ballot, however, and Mrs. Chapman 
attracted a bloc of 16 votes.

House of Representatives last night final- 
ly rcclcctod a Republican Speaker, W. 
Robert Illalr of Evanston, following a 
day of bitter political infighting which 
swirled around Rep. Eugene F. Schllck- 
mnn, R-Arllngton Heights, and Rep. Eu- 
genia S. Chapman. D-Arllngton Heights, 
who became the first woman in Illinois 
history to be nominated for the speak- 
crshlp. 


Having been deadlocked through seven 


ballnt.1 and seven hours, the House final- 
ly went into a long adjournment while 
Schllckman and Hep. John Hlrschfeld, 
R-Chnmpnlgn, finally got the conference . 
they had been demanding with Blair. 
Doth Schllckman and Ilirschfcld had 
vowed they would never vote to rcclcct 
Blair. They held out firmly throughout 
the day despite intense pressures which 
Schllckman declared on the floor of the 


House included a call from the White 
House, calls from three aides to farmer 
Gov. 
Richard Ogllvlc, and other cmmls- 


sarlcs. 


Throughout the long session 'with Blair, 


others among the 28 or 29 Republicans 
who cost their votes for Rep. Henry J.

Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoe, the Instigator 
of the movement against Choate in the 
Democratic Party, all were absent from 
the floor and believed to be In confer- 
ence. 


Katz and his supporters had vowed 


they never would vote for Choate unless 
he agreed to their program of House re- 
forms. 


ON THE OTHER side of the aisle, 


Schllckman nominated the man many 
Republicans hoped would be able to force 
the ouster of past Speaker W. Robert 
Blair of Evanston and force a com- 
promise Republican candidate. After the 
nomination of Rep. Henry J. Hyde, 
R-Chicago, by Schllckman, Hyde re- 
ceived only three first-ballot votes. 


Blah* feU two votes short of the needed 


majority, however, and on the second 
ballot he slipped "from" 84 to 59 votes. On 
that ballot Hyde's total rose to 29 and 


neither man could gain on the sub- 
sequent ballots. 


Peggy Smith Martin of Chicago newly 


elected to the House, made the historic 
nomination of Mrs. Chapman. 


On the first ballot, Mrs. Chapman 


voted for Katz and received only Mrs. 
Martin's vote. Katz withdrew on the sec- 
ond ballot,'however, and Mrs. Chapman 
attracted a bloc of 16 votes. 


The first ballot ended with the follow-

CHOATE AND Blair's totals remained 


stable until the fifth ballot, when Rep. 
Dan Pierce, D-Highland Park, switched 
from Mrs. Chapman to Choate, and Rep. 
John G. Fary, D-Chlcago, was brought 
from his hospital bed in a wheelchair to 
cast his vote for Choate. 


Schllckman and the other anti-Blair

The strategy was based on the House 


rule that says the speaker must receive 
a majority of those "present and vot- 
ing." By voting present, members can 
reduce the number of votes the winner 
needs.

others voting present, two Republicans 
equipped with the statistical sheets, rose 
and changed their votes from Blair to 
"present," reducing the total he needed 
to one, but depriving him of two votes. 


In nominating Hyde, Schlickman made

"We members," he said, "have too of-

Federal Judge Rejects 
Suit Against Paddocks

U.S. District Court Judge Thomas R. 


McMillan yesterday dismissed a com- 
plaint filed by three minority stock- 
holders of The Paddock 
Corporation 


charging three members of the Paddock 
family 
with 
"fraudulently 
inducing" 


them to invest $920,000 in the company in 
1971. 
'The suit was filed In October by 
Robert K. Burns of Chicago, John R. Ma- 
lone of Park Forest, and George M. Hi!- 
gendorf of Winnetka. 


It named Stuart R. Paddock Jr., Rob- 


ert Y. Paddock, their sister Margie S. 
Flanders and Corporate Treas. Andrew 
Lamb, alleging that the Paddocks "made 
representations and agreements which 
were false, untrue and fraudulent" in or- 
der to secure the Investments. 


The plaintiffs had charged that the al- 


leged agreement Included promises of re- 
vision in_ corporate and management 
structure as well as assurances that all 
three plaintiffs "would occupy certain 
Important offices and positions in the 
company." Malone and Hllgendorf arc 
former officers of the corporation. 
• 


JUDGE MCMILLAN'S ruling was on 


the defendants' motion, to dismiss the 
complaint because It failed to state a 
cause of action.under the securities laws. 


The Paddock family was represented 


by Don H. Reuben'of the law firm of 
Klrkland and Ellis, Chicago. 


"Plaintiffs as minority stockholders 


are seeking to direct the affairs of a cor- 
poration on the basis of an alleged, oral 
agreement entered Into before they be- 
c a m c stockholders," wrote 
Judge 


McMillan. "We do not believe the Secu- 
rities Acts or rules were intended to in- 


volve this court in the management of 
corporate affairs. 


"Plaintiffs allege that they have suf- 


fered damages," 'continued the judge. 
"Since the corporation has enjoyed a 
substantially improved (financial condi- 
tion after plaintiffs purchased their 
stock, it is difficult to view this con- 
clusion except as speculative." 


Burns, .Malone and Hilgendorf pre- 


sently control 23.6 per cent of the cor- 
poration voting stock with approximately 
53 per cent held by the Paddock family. ' 
'An additional 23.4 per cent is'held by 
other minority stockholders who were 
not parties to the complaint. 


The Paddock Corporation Is a holding 


company for Paddock Publications, Inc., 
Arlington Heights, publishers of the daily 
Herald, and Paddock Circle Newspapers 
Inc., Llbertyville,•publishers of weekly 
newspapers in Lake County.

years ago to escape the crowded city. • 


Forest River looks .like a small 


town. Moat of the streets aro narrow wlth- 


. out sidewalks or street lights. Lots ore 
. largo, many of them filled with vegetable 


and flower gardens ? some of them un- 
kept. Pots romp in backyards shaded by 
trees that have had a long time to grow 
old. 


None of the 100 houses look aliko. They 


range In value from $15,000 to $100,000, 
from brick to frame, three-story to 
ranch. Some lots have built-in swimming 
pools; other still hold small storage. 
shacks reminiscent • of the 1030s when 
residents built the subdivision out of sec- 
ond-hand materials. All the houses have 
their own wells. 


According to a recent survey taken by 


the Forest River Civic Association 83 per 
cent of the residents own their own 
homes; 17 per cent rent. Forty-four per 
cent have lived In the area 10 years or 
more; 40 per cent from two to 10 years; 
10 per cent, less than two years. 


THE INCOME LEVELS, age groups, 


and ethnic backgrounds of the citizenry 
in Forest River run the gamut. Senior 
citizens, young newcomers, first-gener- 
ation ethnics who have difficulty speak- 
ing English, persons who grew up in For- 
est River and returned to live there — 
these are the persons who have chosen to 
live there. 


"There ore no snobs In Forest River. If 


you want to be yourself, you can; if you 
don't, you don't have to be," said Anne 
Stingley who moved to the area four 
years ago and is president of the civic 
association's women's auxiliary. 


"We had lived in a subdivision In Des 


Plalnes .in a $45,000 house," Mrs. Sting- 
ley said. "But we knew only one person 
there. People Just weren't friendly, and 
we weren't used to that We came from a 
farm town where everybody knew every- 
body else." 


Lillian Krug, whose husband grew up 


In Forest River and brought her there to 
live, also likes the small town atmosphere 
"You don't have to try to keep up with 
the Joneses. You can Just mind your own 
business," she said. 


> Tho people who live in Forest River 
arc there by choice. But strangers don't 
understand that, say many Forest River 
residents. Justified or not, they feel they 
are looked down upon by people living 
across Foundry Road in the new subdivi- 
sions with large homes, sidewalks and 
streetlights. 


"I knew a mother across Foundry who 


wouldn't let her daughter come to a 
birthday party in Forest River just be- 
: cause it was Forest River," said one 
woman who didn't want to be named. 


NANCY KOZEE, who grew up in For- 


est River and has started her own family 
there, said she thinks Forest River resi- 
dents are snubbed because the subdivi- 
sion is different. "Our houses are all dif- 
ferent and all of them are not new," she 
said. "And we don't have any "side- 
walks." 
• 


"But our taxes are as high as every- 


body else's," said Lee Fuller who has 
lived in the-subdivision for 13 years and 
seen her taxes double in the past seven 
years. "Some'people just don't want to 
remodel outside because they feel their 
taxes will go up." 


The people have no local government 


to complain to about Issues like taxes; 
they must depend on Cook County. For 
local involvement they turn to their 
homeowners group, the Forest River Civ- 
ic Association. 


"Our major purpose Is to have people 


Involved. We put on things like dances, 
children's parties and parades and dif- 
ferent groups of people get to'become 
Involved," said Marvie Lurle, president 
of the association. "We also serve an In- 
formational purpose." Lurie said about 
100 of the 190 homes belong to the associ- 
ation. 


The association, formed about 30 years 


. ago; has become more active In the past 
year than it had been In the past. Offi- 


cials turned their thoughts to the whole 
community, both old-timers and new- 
comers, and last year held a successful 
trash pick up for all residents. The group 
has also been active in fighting rezon- 
ings. Currently the association is plan- 
ning to renovate the old Forest River 
Hall on Lee Street, once used as a station 
by the now defunct Forest River Fire 
Department. 
• LUniE SAID THE subdivision has nev- 
er been asked officially* about annexing 
to Des Plaincs or Mount Prospect, and 
many residents of the subdivision seem 
not to care. According to the civic associ- 
ation's survey, 45 per cent were unde- 
cided about annexation; 34 per cent Just 
weren't interested. 


But all is not perfect in Forest River. 


Residents still have problems and would 
like to seo them solved. They want more 
Cook ..County Sheriff's Police patrols. 
They would' like to sec stray dogs that 
roam the subdivision sometimes in packs, 
Impounded. And they want to be assured 
that lots won't be subdivided and apart- 
ments won't be built in the area. 


"We like living in Forest River," said 


Mrs. Kozee. "But we're always trying to 
mako it better."

Cover the picture with white shellac 


nnd let dry (this takes only a few min- 
utes), then lay over It very smoothly a 
piece of ecru 1 cheesecloth. Pull tho 
cheesecloth around the edges of tho 
board or framo and tack down so It is 
perfectly smooth In front. Then shellac • 
the cheesecloth and the antique Is done. 
If you con only find white cheesecloth, 
you can dip It in tea and dry it. It will 
take on a shade to blend perfectly with 
the shellac.

Certain legliUton and the Federal 


Trade Commluioa have been trying to 
go to bat (or consumer! who find them- 
selves possessing • defective piece of 
merchandise which they bought with a 
credit card, and who must pay the credit 
card company despite 
their dis- 


aatiifaction. 


Legislation to hold credit card com- 


panies, bantu and other third parties In 
cndlt transactions responsible for the 
quality of the merchandise has -been 
pushed In Congress by Sen. William 
Proxmlre (D-Wts.) and ultimately 
•qutlched. 


The latest development is a proposal 


by the Federal Trade Commission to 
•act a ruling along the same lines. Al- 
though some reports on the proposal, 
which was announced last week, have 
suggested that the proposed rule "could 
become effective later this year," such 
chances appear to us to be quite slim. 
Not only are credit card companies and 
other financial Institutions fighting it 
with their considerable strength, but the 
proposal opens up an extremely complex 
issue with all sorts of legal questions and 
problems that will have to be Ironed out 
before it can become a realistic proposal. 


ACCORDING TO Jack Borman, gener- 


al manager of BankAmericard division 
at the First National Bank In Chicago, 
that company "recognliea that con- 
sumers have legitimate complaints," but 
he added, "we have no way of knowing 
which are legitimate." 


The proposal, he said, puts the credit 


card company "In an awkward position" 
that would require "a lot of extra work 
and expense." The company would be 
cast In the "difficult role of mediator," 
and would have to Identify legitimate 
complaints among card-holders as well 
as determining the legitimacy of retai- 
lers. 


One result, Borman predicted, would 


be Increased costs and restricted mem- 
bership in credit card plans. 


A spokesman for the Bank and Trust 


Company of Arlington Heights also pre- 
dicted that such a rule would "tighten up 
loans considerably." He also suggested 
that there .would be "legal problems in- 
volving the third party suing the seller." 


ANOTHER COMPLICATION, accord- 


Ing to Borman, Is the fact that the FTC 
has no jurisdiction over banks, so that 
such a requirement as that proposed 
would have to be approved and adminis- 
tered on an Inter-agency basis, rather 
than by a unilateral ruling of the FTC. 


Borman pointed out that the procedure 


of passing credit obligations on to third 
parties — legally termed "holder in due 
course" — has Its roots In English com- 
mon law, and as a result has long been 
Ingrained In the American commercial- 
legal system. 


"You cannot always Just legislate solu- 


tions," Borman remarked, noting that 
the problem of where to lay responsi- 
bility for the original sales transaction 
has always accompanied the "holder In 
due course" procedure. 


Borman argued that "the philosophy 


behind this proposal Is wrong." The Idea 
that credit card companies have Inter- 
jected themselves between the seller and 
buyer, and therefore are shirking the re- 
sponsibility which they should have as- 
sumed — namely, to guarantee satlsfac-

"BEFORE CREDIT cards, people paid 


cub, and under those circumstances 
they had no recourse'either," Borman 
said.

But, he added, credit card companies 


have not just Ignored the problem of 
card-holders' satisfaction with merchan- 
dise. He said BankAmericard has many 
times withdrawn its business from mer- 
chants with whom card-holders have 
been justifiably displeased.

Borman attributed the legislation to 


"politics" and to the desire of legislators 
to Identify with the consumer movement. 


But the issue probably will not be put 


to rest so easily. Lynn Mills of the Con- 
sumer Federation of Illinois told the Her- 
ald that "we have supported this (pro- 
posal) a long time." 
. 


"Consumers are In no way protected 


from getting faulty merchandise" when 
they use credit or a loan to pay, she said. 


HOWEVER, CFI has not encountered 


problems with credit cards In this re- 
spect, according to Miss Mills. "The 
problems we've had relate to companies 
who sell the buyer's contract to a loan 
company," she said. 


Miss Mills does not foresee credit or 


loan re strictlons following the propose d 
ruling. "I don't think the two (lender re- 
sponsibility for product quality and the 
availability of loans) are connected," she 
said. 


Clearly, some mechanism Is ne eded to 


provide consumers wi th legal recourse 
when they buy on 'credit or a loan and 
find the merchandise unsatisfactory. At 
present, they are over a barrel in this 
situation. 


But, the FTC proposal, despite its two 


years In the making, seems superficial 
and ill advised. .

Used postage stamps that might ordl- 


narly be discarded or destroyed can now 
be recycled and. serve'as tools to help 
alleviate hunger throughout the world. 
For the past 12 years the Women's Fel- 
lowship of Watson Park Church, .Chi- 
cago, has been involved in a program to 
collect, sort and sell cancelled stamps 
for Church World Service. 


The money realized from the sale of 


these stamps is used by CWS to purchase 
surplus food from, the Department of Ag- 
riculture at the rate of 220 pounds for 
each $1. It takes 500 commemorative 
stamps to realize <1 and Just one of these 
stamps will provide almost one half 
pound of surplus food. 


ALL VS. and foreign stamps are ac- 


ceptable. The stamps should be cut from 
the envelope leaving a small 
margin 


around the perforation points. If time or 
cost is a factor, It is suggested that the 
small 8 cent varieties be omitted. These 
are sold for a low rate per pound andof- 
•ten the cost of shipping exceeds their 
worth.
